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THE PREFACE. 



X HE many olmous Defects in dioM Treatises tliat 
bave hitherto been published for the lostructioo of youog 
Bo]rs| in the makiag of Latin^ have not only made it ne« 
ces6ary for me to lay them quite aside^ and supply the 
Warn of them by something more proper (I hope) of my 
own^ for the use of those under my Charge i but gives 
me likewise some Grounds to hope^ that die foUowiog 
Jntr$du^ion will not be altogether ufkaceeflaUe to the 
Public. 

The Writing and jSpeaking of JUtin is« indeed^ the 
mosl; difficult vbapl^er in £daeati<m at a Grammar School : 
VUid 96 there is noihing either requires or admits moie of 
Art, JMfethodi Of Contrivance, so dtere is nothing vhenein 
less is made v«e of. The Method hi» beep to write JS0« 
gliab £«am|>les nceommodated to Ltifs SynCasf, but that 
so hepdkssly, and with so Kttle regard to the Capacit^s 
of CSiiMren, and the true £nd and Design of such an 
XJndeii^taking, that m abnost ^very Step, E^odoriplesof sub« 
sequent a^d an^cediCiMt Rul^ Jie promiscuously jumbkd 
together, as if they had been intended for fiuch as were 
already Jft(bst(€^s otf the Syitax, and therefore had no oe- 
.casion &r them. The Authc^s, indeed, seemin the Ccm- 
trivanoe of their English^ to have troubled their Heads 
no farther than only to exemplify the Rule they were 
upon : If that be but done, though with a mixture of 
such Engtish as is in all respects ^ry improper for Be- 
ginners, they have played tlwir Parts sufidently, jthcy 
think, and acquitted themselves Jike Men of. Art. 

This is a Blunder that runs through ail the Treatises 
of this Kind, that I have known used in our Schools, e^c- 
oepting Mr. Gurretsorf^ {^ercises, who has well enoug^i 
guarded against the com»Km Mistake of anticipating the 
Rules; and has therefore upon that, as well ;9S some 
other Accounts, deserved better of the Public than any 
that went before him in that Way : Tet hb Effgiui is 
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such, reiy oft<^, as wil| hardly adimt of a literal Trans* 
lation : or, if it will, the Latin Words lie so much out 
of the Way, that neither his Index, or the Dictionary 
will furnish BoyS, many Times, with such as are proper 
for their Purpose ; or, if the latter would do it, yet Boys 
wanting Skill to pick and chuse, where there, is any Va- 

, riety, must blunder perpetually. I am not ignorant of 

- the Endeavour that has been used to render thosQ Exer- 

: cises move useful, by^printingi/lhe LatfffWords along with 
the Englhh / but this is so far from menduig the Matter 

V very much, that it is a Coafirmauon of wh;(t I h^ve here 

. objected against them. 

But this. is not the only Fault ta be foUrbd with that 
Treatise \ the Author has, by following the confused 
Method of Uly^ what with his Explications, and what 
with his Additions, drawn the Matter out to so tedious 
a Length, as must of Necessity be very burthensome \o 

' the Memories of Children. I have endeavoured tasupply 

^ all those Defects in the following Treatise. 

istf I have distinguished between what is pr^)er for 
beginners, and what is not : and have accordingly deli* 

' vered the Substance of the Latin Syntax^ that is to say, all 
the Rules of most necessary and general Use, without 
troubling the young Tyro widi such Things as are rare 
and uncommoiu All that Variety of Constru^on, all 
the nice and critical Remariss that must go to the making 

* of a compleat Syntax f are by no means proper for Begin- 
ners. There is a Time for all Things ; and the Season 
for putting such Things to Boys, as are more difficult, 
and occur but seldom, vis when that which is of so fre- 
quent and common Use is thoroughly digested. 

ad/yf I have disposed the Rules in such Order, as I 
thought would be most easy for the Memory, and most 
proper in other Respects to my Design. I begin with 
those for the Concords^ thtf Nominative after Sum^ &c. 
the Accusative after the Verb Transitive^ the Government 
of the Prepositions^ and that coipmon Case of the Accuaa^ 
five and Infinitive Mood. These were of Necessity to be 
laid down first, .being of such general Use, that no Sen- 

'tencecan be without some of them; and they occur^

Nature^ where the Manner is so remote from ^at of tbe 
Classic Authors they are to make Use of; and the Latin 
TWrnis,. thro' -tbe iiliContrivance of their Englub^ or want 
of SkiUiB.theirTeachersj are so barbarous and improper 
that theyjiot only give them no Help for the Reading their 
Oaasios, but leave such a Tinclure'behtnd them, and give 
so vicious a Taste as*they will hardly-ever get quit of again, 
at School however. If there are some Things to be m^^t 
vrith, which the Propriety of our Engtiah Tongue will 
Ji^rTdly admit of, it was almost unavoidable in a Work of 
this Kature % where I was obliged to .bring tbeStile of my 
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EngUsb to as near a Conformity with -^ht Latin as possi- 
ble, unless I would have writ Booty, and crossed my own 
Design. 

4/A/jp, The Examples arc of three Sorts. The first, 
that immediately follow the Rule, are short, wherein 
nothing farther is designed than only to exemplify that 
Rule. The second Sort are longer ; wherein not only 
the Rule, to which they are subjoined, is exemplified^ 
.but all the foregoing Rules are brought in play again, aft 
much as possible, the better to fix them in the Memory. 
Whereas, without this Contrivance, Boys would forget 
one Rule^ while they were learning another. The third 
Sort, which begin with this Mark f , exenfplify .all the 
foregoing and subsequent Rules promiscuously ; and for 
that Reason are not to be meddled with the first Time 
♦they go thro* the Book, (for I judge it convenient, they 
should go through it more than once.) And in most cf 
these Examples I have ventured to put the Latin Words 
in their proper Order ; f . t- the same they have in the 
Authors from whence I bring them ; which in the other 
Examples would have been unreasonable. For it was 
undoubtedly ill-judged in Garretson*s Exercises as they 
were at first published, by Baiiy^ to place the Words in 
a different Order from that of the Engliah ; it being im- 
possible in such a Method, for Boys, before they had made 
any Acquaintance almost with Words, to know what 
Latin Words answer to the English. They must there- 
fore blunder perpetually. It certainly will be soon enough 
to instruct them in the proper placing of Words, when 
they have digested the Rules of their Syntax, To attempt 
it sooner, is to perplex and confound them, and can 
serve for no other Purpose, but to divert their Attention 
from what is at that Time tlieir only proper Business, the 
Rules of Construction. 

Stify, I have put the Latin Words in a Column along 
with the Engiisb\ a Thing very. requisite and useful in 
Works of this Nature, to save the Trouble of consulting 
Indexes and Dictionaries, as well as to prevent the Use 
of improper and barbarous Terms, and false Spelling, 
which would be othervrise unavoidable ^ 9S I btUeve all 
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Masters find to their Sorrow •, not to say to©, that Boys 
wUl hereby be enabled to make a much quicker Progress 
than they would do, were they to search an Index or a 
Dictionary, for the Words they want. 

6My9 I have subjoined, by Way of Appendix, a brief 
History of Greece and Rome. As History is one of the 
most easy and entertaining Parts of human Literature, 
and that of the old Greeks and Romans absolutely neces-^ 
sary for a Schelar, I am in Hopes this Addition will not 
be disagreeable. As I design it in order to let the young 
Scholar, after he has perfectly digested his Rules, into 
some Acquaintance with the Idiom of the Latin Tongue, 
the Latin Column does not answer Word for Word to the 
JSngiLii as it does in the Examples to the Rules } for 
which Reason it will be necessary for the Master to assist 
the Boys by reading them their Lesson once or twice over 
as they go thro' it for the first Time. I could not think 
of any Method more proper than this, to introduce Boys 
to an Acquaintance with the Idiom of the Latin Tongue. 
Their being thus furnished with Words standing in their 
proper Order, out of which they may, with due Atten- 
tion, after they have been a little assisted for some Time, 
make a just and elegant Translation of their English ^ will 
oblige them to observe the Difference betwixt the Idiom 
of the two Languages more effectually, perhaps, than any 
other Method that could be taken with therti. 

'jthly and lasth^ I have added Rules for the Gender of 
Nouns ; for which I was in a great Measure obliged to 
that laborious and lejlrned Grammarian Mr. Johnson. 
What I received from him, I have altered and abridged, 
to render it fitter for the Use of Boys, insomuch that I 
hope this Piece of Grammar will be found to be the most - 
methodical, easy, and comprehensive Thing of the Kind 
that bath yet been published. The Rules, which are only 
Nine, and distinguished by Numbers prefixed, ought to 
be well lodged in the Memory of Boys, and thoroughly 
digested in the'Parsing of their Lessons, before the Ex- 
ceptions are meddled with j those they may" learn after- 
wards at their Leisure. 

The most proper Method of using this Introduction, I 
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ithuiik would -be to make -the Bpys not only to Translate 
^ome Part of it every Night, by tVay pf Eicemse, but 
read it inio Latins in the School, id the^foilowkig Maoiien 
Let them begin but with one.SeRtence.or two at a Lesson, 
which th^ Master mu«t read !to them two or three Times 
tpver, .explaiiaiDg ihe Rule, and ^shewing them liow they 
.soe to 9pj)ly it. After ^hey are tbii^ advanced rthnee or 
icmr tPa^s, .they «aay i)e brought jbask again, and read 
every Lesson two or thsce Sentences, tiJ^ they hayc got 
four or five Ps^es tbeyo«id where they Jeft off before. Tben 
let thejm -begin ^ain, reading ftt $very Lesson, thzee or 
ibur SenteacQs, till they are adyanoed Half a Ck^sen^ xxr 
Hal^f a. Score Images .beyond ibeir f^mer PsG^eao. And 
let tlus 'Method of drawing <hem badk fscHn ji2ie iBegi»Amg» 
andinoreaaing their Tiisk, be purau^, till ^^axt Mas- 
itess ^ .the ^j>reJiusninary 'Rttle$, c^u readily "tcanshle ^be 
Examples, and give », Beascw for every Thing »tbey /do.j 
after which it will he sufficient lo draw i^iem thaok «only 
to the fflace where you And their SkHljbcgiiw toj£*B them. 
Tliey nvust be aui^e likewise .Bt the same Time, to get the 
Rules they are upon peijfectly -wijthout Book, aod )8ay 
them to fche Master, bcfote they give jwi Account of their 
liC^son to lum.. I insiat the ;nKire upon this Way^ oi tuaii^ 
the ioUowing Treatise., rbecauae I look upon dse.conmion 
Method to b^ very defectiye in Hib Point:) :th^^ ifaeing 
little or nothing of this Nat-iure done in any of our Gram^ 
mar^Scb^s^ that I know .of ; tboi*gh a very little Consi- 
deration be enough to satiny a ^reasonable Man^ that if 
bringing the Boys to a genuine Latin Stile be the most 
difficult Part of a Master's Business, a proportionaGte Share 
of Time and Application ought to^beallowed for it. Tis 
owing to this Over«Sight in the coounon Method of 
Teaching, that Boys of good Parts blunder on for five or 
six ¥ears together, without 'being ^Masters of sormuch as 
^the 'Common Rules of the 'Syntapc: v^hereas I am -ahuxi- 
dantly convinced froni my own Ex.pc5rienQe in the 'Matjter, 
that a Boy of any tolerable Capacity, mrfy, in about two 
Years Time, or three however, from his ferst Entrance 
in the Latin Tongue, be brought to a good Proficiency 
in\the .&UoMring jlnMcbtcMofi* iSot tibo' I knpw ^his Xo be 
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practicabki yet I do not think it proper to enter Boys so 
very soon as is commonly done in the making of Latin. 
I am of Opinion, it would be better to defer it till they 
can read an easy Lattn Author ; by that Time their Reason 
will be riper and better able to deal with so difficult a 
Subject as Grammar really is. 

The Reader is desired to take Notice, that as oft as 
the twelfth, eighteenth, and twentieth Rules are exem- 
plified under the Rules that follow them» as Hkewise in 
* the historical Part ; the Prepositioj^s are omitted in the 
Latin Column, on purpose to make the Boys be upon 
their Guard, and reflect upon their Rules \ which they 
would be apt to neglect and overlook, had the Preposi- 
tions been inserted. Though this Omission, and Reason 
of it, be very obvious to those who have any tolerable 
Acquaintance with the Latin Tongue ; yet, since I coa« 
sider this Book may fall into the Hands of such Teachers 
as have no great Skill in that Language, I l^ye thought 
fit to give this Advertisement for their Sakes, to prevent 
their mistaking me. 

The Reader is desired to take Notice too, that the same 
Method is observed, with respect to the Note upon the 
nineteenth Rule, containing a Direction for the Use of 
the Preposition cum^ by omitting, where it is exemplified 
under the following Rules, and historical Part, the Pre- 
position cum in the Latin Column. 

The Rules of Syntax laid down in this Introduction^ 
with the Rules for the Gender of Nouns, together with 
the Declension of Nouns, and Formation of Verbs, is, I 
think, all the Grammar necessary for Boys, till they arc 
able to read the Latin Historians, commonly used in 
Schools, well, and have made some Progress in the Poets ; 
and then all perhaps that is further necessary in the way 
of Grammar y is, to observe to them Things that are un- 
common, as they happen to rise in their Lessons, and 
these Things may have a Mark set over against them in 
the Margin of their Books, that by frequent Reviews of 
them the Boys may fix them in their Memories. By Virtue 
therefore of this Addition, this Introduction is made as 
compleat a Grammar as Boys acquainted with their Nouns 
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and Verbs will have aay great Want q( at Schoolj for the 
first three or four Years especially:. And if it ib substi-^ 
tuted in the Room of Ul/s Grammar, will save them two 
Years Time at the least. But if more shaU be thought 
sooner requisite, those that think so, may find it in a Nna 
Grammar of the Latin Tongue, with a large Dissertatkn 
upam Langui^e annexed to itj which I lately published. 

N. B. In this Edition it has been thought proper to ac^

Ail France was divided into 
Ihree Parts, one of which the Belgae 
inhabit; another the Aquitani;

and thrown into a Vessel full. of 
Blood* 

In the Battle fought betwixt Alex« 
ander and Darius, in the Straits 
of Cilicia, the Dispute was dubious 
a long Time, till Darius ikd. Af- 
ter that followed a Slaughter of the 
Persians. — ^There were slain sixty 
one thousand of the Foot, of Horse 
' ten thousand, and forty thousand 
taken. Much Gold and other 
Riches were found in the Camp of 
the Persians. 

Man who is a Partaker of Rea- 
son and Speech, is more excellent 
tiian Beasts, who are void of Rea- 
son and Speech ; but the Mind of 
Man has got Reason in vain, unless 
he is mindful of his Duty. 

When Darius heard how gene- 
rously and kindly Alexander treat- 
ed his Mother, Wife, and Children, 
>vhom he had taken, he writes a 
third Letter, gives him Thanks, 
and offers a greater Part of. his

AU Men hate those that are an- 
mindful of a Kindness^ and aU Men 
love a Mind grateful and miindful 
of a good Turn. Mutual Benevo- 
lence is the great Bond of human 
Society : And without it Lite itself 
is grevioas, full of Fear and Anxie- 
ty, and' void of all Comfort and 
Pleasure. Let us therefore avoid 
the Crime of Ingratitude above all 
others. 

Caesar resolves to take Dom* 
norix along with him into Britain, 
because he knew him to be desirous 
of Change, fond of Power, of a 
great Spirit, and great Authority 
among the Gauls; though te de« 
sired mightily that he m^it be left 
in Gaul. 

IT Tttus Sempronias was sent 
into Sicily with these land and 
Sea Forces, being^ ready to pass 
over into Africa, if the other Con- 
sul should be sufficient to keep the 
Enemy from Italy. Less Force was 
given to Cornelius, because L. 
Manlius the Pra:tor was sent into 
Gaul with a considerable Army. 

After that the Ambassadors came 
to Marseilles, where they found 
that the Aflfections of the GauU had 
been already gained by Annibal ; 
bat that they would hardly be very 
faithful to him, (their Temper was 
so wild, and savage) unless the a^ 
iections of the great Men were se- 
cured now and then by Gold, of 
which the Nation was very greedy.

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The Pillars were all made of 
Marble, and the Altars of Silver. 

Pluto desired of Jupiter that he 
woiild give him Proserpine, the 
Daughter of him and Ceres, in 
Marriage. Jupiter denied that 
Ceres would suffer her Daughter 
to live in Hell :- but he bids him 
steal her whilst she gathered Flow- 
ers upon Mount iEtna, which is 
in Sicily. Alter wards Ceres ob- 
tained of Jupiter that she should be 
with her sometimes. 

Alexander advises his Soldiers to 
write to their Friends, but orders 
the Packets of Letters to be brought 
to biro pri\ ately ; from which, when • 
he had discovered their Judgment 
of himself, he disposes of allthose 
who had thought more hardly of 
him into one Regiment. 

Perdiccas pretends to desire the 
Daughter of Antipater in Marriage 
that he might the more easily obtain 
of him Recruits out of Macedonia. 
But Antipater perceived his Cun- 
ning, and baulked his Hopes. Af- 
ter this a War broke out between 
Antigonus and Perdiccas, in which 
Antipater assisted Antigonus. 

SiQce I have made mention of 
the Kingdom of Epire, I shall say 
a few Things of ks OrfginaL The 
first Kingdom in that Country was 
that of the Molossi. Afterwards 
Py rrhus, the Son of Achilles, settled 
in those Places, being dfiven out of 
his Father*8 Kipgdon*. v The In- 
habitants were first called Pyrrhotae, • 
afterwards Epiortae. 

When the Helvetii were inform* 
ed of Caesar's coniin^, they sent 
the noblest Men of their State Am- 
bassadors to him i of which Embassy

Things* It is therefore the Part 
of a Fool to despise that which all 
Men ought io value more than 
Riches and PJe&sure. 
^ All the Soldiers of Alexander 
forgetting their Wives and Chid ren 
looked upon the Persian Gold, and 
the Riches of all the East, as their 
Plunder ; nor did they consider of 
Wars and Dangers, but the Riches 
which they hoped to obtain. 

When Lysimachus, King of 
Thrace (a wild and barbarous Na« 
tiim near the Euxine Sea) had com- 
manded thai Theodorus should be 
crucified : It nothing concerns me, 
said Thecxlorus, whether I rol on 
the Ground, or on high. 

Such was the greatness of AIpx* 
ander's Soul, that though he left a 
Son who was called Hercules, a 
'Brother who was named Aridaeus, 
and his Wife Roxana with Chitdt 
regardless of Relationship, he nam* 
ed the worthiest his Heir, as if it 
had been unlawful, that any other 
than a brave Man should enjoy the 
' Kingdom after a brave Man,

Asia aud Egypt were Mark An- 
tony's. He married Cleopatra, 
thti most beautiful Woman of her 
Age« who, desirous of the Cm- 
pire of the World, stirred him up 
to make War s^ainst C^sar Qo 
tavianus ; which was the Cause of 
tlieir Rain. 

f The RomfiQSy althpugh the 
Im^A was the £neiDyV^ And ihev 
aaw tJl>eir Troops wavw jup all 
along the Shore, following the 
Enemy's Fleet very bciskly, drew 
^t into ihe Sea, tied to the Steitis 
of their Vessels^ all the Ships that 
had not .either broke their throws 
upon the Sboce, or were ciio 
9§roHnd. 

They made themselves MasOers 
at Sea, by this &ttle. Wherefore 
advancing with the Fleet to Ho* 
iiosoa, having made a Descent and 
taken and plundered the Town, 
they go for Carthage.; and having 
destroyed all the Country xoand 
about, they -ftoaliy set ^ re to the 
Houses that joined upon .the Wail 
«nd the Gades. 

Having asseokbled the Senate, 
jie said that the Design of ri^oit- 
ifi^ from the Romans did not 
please him by any ideaas^ unlesi

After the Mind of Alexander 
was composed, and Consideration 
succeeded in the Place of Passion, 
he considered one while the Person 
of him whom he had slain, another, 
the Cause for which he had slain 
him, and begun to be sorry for the 
Fact. 

Hippias ordered the Murderer 
of his Brother to be seized ; who 
being forced by Torments to name 
those who were guilty of ihe Mur- 
der, named all the Tyrant's Friends 
who were slain. His Courage put 
the City in mind of Iheir Liberty, 
and Hippias was at length banish- 
ed. 

Whom, says the Consul Qiin- 
tius, have the dastardly Enemies 
despised ? Us the Consuls, or you 
Romans ? If the Fault be in us, 
take away our Power ; and if that 
be small, punish us : If the Fault 
be in you, let none of tife Gods or 
Men punish your Faults; do you 
only repent of them.

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When the Army-of the thirty 
Tyrants, of which the greatest 
Part were Athenians, flad« Thrasy- 
balus called out, and put them in 
mind of their Relations, the Laws, 
and their old Fellowship in so many 
Wars, and begged that (hey would 
pity their banished Covtntrymen. 

He that is accused of a wicked 
Action, or he that is called in 
Question about any Thing, is call- 
ed in Latin Ecus ; but he that is 
accused of a Fault, is not immedi- 
ately in Fault, nor ought he to be 
accounted guilty of the Crime, till 
i t be provcS. For if to accuse any 
one of a Crime were sufficient for 
CondemQatiott^i whocould be safe? 

Alexander, in his Passage, put 
the Thessalians in mind of the 
Kjndness c^his Father Philip, and 
his Mother's Alliance with them 
by the Family of the iEacidae. 
The Thessalians heard these Things 
gladly, and made him Captain Ge- 
neral of the whole Nation. 

Who doubts but many innocent 
Persons have been brought to Trial 
ibr Life, and condemned to Death ? 
aiKi that a great many wicked Vil- 
lains have been tried for Life, and 
absolved from the Crimes of which 
tliey are guilty ^ But they will not 
escape in the World tocome. God 
will not absolve them from the 
Wickedness wluch they have com- 
mitted. 

Whilst tlieae Things were done 
in the East, the Atitenians and 
iiutolians raised a War in Greece, 
the Cause of which was, that 
Alexander being returned from In- 
dia, had writ Letters into Greece, 
in which the Exiles of all the Cities

He deserves Punishment. who is 
not ashamed of his Fault f but he 
that is sorry and ashamed of his 
Fault, is almost innocent, and will 
beware lest he commit> any such 
Thing again ; he remembers the 
Sorrow and Shame that tormented 
his Mind, and will avoid them. 

Himilco, a Mati of the Barcine 
Faction, thinking there was now an 
Opportunity ol* rebuking Hanno, 
said, What do you think, Hanno ? 
Are you still sorry for the War we 
have undertaken against the Ro* 
mans? Command Annibal to be 
given up. Forbid Thank* to be 
given to the immortal Gods for 
such Succ?es9.. 

To that Basstts replied, That 
. there had been an Alliance now 
several Yeafs betwixt the People 
of Rome and Noia, of which nei- 
ther of them repented to that Day ; 
that if they had a Mind to turn v, ilh 
Fortune, it was now too late to 
turn ; and that if they designed to 
surrender to Annibal, they had no 
need to send for a Roman Garrison. 

Cxsar acquaints his Soldiers that

This is a Gallic Custom, to force 
Travellers to stand, and to enquire 
what they have heard or known 
about any Matter; the common 
People stand about the Merchants 
in the Town, and oblige ihem to 
declare from what Country they 
came, and what they knew there ; 
and being moved by these Reports 
and Hearsays, they oftentimes enter 
into Measures about Matters of the 
, greatest Moment, which they must 
needs repent of immediately, since 
they give Credit to uncertain Re- 
ports, and must tell them such 
Things as they think will be accep- 
table to them.

But Alexander re- 
turned Answer that his own was 
given him, and ordered him to come 
and leave the Disposal of his King- 
dom to the Conqueror. 

Lysimachus being wont to hear

iierce Lion* 

Pyrrhus the Son of Achilles* and 
King of Epirus, gave to Helenas 
the Son of King Priam, for his sin- 
gular Industry, the Kingdom of the 
Chaones, and Andromache, the 
Wife of Hector, whom he bad re- 
ceived in Marriage in the Division 
of the Spoil of Troy. 

Nor was Fortune more favorable 
to the flying Gauls, but continual 
Showers,^ Frost and Snow, Fatigue 
and Famine consumed the misera- 
ble Remains of this unhappy War. 
The People and illations too, 
through which they marched fol- 
lowed the scattered Gauls and kill- 
ed great Numbers of them. 

About the same Time -Agas, 
King of Cyrene* died ; who before 
hi^ Illness, that be might end the 
Difference with his Brother Ptole- 
my, betrothed his only Daughter 
Berenice to his Son ; but after the 
Death of the King, Arsiuoe, the 
Mother of the Yoong Lady, sends 
for Demetrius, the Brother of King 
Antigonus, from Macedonia, and 
delivers her and the Kingdom of 
Cyrene to him. 

. After the Death of the King, the 
Alexandrians sent Ambassadors to 
the Romans, intreating them that 
they would undertake the Guar- 
dianship of the Child, and defend 
the Ki:^gdom of Egypt, which they 
said Philip and Aniiochus had di- 
vided betwixt them. This Embas- 
sy was y^ry acceptable to the Ro- 
mans*

On th^ other Skie^ Acilius the 
jRoman Consul, wlio had been sent 
to this War. against Antiochus, 
f >rovided Forces^ Arms, and other 
Things necessary lor War very in- 
dustriously i nor was the Event of 
. the War any other than the Prepa- 
ration of both Sides bad been; 
wherefore he was routed and forced 
to fly into Asia. 

The Conditions of Peace offered 
to Antiochus^ King of Asia^ were 
these. That Asia should be the 
Eonians ; that he should have the 
Kingdom of Syria ; that he should 
deliver up all his Ships» Prisoners 
and. Desertej^ and restore to the 
Romans the ^jhole Charge of the 
War. ^ 

Ptolemy was as ridiculous to the 
Romans, as he was cruel to his 
own Subjects, His Countenance 
.was deformed, his Stature short, 
his Belly hanging out, so that he 
was more like a Beast than a Man. 
He sent ibr his Son from Cyrene, 
and slew him, lest the Alexandrians 
should make him King. 

Whilst these Things were done, 
the Brother of Ptolemy King of 
Egypt, begot of a Concubine, to 
whom his Fatiier had left the King- 
dom of Cyrene, made the Roman 
People his Heir. For now the 
Fortune of the Romans began to 
extend itself to the Eastern King* 
doms. 

Whilst one Part advised to call 
in Mithridates, King of Pontus, the 
other Part Ptolemy, King of Egypt, 
(because Mithridates was full of 
Business of his own, and Ptolemy 
had always been an Enemy to Sy- 
ria) all agreed upon Tigranes, King 
of Armenia* Therefore being sent

When Eumenes was returned 
into the Camp, Letters were ibund 
scattered throughout the Camp, in 
which great Rewards w^re promis- 
ed to those that j:hould bring the 
Head of Eqmenes to Anligonus. 
But this Design proved insignia* 
Cant^ for none of tlie Soldiers would 
betray their GeneraL 

After Alexander the Great had 
routed Darius's Army in the Straits 
of Cilicia, and was advanced into 
Syria, the Tyrians sent him a 
Golden Crown of great Weight; 
which he kindly received, and said 
that he would go to Tyre, and pay 
his Vows to Hercules* 

Xerxes goes on with the War 
against Greece, which his Father 
had begun ; which when Demarat- 
us. King of the Lacaedemonians> 
understood, who was in Exile with 
Xerxes, being more respectful to 
his Country after his Banishment, 
than t6 the King after his Favours, 
he gives an Account oi^ all Things 
to the Ma|;^Jtrates in wooden Tab- 
After Cyrus, King of Persia had 
conquered Crcesus King of Lydia, 
he granted him his Life, a Part of 
his Patrimony, and the City Ba- 
rene ; in which, altho' he did not 
lead a King's Lite, yet he led a 
Life next to Royal Majesty. This 
Clemency was no less useful to the 
Conqueror than the C^onquered.

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The Gaais sent Ambassadors to 
Dtonysius the Tyrant of Sicily, 
waging War in Italy, dcMring his 
Assistance and Friendship. Tliey 
said that their Nation was placed 
amongst his Enemies, and would 
be very useful to him. This Em- 
bassy was very acceptable to Dio- 
nysi^s.. 

As soon as Eumenes understood 
that Perdiccas was slain, himself 
judged an Enemy, and the Man* 
agement of the War committed to - 
Antigonus, he declared those 
Things to the Soldiers ; and added, 
moreover, if those Things were a 
Terror to any, it was permitted 
them to depart. 

The Macedonians Uad perpetual 
Wars with the Thracians and lU 
lyrians. The latter, despising the 
Infancy of the King, invaded the 
Macedonians; who being beat, 
brought out their King, and placed 
him behind their Army in his Cra- 
dle, and then renewed the Dispute 
more briskly. 

After Alexander had dismissed 
the Soldiers^ being now near his 
Death, he asked his Friends stand- 
ing about him. Whether they 
thought they could find a King 
like him ? They all held their 
Tongues. Then he said that he 
knew not that ; but that he fore- 
saw how much Blood Macedonia 
would shed in that Contest. 

H He drew his Army back to 
Carales, where having drawn out 
the Men of War, and put the Sol- 
diers aboard which he had brought 
along with him, he sails to Rome, 
and tells the Fathers that Sardinia 
WM reduced; and delivers the

Being forsaken by Pyrrhus, we 
accepted of a necessary Peace, and 
continued in it for almost fifty 
Years to the Time when you came 
into Italy ; and not your Virtue 
and Fortune, so much as your 
Courtesy and Kindness to our 
Countrymeni whom you sent us 
back when you had taken them 
Prisoners^ has so united u« to you, 
that whilst you are sale, we should 
. not only not fear the Roman People, 
but even not the Gods themselves, 
/ if it be lawful to say so. 

Annibal replied. That he would 
not march his Army into the Coun« 
try of the Hirpini or Saranitea; le&t 
it should be a Burden to them, but 
^ into the neighbouring Places of the 
Allies of the Roman People ; and 
would enrich his Soldiers by plan* 
dering them, and by that Terror 
, would drive the Enemy far from 
them. 

He said, if both the Consuls 
were with (heir Armies at Nola, 
that they would not nevertheless 
be any more a Match for Annibal 
than they had been at Cannxe; 
much less would one Praetor be 
able to defend Nola with a few 
new raised Men ; that it concerned 
them more than Annibal whether 
he Nhould get Nola by Force or a 
Surrender ; for that he would be 
Master of it| as he was of Capua 
and Nuceria. 

The third Day after, (either 
upon the Account of some Disgust, 
or the Hopes of a more advantage- 
ous Service) a thousand two hun- 
dred and seventy two Horse, Nu-

Ivlarcellus: who were very ser- 
viceable to the Romans in that 
War. Land was given to the 
Spaniards in Spain^ and to the Nu- 
nitdians in Atrica, after the Wwr, 
upon Account of their good Beha- 
viour. 

He ordered Marcus Claudius, 
the Proconsul, to retain at Nola a 
Garrison necessary to defend the 
Town^ and send away thfe other 
Soldiers to Rome, that they might 
rot be a burden to their Allies, 
and a Charge to the Govc*rnment.

Pjrrrhas in the mt^an Timte cotn* 
mands his' Allies to prepalie for 
War, and commits the keej^ing of 
the Citadel of Tarentum to his 
Son Hol^nus and hre Friend Milo. 
Being ret anted into Epik'e, he im- 
mediately invades the Borders of 
Mneedonta; whom Antigohus met 
witti an Artny, and beiflg v^rsted, 
was put to Flight. 

King Euihenes met the Roiham 
yf^iih Aid ;'and altttleaftbr a Batlte 
was fought \Vith Antiochtis ; ti Ro- 
dman Legion was beat in the Right 
Wing, and fied to the Camp : but 
M. iEmilius, a Tribune of the Sol- 
diers/ who had beifen left for the Se- 
curity of it; ct>rtimattds his Soldiers 
to arm, md threaten the Hun- 
dWaySk 

The Ghrislian Rellgioh ntrt 6h!y 
commands us to Help buf Fri^d^> 
but td reliei^e those who are Ene- 
mies to us ; for so WJ6 shall make 
them our Friends j and shaH pro- 
mote hove, Kindness, Pfeacfe and 
good Will arh6ng rtieri, \V^hich 
Things please God. 

Aitalus, the Rhodiahs, Aciioe^ 
am, and ^EtoliaiM, began to demstnd 
that those Places should be restor- 
ed to them, which Philip had taken 
from them ; to whom he replied, 
that be might hfi prevailed upon to

Hanno the 
Carthaginian was General of that 
War ; whose Enemy Suniatuft^ be- 
ing the mosi powerful of the Car- 
thagiiiians» gave notice of his com- 
ing, by a Letter to Dionysius: 
which Letter was intercepted^ and 
he condemned for Treason. 

Wicked Men provoke God daily, 
but he is very merciful, therefore 
he pities their Folly, and is willing 
fo forgive them their Sins, if they 
repent of them, and are willing to 
obey those Precepts which our 
blessed Lord and. Saviour has pre^ 
scribed to us in. his Gospel. 

Neopiolemas,ibe Son of Achil- 
les and Deidamia, begot Amphialus 
of Andromache, the Daughter of 
^tion ; but after he heard that bis> 
Bride Hermione was given to 
Orestes became toMenelaus, and 
demanded his Bride of him : who 
look her from Orestes,, and gave 
her to Neoptolemus. 

Alexander commends the Loy- 
alty uf the Persians, as well to their 
former Kings as himself. He puis 
them in mind of his Kindness to 
them, how he had never treated' 
them as a conquered People, but 
as the Companions oi his. Victory ; 
und now he says that be would 
trust the Guard of his Person not 
only to the Macedonians^ but to 
them too.

Finally 
thejr were subject to the Macedo- 
nians, that it may seem strange to 
any one« that they are arrived at so 
flourishing a Condition, that they 
now command those Nations 
wKich they formerly were in sub- 
jection to. 

God commanded Abraham, the 
Father of Ihe Faithful, to sacrifice 
his onljT Son Isaac. He obeyed 
the divine Precept without Delay, 
and was ready to restore the pro- 
mised Seed to him that gave it. 
But the Angel of the Lord com- 
manded him to spare his Child, 
and told him that his compiiance 
was very acceptable to God. 

Go, says RorouIuSi to Julius 
Proculus, tell the Romans that the 
Gods will have it so, that my Rome 
be the Head of the World, Where- 
fore let them mind military Affairs. 
Let them know and deliver it so 
to Prosperity, that no human Powd- 
er shall be able to resist the Roman 
Arms, 

God is angry with the Wicked, 
arvd threatens them with most 
dreadful Torments; not because 
he hates them, but that they may 
repent of their Sins, and be nappy 
for ever in Heaven. Do not they 
therefore deserve the Punishment 
ofelernal Death, who value eternal 
Liie and Happiness as npthing ;

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It was no hard Thing for Leo* 
tiidas to persuade his Men who 
were resolved to die. Wherefore 
they immediately take Arms, and 
six' hundred Men break into a 
Camp of five hundred thousand, 
and seek for the King's Pavilion, 
which they could not find. They 
wandered victorious through the 
Canp, and at last died among 
Heibps of the slain Enemies. 

The Anger of the Almighty God 
ought to be terrible to all Men, no 
less to the highest and haughtiest 
of the Lords of the Earth than the 
meanest of Mortals. He can» if 
he pleases, disjoint all the Parts of 
this, beautiful Structure of the 
World, and reduce them into one 
confused Mass, like that out of 
which they were originally formed. 
Laudice, out of the Number of 
iix Sons which she had by King 
I Ariarathes, killed five. One little 
I child was delivered from the CrueU 
ty of his Mother, who after the 
Death of Laudice (for the People 
killed her for her Cruelty) enjoyed 
the Kingdom. 

f After the JEioVi had dismissed 
llie Embassv of the Romans, ih'^y 

ilaid waste the Borders of Epire and 
Acarnania. Olympias had now 
delivered the Kingdoms to hef 
Sons, and Ptolemy had succeeded 
in Place ol his Brother deceased. 
He went to meet the Enemy, but 
being taken with Illness in his 
jcarcb,. died. 

When these Things were told 
Asellu^ in the Camp, staying only 
tin he had obtained Leave of the 
CoQsul to fi|^ht an Enemy that 
challenged bun^ he immediately

At Croloa tbere were ^re^ An- 
imotilies betwixt the Nobility and 
the Commons* For the same Dis- 
temper had over-ran all the Cities 
of Italy V that the ccfmnion People 
dissented from the Nobility : the 
Senate iairoured the Romans, and 
the Cofwnons the Carthagtnians. 
A Deserter carried^ the News of 
this Disagreement to the Brutii. 

Wheir ArisCoroachus could not 
work upon them by advising them 
to surrem&er, nor found an Oppor- 
tunity of betraying the Citadel a« 
he had betrayed the Town, he de« 
serted to H anno. The Locrenstim 
Ambassador hawng entered the 
Citadel a little alter, persoiad^d 
them to suil^c themselves tO'be re^ 
moved to Locrt. 

They declared that they had 
been sent by Annibal to Hierony- 
mus as a Friend and Ally; had 
obeyed hit Orders as their General 
bad commanded them, that they 
^ere desirous to return to-Annibal 
again ; but since the Way was Kot 
safe, the Roman Armies spreading 
thenttelires every where throughout 
Sicily, they desired they would 

five them something of a Guard, 
y which they might be conducted 
to Locrt in Italy. 

When these tblngit were told 
Marcellus, he sent Ambassadors 
immediately to Syraciise, to com- 
pkHn of tile Violation of the Treaty. 
They said that. there would never 
be wanting an Occasion of War, 
^valass Hippocrates and Epicydes

lations that seemed^ t for the King- 
dom ; IhaCj^o Occasion of Seditioa 
might remain in Macedonia whikfc 
he was s^\^^y• 

Alexander divided all* his Pa<» 
trimony, which he had in Macedo^ 
nia and EuEope, among his Friend:^ 
saying, that Asia we^ sufficient^ 
him. Before any Ships departed 
from the Shore, he o^rs Sacri^ce 
and implores the Help of the Goda 
in that War in which he had been 
chosen the Avenger of Greece. 

King. Daritis's Mother, who till 
that Day had not been weary of 
her Life, when, she heard of this 
Death of Alexander! laid violent 
Hands upon herself; not that she 
preferred an Enemy before a Son, 
but because' she had experienceti 
the Duty of a Son, in him whom- 
she had feared as aa Enemy.

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Alexander took this Fact of Ly- 
simachus so ill, that be ordered him 
to be exposed to a very fierce Lion. 
But as the Lion at the Sight of him, 
made at him, Lysimachus thrust, 
his Hand, wrapped in his Gown^ 
into the Lion's Moutii, got hold of 
. his Tongue and killed him. 

Elissa put the Ring's Servants 
with all their wealth on board, and 
b^ing launched out into the Main, 
makes them throw Bags full of 
' ^and into the Sea, pretending it to 
be Acerbas's Wealth, and tells 
them, that she had long since wish- 
ed for Death, but that cruel Tor- 
ments and dreadful Punishments 
hung over tliem who had with- 
drawn Acerbas's Wealth from the 
Tyrant's A\arice. 

Tumus, King of the Rutuli, to 
whom Lavinia,liatinas's Daughter, 
had been contracted before JEneas' 
coming into Italy, taking it ill that 
a Foreigner was preferred before 
him, made War upon ALneas and 
Latin us. TheRutuli were con- 
<]uered, but the Aborigines and 
Trojans lost their Prince Latinus. 

Because some public Rites were 
performed by the Kings themselves 
that there might be no want of 
Kings any where, th^y constituted 
a Priest, who was called Rex, but 
subjected that Office to the High 
Priest, lest Honour added to the 
Name should prejudice their Li- 
berty, of which they had a very 
great Care. 

The Cruelty of his Mother af^ 
frighted Alexander King of Egypt 
so much that he left her, preferring 
B secure and a safe Life before a 
Kingdom. But Cleopatra fearing

When Eumenes understood 
these Things, he called his Soldiers 
together* and first he gives them 
Thanks that none was found who 
preferred the Hopes of a bloody 
Reward to the Obligation of bis 
Oath ; then he cunningly subjoins 
that he bad forged those Letters 
that he might try thejr Afiections. 
A great many other famous 
Things were recorded of Queen 
Semiramis ; for not being content 
to defend the Bounds of her King- 
dom she added Ethiopia to Iier 
Empire, and made War upon India, 
whither no Body ever came besides 
ber and Alexander the Great 

Cssar said to the Helvetian 
Ambassadors, that though those 
Things were so, yet if they would' 
give him Pledges that he might see 
that they w6uld do tho>?e Things 
which they promised, and wouJd 
satisfy the JEdui for the Injuries 
they had done Ihem and their Al- 
lies, and the Allobroges likewise, 
that he would make Peace with 
them. 

Cambyses succeeded Cyrus, 
He added Egypt to the Empire of 
his Father; but being oflfcnded at 
the Superstj^on of the Egyptians, 
he ordered the Temples of Apis 
and the other Gods to be pulled 
down. Afterwards he added Par* 
ricide to his Sacrilege,^r it was 
hard for him to spare his Relations, 
who had not spared th^ Gods.

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When he died be left the Goar* 
dian^foip of bis Sons to a Stave of 
approved Ficfelity; and ^o great 
was the Respect for bis Memory 
among all People^ that they chose 
rather to obey a Slave than forsake 
the King's Sons; and the great 
Men of the Kingdom forgetting 
their Honour, suffered the Govem- 
ment to be managed by a Slave. 

When Africanus bad received 
his Son from Antiochus, whom he 
bad taken passing over into Asiay 
In a small dhip» he said. That pri- 
vate Favours were to be separated 
irom public Concerns; that the 
Duty of a Father was one Thing, 
smd the Rights of his Courftry an- 
other, which should be preterred 
not only before Children, but even 
Ufe itself: that he |herefore re- 
ceived his Present thankfully, and 
would answer the King's Bounty 
in alt other Things. 

f When be had come almost up 
to the Walls, no Motion being 
made at the Sight of the Vanguard 
as he supposed there would^ be 
pitched his Camp a thousand Paces 
irom the Wall of the City; but 
three Days before Annibal came to 
Tarentum, M. Valerius the Pro- 
praetor, who commanded the Fleet 
at Brundisium» had sent M. Livius 
to Tarentum; who being very in- 
tent both Day and J^ight, gave nei- 
ther the Enemy, nor the wavering 
Allies any Opportunity of attempt- 
ing any Thing. 

The Roman Ambassador ^id 
that he did not bring War^ but Aid 
and Assistance to the Syracusans, 
and those who beins escaped out 
of the Middle of the Slaughter had

The same Summer the War be- 
gun with Philip, which had been 
aJready suspected. Ambassadors 
came jfrom Oricum to M. Valerius 
the Praetor, who commanded the 
Fleet, telling him, that Philip had 
first attempted AppoHonia, having 
advanced up the River with aii 
hundred and twenty Biremes, and 
after that brought his Army up to 
Oricum in the Night. 

When the Ambassadors had told 
those Thiiigs to the Praetor, they 
begged he would help them, and 
drive away an undoubted Enemy 
to the Romans by Land, or with 
his Sea-Forces; since they were 
attacked for no other Reason, b«t 
because they were near to Italy.

A 
little after he attempted to make his 
P^scape again ; but was brought 
back and conducted to the Kifig, 
who was angry with him, and or- 
dered him to be removed out of his 
Sight, 

Whilst all were amazed at the 
cruel Tyranny of Arislotimus, He- 
lenicus who had no Children« and 
was now old, gathers together his 
Friends, and exhorts them to the 
Delivery of their Country. They 
conspire together against the Ty- 
rant's Life and so Aristotimus is 
taken off.

it was very dishonourable and dan- 
gerous for Alexander to neglect* 

The Captain General of the 
Gauls congratulated them, because 
he perceived they belonged to the 
Care of the Immortal Gods; he 
presented a Golden Chain to the 
Goddess, and made an Alliance 
with them lor ever* 

After this, Alexander invites hit 
Friends to a Feast, where when 
mention was made of the Things 
which Philip bis Father had done, 
he began to prefer himselC before 
his Father, and to extol the Great- 
ness of his own Exploits to Heaven 
whilst thegreaterPart of the Guests 
said as he said. . 

Cyrus takes Sybaris and returns 
to Persepolis, where he called the 
People together, and orders them 
all to be ready with Hatchet«> and. 
cut down the Wood which hong, 
aver the Highway; which when 
they had readily done he invites 
Ibem all to a Feast the Day after. 

It is a commendable Thing for a 
Boy to apply bis Mind to the Study 
of good Letters; they wiilbe al- 
ways useful to him ; they.wiH pro- 
cure him the Favour and Love of 
good Men, which those that are 
wise value more than Riches and 
Bleasures.

i>ariusalso, King of the Persians, 
mindful of his Father and Grandfa- 
ther's Hatred against the City of 
Athens, made a League with the 
Lacedsmonians by Tissaferness, 
the Governor of Lydia, promising 
them all the Charge of the War ; 
for he was afraid, iest after the lia- 
cedsmonians had conquered the 
Athenians, they should transfer 
iheir Arms to him-. 

'After the Dictator had pot the 
Enemy to Flight, and taken therr 
Camp, he gave the Plunder to his . 
Soldiers : which was the more ac- 
cept.tble to them, because they had 
not })oped for it. Afterwards, 
^ plfrsuing the flying Enemy he laid 
waste »n the Country of the Volsci, 
and forced them to a Submission. 
God invites Sinners to Repen- 
tance. He offers them eternal 
Hap|>ine<;s in Heaven ; but they 
despise his Mercy, and hearken to 
the Devil, wjbo endeavours to at* 
tempt them 40 Wickedness. They 
repent of their Sins wlien *tis too 
late, and tlieir Repentance can do 
them no Kindnes.^ that is, when 
they suffer the Punishment due to 
th«ir Folly. 

When the Athenian Aml»ass»- 
dors came to Alcibiades^ he pro- 
mised them the King's Friendship, 
if the Government should be trans-

The Athenians, because 
the Danger of the War hung ovf r 
them^ had a greater Care ot their 
preservation than Honotir; and 
therefore the Government is trans- 
ferred to the Sena(e. 

The critic Art comprifies three 
Tilings ; first, Rules arid Precepts 
belonging to the Order, according 
to which wetioght to read the An- 
tients ; secondly. Canons concern- 
ing the Interpretation of Words 
and Expressions ; thirdly. Precepts 
concerning the Judgment that 
ought to be made of old Aulliors, 

After Alexander, Arr^bas's Step- 
son, and Brother to Olympia*, was 
come to the Age of twenty Years, 
Philip King of Macedonia took the 
Kingdom t)f Epire from Arrybas, 
and gave if to the Youth ; being 
wicked in both ; for he neither ob- 
served the Laws of Affinity in him 
from whom he took the KingdoiB> 
and he made him to whom he gave 
it a Debauchee^ beiore he made 
him a King. 

If The Aruspices declared, that 
the Prodigy belonged to the Gene- 
ral, and that he must beware of dis- 
guised Friends and Designs ; yet 
the Fate that hung over him could 
not be prevented by any Foresight ; 
ibr he was betrayed to the Cartha- 
ginians by the perfidicusness of a 
Lucanian. 

Fiavius, a Lucanian was Head 
of that Part of the Lucani, which 
sided with the Romans, when the 
other had i evoked to Annibal, and 
had now been created Praetor by 
them, he having changed his Mind 
all on a sudden, endeavouring to 
ing;ratiate himself with the Cartha*

|rinians» was not satisfied to' draw 
in the? Lucani to a revolt, unless he 
ratified the Treaty with the Enemy 
whh the Ueadaiid Blood of a Ge- 
neral. 

The Castulonenses having been 
Allies of the Romans in their Pros- 
perity, after tlie Scipios with their 
Armies were cut off, had revolted 
to the Carthaginians. The lilur- 
gitani,. by betraying and killing 
those who had fled to them from 
that Overthrow, had added Vil- 
lainy to their Revolt. 

Ambassadors were sent with 
these Instructions into Africa, and 
bad each of them a Quinquereniis 
assigned them : The Letter of Q.. 
Minucius the Praetor, who had. the 
Province of the Brutii, was read 
then in the Senate, that the Money 
had been taken privately in the 
Night out of the Treasures of Pro- 
serpine at Locri, and that it was 
not known who was concerned in 
tl)e Rogu0ry.

Philip follo>ved his Son Alexan* 
der, with his drawn Sword, being 
bardly withheld from the Murder 
of his Son, by the Intercession of 
his Friends ; wherefore Alexander 
betook himself with his Mother 
into Epire to his Uncle, and from 
thence to the King of the Illyrians ; 
and scarcely was he reconciled to 
his Father, who recalled faim, and 
with Difficulty obliged, by the En- 
treaties of his Relations* to return. 

The first Encounter betwixt 
Alexander and the Forces of Da- 
rius was in the Fields of Adrastia. 
In the Army of the Persians there 
were six hundred thousand Men, 
which being overcome, no less by 
the Art ot Alexander, than the Va- 
lour of the Macedonians, lumed 
their Backs: wherefore there was 
a great Slaughter of the Persians. 
There fell of the Army of Alexan- 
der nine Foot, and one hundred 
end twenty Horse. 

After Alexander had received 
the Cup, at the Feast to which

• The Shepherd being wearied by 
his Wife's Entreaties, returned into 
the Wood, and found a Bitch by 
the Infant, giving her Dugs to the 
little one, and defending it* from 
the wild Beasts and Birds ; and 
being moved with Pity, with which 
he saw the Bitch moved, he carried 
k to his Cottage, whilst the same 
Bitch fbllowed. 

Olympias the Mother of Alex- 
sCnder confessed to her Husband 
Philip, that she ^ad conceived Alex- 
Imder not by him, but by a Serpent 
ofa huge Bigness. Finally, Philip 
declared openly the latter Part of 
his Life, that he was none of his 
Son, for which Reason he divorced 
Olympias as guilty of Adultery. 



About the same time Darius, 
King of the Persians, dies, leaving 
two Sons, Artaxerxes and Cyrus. 
He gave the Kingdom to Artaxer- 
Xes oy Will, to Cyrus the Cities 
over which he was Governor. But 
the Judgment of his Father scfemed 
(o Cyrus unreasonable, wherefore 
he made War upon his Brother. 

Some Presages of the future 
Greatness of Alexander appeared 
at his Birth ; for the Day on which 
he was born, two Eaglei; sat all Day 
upon the Top of his Father's 
House ; by which was signified 
that he should enjoy the Empire of 
Asia and Europe. The same Day

When this was told to the Se- 
nate, immediately M. Geganias, 
CofisaU went against them with 
an Army, and took a Place for his 
Camp, three Miles from the Ene- 
my. About the fourth Watch lie 
inarched out of the Camp, and the 
Work was carried on so fast, that 
the Volsci found themselves sur- 
rounded by a strong Intxenchment 
at Sumrise. 

At the same time, Nabis the Ty- 
rant bad seized many Cities of 
Greece. Therefore the Senate, 
lest they should be engaged in a 
double War at the same Time 
wrote to Flaminios, if it seemed 
good to him, as he had freed Ma- 
cedonm from Philip, so he would 
deliver Greece from Nabis, for 
which Reason his Command was 
continued to him. 

Othos and Ephialtes, the Sons of 
Alous and Hiphimede the Daugh- 
ter of Neptune, are said to have 
been of wonderful Bigness. They 
grew every Month nine Inchest 
wherefore when they were nine 
Years old, they endeavoured to 
climb up into Heaven* 

In that Battle Astyages is taken^ 
from whom Cyrus took nothing 
else but his Kingdom^ and acted 
the Grandson towards him rather 
than a Conqueror, and set hipi 
over the great Nation of the Hyr- 
canians ; for he was unwilling to 
return among the Medes. This 
was the End of the Empire of the 
Medes. They enjoyed the Empire 
three hundred and fif^y Years/

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. Rome, which was in the Time 
o( the old Romans Mistress of the 
World, and wasjcalled the Eternal 
City, is distant Eileen Miles from 
the Sea of Tuscany, which the 
Romans formerly called Mare In- 
ierum. Tybur is distant twenty 
Miles from Rome to the North and 
East. 

• In the Beginning of his Reign, 
Cyrus set Sybans (whom he had 
freed out of Jail, and made his 
Companion in all Things) over the 
Persians, and gave him his Sister 
in Marriage. Bat tlie Cities which 
had been tributary to the Medcs, 
thinking their Condition was chang- 
ed, revolted from C)rus ; which 
Thing was the Cauaie and Original 
of a great many Wars to Cyrus. 

The Gauls passing the Alps, 
subdued the Pannonians, and wa- 
ged War several Years with th6 
neighbouring Nations; some inva- 
ded Greece, and others Macedonia; 
and so great was the Terror of the 
Gallic Name, that Kings not mo- 
lested bought Peace of their own 
Accord at a great Rate. 

This Garden is an hundred Feet 
long, and sixty broad; here are 
three Beds set with Lettuce, evexv 
one of which is three Feet broad, 
and five Feet long ; but that which 
pleases me best is a Bed of a Foot 
high, set with Greens, upon which 
I sit and read the old Poets with 
great Pleasure. 

Whilst these things are done 
one of Alexander's Friends, Ephaes- 
tion by Name, died ; he was very 
dear to Alexander, who lamented

The General of this War was 
Agis, King of the Laced nwnonians. 
But Antipater suppressed this Ris- 
ing at the very Beginning ; never- 
theless there was a great Slaughter 
on both Sides* 

- King Agis, when he saw bis 
Men turning their B«efcs, diismissed 
bis Guard' that he might appear in- 

' lerior to Alexander, not in Valour, 
but 'Fortune, and made such a 
Slaughter of the Enemy, that he 
put to- Flight whole Troops some- 
times. At last, although he was 
overpowered by Numbers, yet he 

• exceeded all in Glory. 
* Whilst the rest flattered Alex- 
ander, one of the old Men, Clitus 
by Name, in Confidence of the 
King's Friendship, of which he held 
the nrst Place, defended the Me- 
mory of Philip, and commended 
his Exploits ; he so displeased the 
King, that he slew him in the En- 
tertainment with a Spear, which 
he took from a Life-Guard Man. 

Hercules promisecT Dexamenus 
the Father of Dejanira, that he 
would marry his Daughter. After 
his Departure, Eurytion the Cen-

Centaur. 

After this Alexander goes to In« 
dia, that he might bound his Em- 
pire with the Ocean; to which 
Glory, that the Ornaments of his 
Army might a^ree, he covers the 
Hoi^s Trappings and his Soldiers 
•Arms with Silver, and called his 
Army, from their Silver Shields, 
Argyraspides. 

llie next Night, and the Day 
after, the Camp was besieged and 
attacked, with so ^reat Violence, 
that a Messenger could not be sent 
to Rome. The Hernici brought 
Word, tliat the Consul and Army, 
were besieged, and struck such a 
Terror amongst the Fathers, that 
Order was given to the t>ther Con- 
sul Postiiumius, tliat he should take 
Care the Commonwealth received 
so Detriment. 

When Alexander was come to 
the Cuphites, where the Enemy 
waited his coming with two hun- 
dred thousand Horse; the whole 
Army being wearied, no less with 
the Number of their Victoi[ies, than 
the Fatigue of the War, entreats 
him with Tears, that he would make 
an End of the War, remember his 
Country, and regard the Years o£ 
bis Soldiers. 

Whilst the Works go on more 
diligently in the Day, than they 
are guarded in the Night, a great 
Mttlliltide coming out of the Town, 
armed chiefly with Torches^ threw

'Men bringing Aid in vain, perish- 
ed by Fire and Sword. 

After this, the Ambassadors of 
the Sicilians camejlo Pyrrhus, de- 
livering him the Government o^^ 
the whole Island, which was ha- 
rassed with the conHnual Wars of 
the Carthaginians : Wherefore he 
secured the Cities of his Allies with 
strong Garrisons, and carried his 
Auny over into Sicily. 

^ Philip came down into Thes- 
saly, supposing that.the Thessalians 
might be engaged to undertake the 
War with him against the i^toli ; 
and having left Perseus at the En- 
trance of Thessaly with four thou- 
sand armed Men, to keep the Mlo- 
lians from passing, he himsell^ be- 
fore he was engaged m greater 
i\ (fairs, led his Army into Macedo- 
]>ia,,and from thence into Thrace. 

Qf X^uintius^ descended of aii ob- 
scure Family, commanded the Fleet, 
but famous for many gallant Ac- 
tions* At first he had five Ships, 
the greatest of which, two Tri- 
reme^, had been delivered to him 
by Marcellus: afterwards three 
Quinqueremes werd^ added to 
them ; after that he 'made up a 
Fleet of twenty Ships, by exacting 
those, that were due, according to 
Treaty, from their Allies. 

Democrates met this Fleet com- 
ing from Rhegium, wilh a Fleet of 
Tarentine Ships, equal in Number 
and almost fifteen Miles from this 
City, at Sacriportus. The Romans 
came up full Sail, little thinking of 
the Engagement that followed, but

ers about Croton and Sibaris^ and 
bad their Fleet excellently wc41 rig* 
ged and armed for the Greatness 
of thw Vessds. 

When the Numidtaos had seized 
upon tiie Gate that lea^, to the 
8ea» having beat the Guv^^ from 
ihe&ce» or sbtn them, they let the 
Romans into the Town, that had 
been sent for that Purpose, and 
when they iMw^narched in a Body 
into the Middle ^ the City and 
the Forum, with great Noise, Han- 
joo supposing it to be some tumult 
of the Numidians (as had happened 
faeibre) went to quell the Mutiny. 

The Day after, having assembled 
the Soldiers, and the naval Auxilia- 
ries, be first gave Pr^se and Thanks 
to the Immortal Gods, who had not 
only made bin Master of the richest 
City in Spain in one Day, but had 
befose gathered thilher the Wealth 
of all Africa and S^ain. 

The Romans who escaped from 
this great Qvesthro w> fled different 
Ways half armed, to the .Consul in 
^amoium ; who not at jail dismayed 
at so great a loss, sent a iMUr lo> 
the ^ate to Rome, concerning 
the General and Army that was 
ioat At Herdonea*.

and afler Cyrus's Death, could 
neither be conquered by so great, 
an Army^ nor taken by Stratagem, 
and returning through so many 
wild and barbarous Nations, de- 
fended themselves by their Cou* 
v?ge unto the Borders of their 
Country. 

For these Achievments, Co- 
^mannus is set over thp Armeni- 
ans,^ and after the Death of King 
Ochus, is made King by the Peo- 
ple^ for his former Bravery, being 
bonoured with the Name of Darius, 
4srt»nyTbipg4ioaW bev^atiog^

At last being conqaered by 
Alexander, and slain by bis Rela- 
tions^ he ended his Life together 
with the Empire of the Persians. 

Then he enters upon the Persian 
War, begun by his Father; and 
bein^ busy in the Preparations, he 
is informed that the Athenians and 
Thebans bad revoked from him to 
the Persians ; and that the Adviser 
of the Revolt was Demosthenes, 
corrupted by the Persians With a 
great Sum of Gold ; for he had de- 
clared in an Assembly of the Peo- 
ple, that all the Army of the Mace- 
donians, with their King, had been 
cut off by theTriballi. 
' The Fathers sent a Letter to M. 
Claudius, fTiai he would relieve 
the Commonwealth, forsaken by 
his Colleague, and would nominate 
him Dictator, whom the People 
had ordered. Accordingly Q. Ful- 
vius was nominated Dictator by 
Claudius the Consul ; and accord- 
ing to the same Vote of the People, 
P. Licinius Crasstis, the High- 
Priest, was nominated Master of 
the Horse by Q. Fulvius. 

Whilst these Things are doing 
he is acquainted by the Discovery 
*of a Prisoner, that a Plot was laid 
for him by Alexander Lyncestes, 
the Son-in law of Antipater, who 
had befen set over Macedonia ; for 
which Reason, fearing lest he 
* should be slain, some Tumult should 
arise in Macedonia, he kept him 
' in 'Chains. After this he goes to 
'the City of Gordium, which is 
■ placed betwixt the greater and les- 
ser Phrygia.

Dispute was doabtful till Darius 
fled ; then followed a Slaughter of 
the Persians. 

Annibal got Marccllus's Ring 
together with his Body ; Crispinus 
fearing some Tricks would be play- 
ed with it by the Carthaginians 
sent Messengers about the neigh* 
bouring Cities that his Colleague 
was slain and the Enemy had got 
his Ring, that they should not be- 
lieve any Letters writ in the Name 
of Marcellus. 

In the mean Time one of the 
Friends of Darius, Bessiis by Name, 
is brought bound to Alexander, 
who liad not only betrayed his 
Kiag, but slain liim : whom be de- 
livered ap to Darius's Brother to 
be tormented, in Revenge of his 
Treachery, considering not so mocb 
that Darius was his Enemy, as the 
Friend of him by whom he bad 
been slain. 

There was a Report that Attains 
King of Asia would pass over into 
Europe. The i£toli, whom Pyr* 
rhias commanded, who had been 
created Prxtor with Attalus for 
that Year, met Philip coming down 
into Greece at the City Lamia* 
They had likewise Auxiliaries from 
Attains with them, and almost a 
thousand from the Roman Fleet 
sent by P. Sulpicius. . 

He called Gods and Men to wit- 
ness that he had been wanting in 
no Place or Time ; but where the

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Enemy carrieri their Armtt, thither 
he repaired with all the Speed he 
could ; and that it could hardly be 
said, whether the War was carried 
on more boldly by him, or more 
tioOoroasly by the Enemy. 

WhiUt the Gauls plunder the 
Ships, fearing no such Thing, they 
are cut in Pieces by the Rowers, 
and a Part of the Army, which had 
fled thither with their Wives and 
Children; and so great was the 
Slaughter of the Gauls, that the 
Fame of this Victory procured 
Aniigonus a Peace, not only from 
the Gauls, but all his Neighbours. 

Whilst these Things are done in 
Italy, Zopyrion also, left Governor 
oi' Pontus by Alexander, thinking 
himself idle if he should do nothing, 
got together an Army of thirty 
thousand Men, and made War upon 
the Scythians, but was slain with 
all his Army. 

When Philip had drawn out bis 
Army into the Field, he began to 
encourage them, saying, That the 
Persians, Bactrians, Indians and a'i 
Asia, had been conquered by the 
Macedonians. Flarainius^ the Ro- 
man Con sol, encouraged his Men 
to the Battle by the Relation of 
Things very lately done. 

When the Time of the Election* 
came on, and it was resolved that 
the Election should be held by a 
Dictator, C, Claudius the Consul, 
nominated his Colleague, M. Livy 
Dictator. Livy nominated Q. 
Csecilius, Master of the Horse, 
L. Veturius and Q. CaBcilius, the 
same that was Master of the Horse ; 
were made Consuls by the Dicta- 
tor.

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Arlabanus being mcarc secure of 
Artaxerxes, who was but a Boy, 
pretends that the King had been 
slain by Darius, who was a Man, 
that he might the sooner attain the 
Kingdom ; when they were come 
to Darius's House, being found 
asleep, he is slain, as if he counter- 
feited Sleep, 

: Moreover, Alexander King of 
£pire, being invited into Italy by 
theTarentines,begging Aid against 
the Bfutii, went so gladly, asitip 
the Division of ilie World, the East 
had fallen by Lot to his Sister's Son 
and the West to himself. After 
he came into Italy, his first War 
was with the Appuli. 



Ptolemy held Egypt witii the 
greater part of Africa, Cyprus, and 
Phc&nicia ; Macedonia with Greece, 
was subject to Cas^ander; Anti- 
gonus had seized Asia, and the 
Parts of the East ; whose Son De- 
metrius was conquered in the ^rst 
Encounter by Ptolemy at Gamala. 

Antigonus, elevated with his 
Victory, commands himself, with 
hts Son Demetrius, to be called 
King by the People. Piolemv also, 
that he might, not be thought of 
less Authority among his Subjects, 
is called King by his Army. When 
Cassander and Lysiraachus heard 
this, they assumed to themselves 
Royal Majesty : tbey all abstained 
from the Ensigns of this Dignity, 
as long\as tli« Sons of their Prince 
were alive. 

AftAr the Death of Cassander 
and hi? Son Philip, Queen Thes- 
salonice^ the Lady of Cassander,

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I slain by her Son Antipater, no 
long Time after, tho' she begged 
ber life by a Mother's Breast. The 
Reason of which Parricide was, 
that after the Death of her Has- 
band, in ibe Division of the King- 
dom betwixt the Brethren, she 
teemed to have been more &vour« 
able to Alexander. 

About the same Time there was 
an Earthquake in the Parts of the 
Hellespont and Chersonese, by 
which the City of Lysimachia, buift 
two and twenty Years before by 
Lysimachusy was rained; which 
Ibreboded dreadful Things to Ly« 
simachus and hb Family, and the 
Ruin of his Kingdom, with the 
Desolation of the harassed Pro- 
vinces. 

There was an Example of the 
Roman Moderation like this about 
the same Time, For when the 
Ambassadors that had been sent 
b;^ the Senate into Egypt, had 
slighted the great Presents sent 
them by King Ptolemy, a few 
Days after they were invited to a 
Feast, at which Golden Crowns 
were given them, which the Day 
afler they put upon the King's 
Statues. 

^ Having continued the Fight 
from three p'Clock till Night and 
the first Lines being weary with 
fighting, the first Legion and the 
right Wing were brought up to 
the Engagement by the Romans ; 
the Spanish Soldiers, Balearian 
Slingers, and Elephants byAnnibal. 

Before the Consuls went to the 
War, they were admonished by 
the Senate, that they should take 
Care to bring back the common 
People into the Field; that the

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Wftr was now removed, by the 
Krndness of the Gods, from the 
City of Ronoie and Latium ; and 
that they might live in the Country 
without Fear ; and that it was not 
fit they should take more Care of 
<:ultivating Sicily than Italy. 

About the same Time Ambassa- 
dors are sent by King Sy phax to 
Kome^ relating what successful 
Battles he had fought with the Car- 
thaginians. They affirm that the 
King was not more an Enemy to 
any Feople than the Carthaginians, 
«ior more a Friend to any than the 
Romans. 

Julius Csessu* married Cornelia, 
the Daughter of Cinna, who had 
been four times Consul, of whom 
Julia was soon after born to him ; 
nor could he by any Means be 
oblif^ by the Dictator SylJa to 
divorce her. Wherefore he was 
deprived of his Priest's Office and 
his Wife's Fortune, and was reck- 
oned of the other Party. 

As Julius Cassar ws& passing over 
to Rhodes in the Winter Time, he 
was taken by Pirates about the I*lc 
of Pharmacuse, and continued with 
them,. not without a great deal of 
Indignation, near forty Days, with 
one Physidan and two Valets de 
Ciwfrabre uff>r h© had at first sent 
away his Companions and other 
»Servant<« immediately to dispatch 
Money to redeem him. 

Octaxaanus went over to the 
Optimates) to wlwra he perceived 
M. Antony was odious, chiefly be- 
cause he endeavoured to drive by 
Arms D. Brutus, besieged at Mo- 
dena, out of the Province given 
him by Caesar, and confirmed by 
the Senate ; some therefore encou- 
raging him to it, he suborns assas- 
sins against him. H

ing. up his Hands to Heaven, he 
desired his Fellow Soldiers that 
they would not attribute the -Vil- 
lainy of Appius Claudius to him ; 
that they would not abiior him^'as 
the Murderer of his Children. He 
told tlienv that the Life of his- 
Daughter was dearer to him than 
his own. 

The Contest was dubious, till 
his Army broke hito the Town. 
In that Battle, being wounded 
under the Breast, he began to 
faint through loss of Blood 5 yet 
fought upon hi<; Knees, till he kil- 
led him by whom he had been 
wounded; The dressing of the 
Wound was more painful than the 
Wound itself. 

After Seieucus^was recalled into 
Asia by new Commotions,. A rsaces 
settles the Kingdom of the Parthi- 
ans, raises SoldiefS|forti(ies Castles, 
and strengthens tlie Towns ; he 
Builds likewise a City, called Dera, 
upon a Mountain which is called 
Zapaor tenon ; the Nature of which 
Place is sucii that nothing can be 
stronger or more pleasant than 
that Mountain. 

The Exploits of the Athenians 
were (as I think) great and glo* 
rious enough, but yet something less 
than they are represented by Fame. 
But because the Authors that have 
delivered them to Posterity, were 
Men of Parts and Eloquence, the 
Actions of the Athenians are ce- 
lebrated throughout the World, for 
the greatest. 

Agathocles^ King of Sicily, sent 
hi« Wife Texena, and two little 
Boys hs had by her with all his 
Money and Family, and the Royal

Mithriddtes King of the Par* 
thians, sets Bacasis over Media, and 
goes hifhself into Hyrcania, i'wm 
whence being returned, he waged 
war with iheKingof'the El^mxan«, 
and added this Nation likewise to 
his Kingdom, and extended the 
Empire ot the Parthians from Mount 
Caucacus to the River Euphrates, 
Being seized with Illness, he died 
in a glorious old Age> no' less than 
his great Giand&t^r Arsaces. 

There were, besides, a great 
many Accomplices, of this Design 
a little more pri\aleljr, whom the 
Hope of Power encouragecl, more 
than Want or any Necessity, Most 
of the Youth, but especially of the 
Nobility, favoured (he Designs of 
Cataline. They chose War rather 
than Peace, who might have lived 
in Peace quietly and splendidly. 

In the storming of Sparta, Pyrr-, 
bus's Son advanced into the Middle 
of the Town on Horseback, where 
he was slain in a Concourse of the 
People ; when his Body was carri- 
ed back to his Father, they report- 
ed that he said, that he was slain 
sometliing later than he feared, or 
his Rashness deserved. 

We have Want at Home, Debts 
Abroad, our Estate small, Hopes 
much less.

are placed before your Eyes. For- 
t une has proposed all these Rewards 
to the Conqueror. 

Almost all the East appointed 
divitie HoiKHirs and Temples for 
Jason, which after many Years 
P«rinenio, a General of Alexander 
the Great, ordered to be pulled 
down, lest the Name of any one 
sbouldbe more venerable in the 
£ast^ than the Name of Alexander. 
After the Death of Jason, Medius^ 
his Son, built the City Media, in 
honour of his Mother. 

This Condition was so much the 
more grievous to then, by how 
much it was the later, considering 
the Titties they had opposed the 
mighty Force of the Persians with 
their own domestic Strength ; by 
which tb^^y- had quelled in the- 
' Delphic War, the fury of the Gauls, 
terrible. both to Asia and Italy. 

He has shewn above, that Ava- 
rice is worse than Ambition^ be- 
cause Bmong the Ambitious «ome 
are good and some bad : For almost 
^1 Men are desirous of Praise, 
Glory, and. Power, but seem to 
differ in this, that the good attain 
to Honour by the true Way of 
Virtue, but the bad by Deceit and 
Fraud.. 

His Virtue and Moderation 
were such that tho' he conquered 
the Romans in several Battles, yet 
he changed not his Armour, Dres» 
or Diet, but continued in the same- 
Habit in which he begun the War» 
that any common Soldier seemed 
lieher than the General himself.

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The Macedonian War was by 
so much the more famoi^s than the 
Carthaginian, by how much the 
Macedutiians exceeded the Car- 
thaginians in Glory, wherefore 
the Romans raised more Legions 
in Number than usual» and sent 
for Aid from Masanissa King of 
the Nuiiiidians, and all their other 
Allies. 

Annibal, the Son of Amllcar, a 
General greater than both, suc- 
ceeds. For he subdued all Spain ; 
then made War upon the Ramans 
and disturbed Italy sixteen Years 
when in the mean Time the Ro- 
mans sent the Scipios into Spain, 
and drove the Carthaginians out of 
the Province^ afterwards they had 
great Wars with the Spaniards 
themselves. 

The Cause of the Parricide was 
more wicked than the Parricide 
itself. For after Cyrus was slain 
in the War, of whkh mention has 
been made before,Kii>g Artaxerxes 
had received his Concubine in 
Marriage. Darius desired hia Fa- 
ther to give her to him as well as 
the Kingdom ; who out of his In- 
dulgence to his Children, at fijrst 
said he would do it> but he repent- 
ed of his Promise. 

He said ttat he entered upon 
the Pontic War much more timo- 
rously and diffidently ; that the 
Sythians were secured by Deserts 
and Cold; but that nothing waa 
more temperate than the Air of 
Asia, nothing more fruitful than 
the Soil, and noihing more pleasant 
than the Multitude.of its Cities. 

He slew him on the Day of the 
Wedding, upon which he received 
his Motl^r in Marriage^ amidst the

After which he was nothing 
milder to his Subjects who had in- 
vited him into the Kingdom. 

^ After he heard of the Death 
o£ Sylla, In Hopes cf a new Dis- 
sention, which was raised by M. 
Lepidus, he returned hastily to 
Rome. And he refused indeed to 
^oin himself to Lepidus, although 
he was invited by great Offers, 
distrusting as well his Parts, as the 
Occasion^ which he had found less 
than his Expectation. 

The King having divided his 
Army, sent Philocles, with one 
Part to Athens. He proceeds with 
& Part to Pyraeeum; that w^ile 
philocles, by going up to the. 
Walls, and tbreatning an Assault, 
kept the Athenians in the Town, 
he might have an Opportunity ot 
carrying Pyraeeiun, left with a slen- 
der Garrison. But the Attack of 
Pyraeeum> was nothing more easy 
than that of Eleusis. 

When their Army was little 
iTiore than five hundred Paces off, 
the Velites, and almost two Wings 
of Horse were sent out by the Ro- 
mans, that their Horse and Foot 
might equal the Enemy in Number. 
TheMacedonians thought the Man- 
ner of fighting would be what-they 
had been accustomed to ; that the 
Horse pursuing and flying Jby 
Turns, should one while use their 
Weapons, and another while turn 
their Backs. 

The Roman Standards and Arms

Plus aUquantus Gracus 
Romanus signum armaque 
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of the S jldiers, cominfr so briskly 
under the Walls, affrighted the 
Greeks something more. Where* 
fore they fled immediately into the 
Citadel, and the Enemy carried 
the Town. 

But above all Things, the Bro- 
thers of the Candidates, two of the 
most famous Generals of their 
Time, inflamed the Dispute. The 
Glory of Scipio was greater, be- 
cause the nearer to Envy. Quin- 
tius's was more recent, who had 
triumphed that Year. 

The Gates were opened to the 
Consul when be came to Chalcis. 
Aristotle, who had been made 
Governor of the City by the King, 
having left the Towrtj the other 
Cities in £ub(sa were delivered 
without Dispute. The Army was 
drawn back to Thermopylae. The 
Consul's Moderation after the Vic- 
tory was much more commendable 
than the Victory itself. 

Regilhis^ who Commanded the 
Fleet, went about the same Time. 
L. Aurunculeius was employed by 
the Senate to make thirty Quin- 
qoeremes, and twenty Triremes^ 
because the Report was, that An- 
tiochus, after the Sea-fight, was 
£tiiDg put a puch greater fleet.

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The Ambassadors of the Gaul^ 
feturning, set forth the King's 
Wealth and Negligence. They 
ten him that the Camp was filled 
with Gold and Silver : that it was 
not secured either by a Rampart 
or a. Ditch : And that they neglect- 
ed all military Offic es ; as if they 
did not want the Helpof ihe Sword> 
because they abounded in Gold. 

Idas, the Son of Apharxus, de* 
signed to deprive Teuthras, King 
of Mxsia^ of his Kingdom ; whither 
when Telephusjthe Son of Hercu- 
les, was come seeking his Motiier« 
%vith his CompanionParthenopaeuSy 
Tenth ras promised that he would 
give him- his Kingdom and his 
Daughter Auge, if he would defend, 
him ii'om his Enemy. 

The Gauls did so abound with 
Numbers of People, that they fil- 
led all Asia as it were with a 
Swarm* Finally, neither the Kings 
of (lie East carried on any War 
without a mercenary Army of 
Gauls ; nor being driven out of 
their Kingdoms, did they fly to any 
other than the Gauls. 

Although he was but a Boy^ 
whilst his father was absent, he re« 
cruited the Army and not only re- 
covered Macedoniai which had 
been lost ; but also deprived Alex: 
^ander of ihe Kingdom of Epire. 
Such was either the Levity of the 
Soldiers, or the Inconstancy of 
Fortune* that Kings were one 
while Kings, and another while 
Exiles. 

Alexander forgetting his former 
Meanness, being supported by the 
Force of almost all the East, made 
war upon Demetrius and deprived 
him of his Life and Kingdom to-

This Place is encompassed on 
all Sides with ^^caggy Rocks, that 
it needs no Defeniders ; and such 
is the FruitfulnesS'Of the adjacent 
Soil, (hat it is filled with its own 
R iches ,; and such is the Plenty ^f 
Fountains and Woods, that it is 
watered with Abundance of Water, 
and wants not the Diversions of 
Hunting' 

Alexander in this Battle carried 
ihe Empire of Asia, in the fifth 
Year after he had received the 
Xingdom. He found in the City 
^usa, forty thousand Talents and 
sacked Persepolis, the Metropolis 
o( the Per&ian Empire, a City fa- 
mous for many Years, and filled 
jjvith ihe Spoils of the World, 
which then appeared in the De^ 
struction of it. 

Philip, King of Macedon, mar« 
jrled Olympias, Daughter of the 
King of the Molossi. The Match 
was made by her Cousin Arrubas, 
Xing of the Molossi, who bad 
Troas, ^be Sister of Olympias in 
Marriage, which was the Cause of 
his Rum, and all his Misfortunes. 
JFor whiUt he hopes far an Increase 
*of his Kingdom by the Affinity of 
Philip, he is deprived of his own 
Kingdom >by him. 

The inheritance of tbe Kingdom 
was detivered to Ochus, who fear- 
ing the like Conspiracy, fills the Pa- 
Jace with the Murder of his Rela- 
tions and the Slaughter of the Piin-

The Queen of the Scythians, 
Tomyris, slew Cyrus with two 
hundred thousand Men, and order- 
ed his Head to be cut off, and 
thrown into a Vessel filled with 
human Blood, with this upbraiding 
of his cruelty, Glut thyself with 
Blood, which thou thirstest after, 
and of which thou wast insatiably 
<Ieiirous. 

Whilst these Things are doing, 
Antiochus, King of Syria, makes 
War upon Ptolemy, King of Egypt, 
his sister's eldest Son, a very inac- 
tive Man, and so corrupted with 
Luxury, that he not only disconti- 
nued all the Oflfices of Royal Majes- 
ly, but thro' over-feeding wanted 
the Sense of a Man. 

Whilst he thinks himself despised 
he fills the City with Slaughter, 
for which he was odious to all. 
Wherefore when the Syracusans 
had resolved upon a War against 
htm, he was dubious a long Time, 
whether he should lay down his 
Authority or oppose them. 

^ Scipio was ordered to send 
over into Sardinia fifty of the four- 
score Ships which he had either 
brought with him out of Italy or 
taken at Carthage ; because there 
was a Report that there were great 
naval Preparations that year at Car- 
thage ; and that they would fill all 
the Coast of Italy, Sicily, and Sar- 
dinia, with two hundred Ships. 

The Roman Empire was defend- 
ed with one and twenty Legions

C. Cdphurni^s was 
iorbicl to draw his Army from Ar- 
retium, till his Successor came.. 



He had four thousand Foot and 
two thousand Horse given him; 
und being filled with the Hopes of 
great Rewards, if he should bring 
Uie Head of Masinissa, or take him 
alive ; having attacked them, dis- 
persed at unawares, and having 
separated a vast number of Cattle 
and Men for the Convoy, he forced 
MaSini^sa himself with a few more 
iipon the Top of a Mountain. 

Having encouraged his Soldiers, 
lie spurred on his Horse against the 
Enemy : being hurried on, not so 
much oy An^er as Glory : because 
the Walls being filled with a huge 
lilultitude of People to see the Bat- 
tle, he thought it a glorious Thing 
to be seen nghting* 

Within a few Days, Provisions 
being brought over from the Sea, 
the Camp was filled with Plenty of 
all Things. From thence he march- 
*ed to Atraces, which Town is al- 
niost ten Miles from Larissa, and is 
situated upon the River Feneus. 
The Thessalians were nothing dis- 
mayed at the first coming of the 
Romans. 

The; BcEotians being dismayed at 
this Ijoss, having filled all Flac^^s 
with Terror and Consternation,, 
they send Ambassadors ; who being

M. and P. Junius Bratas, Tribu- 
nes of the common People, main* 
lained the Appian Law, and sard 
Ihey wotttd not suffer it to be repeal- 
ed. Many of the Nobility came to 
advise and dissuade the repealbg 
6f it ; and the Capitol was filled 
with Multitudes of People, favour- 
k\g and opposing the law.

ness) whose OfBces she claimed to 
iierselfy she writes in the King's

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He said that he brought no small 
Comfort to his Countrymen, that 
the Enemy might rejoice at their. 
Misfortunes, but not glory^n them ; 
since theycuuld neither say thai 
those who were dead wer^ slain by 
them, nor those that returned forced 
away by them ; that the Booty they 
had lake n out of their Camp was 
not such as they cuuld shew as the 
Spoils of a conquered Enemy. 

Pyrrhus's Head is brought to An- 
tigonus, who nsing bis Victory 
with Mcdtrraticn, sent back his 
Son * Helenus, yielded op to him 
with the Epirotae, into his Kin^^om, 
and delivered to him the Bones of 
his Father unbaried, to be carried 
into his native Country. It is cer* 
tain, that there was no Prii.'ce, 
either of that or the fbrej^ing Age, 
to be compared to P^rrhas. 

The Soldiers, being stirred up 
by these Encouragements, engage j 
the one glorying in the Empire of 
the East, and the other glorying in 
th«s Empire of the West. But the 
Roman Fortune overcame the Ma- 
cedonians. Philip being brought 
low by the War, begs Pea^ ot 
Flaminius the Consul. He retain- 
ed indeed the Nxnoe of King, ond 
Macedonia, but was deprived of all 
the Cities of Greece. 

For this Reason, therefore, he 
razes that ancient and noble City, 
and delivers up his Brothers to 
Punishment, and erjo) s his Wish, 
and great Spoil. After that he 
seizes upon the Gold Mines in 
Thessaly, and Silver Mines in 
Thrace. At length he determines 
to practise Piracy.

The following Day the Consul 
narched oui to Battle, with all his 
Army, placing bis Elephants before 
Ibe first Standards, which the Ro- 
mans then first made use of, be- 
csruse they had some whidi they 
took in the Carthaginian War. 
When he found the Enemy kept 
cios^ within their Trenches, bead* 
vanced up to them, 'Upbraided them 
with their Fear.

The Lydians had- divers Kings 
be^e Crodsus, yet none to be com* 
pafcdibr ili-For^aoe, to Candaa- 
lus ; he used to commend his Wife, 
wfaeni he loved entirely for her 
fieauty, to every Body ; not con- 
tent with the tacit Consciousness 
of his own P&easttres> unless he 
published theStcrets of Matrimony. 

Do you hear him* Quirtes, says 
hei ihreatning Mischief to his Sol- 
diers ? Yet this Brute will appear 
t» yoB more worthy of so great on 
Honour, than they who gave you 
Cities and Lands, and provided a 
stottlement for your old Age who en« 
gage for your Interest against such 
cf uel and proud Adversaries.

Lymmchos was born of an iiins- 
trieus Family of Maeedonia ; but 
moch more famous by Ida Valour, 
whieh was so considerable in him, 
that be exceeded all those^ by 
whom the East had been subdued, 
ibr the Greatness of his Courage, 
as also in Philosophy and Strength 
et Body. 
^ While he lay fast a-slee(>, a Lion 
of a huge Bigness came to him, and 
wiped off the Sweat with his 
Tongue, awakedhim, and left him. 
At last be obtained the Kingdom of 
India, at the same Time that Seleu- 
cus laid the Foundation of his future 
Greatness.

to other Things, that a false Num- 
ber of Horse was given in by them, 
that they might get their Pay. Cx« 
ear not looking upon that as a 
Time of Punishment, and making 
great Allowances for their good Be- 
haviour, pat off the whole Matter, 
but chid them privately. 

Cataline was born of a good 
Family, bat of a wicked perverse 
Temper, and infamous for the Sus- 
picion of Parricide, as if, being ta- 
ken with the Love of Auralia Or- 
estilla, he had taken off his own 
Son ; because otherwise she was 
unwilling to marry him. 

1[ Flavias came to the Roman 
General, and tells hini, that he had 
entered. upon a great Design, to 
finish which there would be Occa- 
sion for Gracchus's Assistance ; tliat 
be had persuaded all the Prsiors 
who had revolted to the Cartha- 
ginians, to return to the Friendship 
of the Romans.

Lientalus returDed out of Spain ; 
who having given -an Account of 
the Things done by him gallantly 
and successfully for several Years, 
before, the Senate, and demanded 
that he might be permitted to enter 
the . City triumphant, the Senate 
thought his Exploits worthy of a 
Triumph. 

The Exiles, forced from Chalcis 
by the ill Usage of the Royal Party, 
brought Word that Chalcis might 
easily be taken. For they said» 
that the Macedonians were dis- 
persed up and down, because they 
thought the Enemy at so great a 
Distance was not to be feared, and 
the Townsmen^ relying upon the 
Garrison ot the Macedonians, ne- 
glected the Guard of the City. 

He was not content to demolish 
the Temples, and puil down the 
Statues, but he ordered the Stones 
likewise to be broken ; and after 
this Manner of exercising his Fury 
was wanting, he departed out of 
the Enemy's Country into Boeotia ; 
nor did he do any Thing else woi'th ' 
Remembrance in Greece. 

He advanced • from thence to 
Antipatria, a Town situated in a 
narrow Pass ; and first having invit- 
ed the chi^f Men to an Interview, 
he endeavoured to persuade tliem 
to put themselves under the Pro- 
tection of the Romans ; but when 
they, depending upon the Great- 
ness, Wfldls, and Situation, of their 
Town, despised his Advice, attack- 
ing them by main Force, he carried 
the Town ; and having siain all 
that were of Age^ and having given 
the Plunder to his Soldiers, be pull- 
ed down the Walls, and fired the 
City.

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At first, rel)ii)g upon the Situa- 
tion of their Town, having shut 
their Gates, they refused to submit. 
Aflerwardst when they saw the 
Romans advance up to their Walls, 
and the nairow Pass seized by a 
Body of Troops, they surrendered 
out of Fear. From Celetrum he 
marched among&t the Dassareti, 
and took the City Felium by Force. 
He carried off the Slaves witii the 
other Plunder, and dismissed the 
freemen witliout Redemption, and 
restored .them the Town, having 
placed a strong Garrison.

The old. Fellow just now came 
out of the Country. I will drive 
him into the Country again. 

When Alexander was come to 
Tarsus, being taken with the 
Pleasantness of the River Cjdnus 
•running thro^ the Middle of the 
City, he put off his Armour, and 
fuH of Dust and Sweat, threw him- 
self into the cold Water; upon 
wlrich a grbat Numbness seized his 
Nerves. 

A short Time after, Pyrrhus was 
slain in Delphos, by the Contriv- 
ance of Ore*tes, Son of Agamem- 
non. The Kingdom descended by 
Order of Succession to Arrybas, 
who was sent to Athens, that he 
might be instructed in the liberal 
Sciences ; and by how much he was 
more learned than his Ancestors, 
by so much was he the inore accept- 
able to the People. 

Whilst these Things are doing. 
Ambassadors came from Darius, 
King of the Persians, to Carthage, 
bringing an Edict, by which the 
Carthaginians were forbidden to 
offer human Sacrifices, and to eat 
Dogs F'lesh. Th«y were required

by the King, loo, to burn the Bo- 
dies of the Dead, rather than bury 
them in the Ground : desiring at 
the same Time Aid against Greece, 
upon which he was about to make 
War. 

Orestes, the Son of Agamemnon 
and CI)temnefttra, after he was 
come to Man's £state,studiedto re- 
venge his Father's Death. Where- 
fore he advises with Pylades, and 
came to Mycene, to his Mother 
Clytemnestra, pretends himself a 
Stranger of iEtoh'a, and tells her 
that Orestes was dead. 

The General of the Lacedaemo- 
nians insults over the Fortune of 
the Enemies, and sends the Ships 
adorned with the Spoils of War in 
Manner of a lYiumph to Lacedae- 
mon. Afler this he received the 
tributary Cities of the. Athenians, 
whom the Fear of the dubious For- 
tune of War had kept in their Duty, 
and left them nothing but their 
own City. 

Tereus, a Thracian, the Son of 
Mars, having married Progne, the 
Daughter of Pandioni came to 
Athens, and desired that he would 
give him Philomela, his other 
Daughter in Marriage, pretending 
that Progne was dead. Pandion 
gave him Philomela, and sent some 
Friends along with her, whom^ 
Tereus threw into the Sea. 



Csesar divided his Army into 
five parts, and left one at Brundi- 
sium, another at Hydruntum, and 
another at Tarentum. Q. Valerius, 
being sent with another, seized 
Sardinia, very fruitful in Corn. By

It is reported, that a remarkable 
Thing happened at Gomphi ; that 
twenty old Noblemen were found 
in a Physician's House, lying on the 
Ground with Cups in their Hands,, 
without any Wound, h*ke drunktJn 
Men, and one as a Physician sitting 
in a Chair, administering Physic to 
the rest. 

Because there appeared no Dan- 
ger in Syria, the two Legions win- 
tered at Capua. Those that brought 
them, spread ill Reports of Caesar, 
and affirmed to Ponvpey, that Cae- 
sar's Army, wearied with continual 
Toil, and desiring him to return 
Home, would come over to him as 
soon as they should pass ihe Alps. 

Whilst these Things are done,, 
it is told at Lacedsemon, that a new 
War was broke out at Athens. 
King Pausaniasis sent thither, who 
being moved with Pity of the exiled 
People, restored theirCountry to the 
miserable Citizens, and ordered the 
ten Tyrants to remove to Eleusis. 

At that Time, Demosthenes was^ 
in Exile at Megaia, who when he 
found that Hyperides was sent Am- 
bassador by the Athenians to solicit 
the Pelpponnesians to an Alliance, 
followed him, and joined Sicyon, 
Argos, Corinth, and other Cities 
to the Athenians, by his Eloquence ; 
far which Action he was recalled 
from Banishment by the Athenians. 

At that Time, Pyrrhus waged 
War against the Romans ; who 
being invited by the Syracusans to 
their Aid, when he was come to 
Syracuse^ and had subdued several 
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menfum. Isjussus Annius

Whilst these Things are doin^, 
the troubled State of Macedonia 
called Cassander Home from 
Greece. For when Olympias came 
to the Borders of Macedonia, the 
Macedonians being moved witfarthe 
Remembrance of her Hasband^and 
the Greatness of her Son, went 
over to her; by whose Order £u- 
rydice was slain, and the King, 
after havinjg held the Kingdom 
six Years alter Alexander. 

Antiochus thinking that nothing 
more could be taken from him, u 
he was cooquered, gathered to- 
gether his Forces, about the Fields 
of Thyatira# not far from the Ene- 
my, and sent back Scipio his Son 
to £Iaea. He advised those thajt 
brought him,, that the King should 
not march out to Battle before he 
returned into the Camp- 
After Antiocbus was dead, his 
Son Soleucus succeeded in the 
Kingdom, who received his Bro- 
ther Antiocbus,. who had been a 
Pledge at Rome, and gave his Son 
Demetrius, in his stead ; Antiocb- 
us was now come to Athens, when 
Seleucus was taken off by a Plot 
ofHeliodorus. 

The Phoenicians built Cartba^e 
in Africa, dfiy Years before the 
taking of Troy. The Founders of 
it were Xorus and Charcedon ; but 
as the Romans and Carthaginians 
themselves believe. Dido, a Wo- 
man who came from Tyre Into

. Of thirty thousand Men which 
At^lus commanded, a iew escaped 
to Clypea, all the Rest were either 
slain or taken ; in which Number 
was the Proconsul hioisel^ who 
not long after the Carthaginians 
sent to Rome with their Ambassa* 
dors, that he should either obtain a 
Peace for. them, or return. 
- Annibal being reduced to the 
utmost Want, sent Messengers to 
Masinissa, putting him in Mind of 
his Education and Life led at Car- 
thage, desiring that he would do 
his Endeavour that a Peace might 
be made betwixt them and Scipio, 
sayings That their former Faults 
were to be imputed to the common 
People, and some more foolish than 
the common People. He being 
mindful, that he was educated and 
instructed at Carthage, where he 
had several Friends, intreated 
Scipio for them. 

In the mean Time Alcibiades 
helps on the War against his own 
Qountry with all his Might. He 
goes into Asia with five Ships, and 
obliges the tributary Cities oi the 
Athenians to a Revolt, by the Au- 
thority of his Name. For they 
. knew him famous at Home, nor did 
tfaey see him made less by his Ba- 
nishment* 

After the Scythians had been 
absent eight Years from their 
Wives and Children, in the third 
Asiatic Expedition, they are re- 
ceived at Home by a War of the 
Slaves. For their Wives, suppo- 
sing them not detaiaed by War«

^ Having alter that dispatched 
away Messengers to Corey ra, that 
the Ships of Burden should come 
into the Bay of Ambracia, he ad- 
vancing by easy Marches, pitched 
his Camp upon the fourth Day, up- 
on the Mountain of Cercetium, hav- 
ing sent for Amynander, with his 
Auxiliaries ; not so much wanting 
his Force, as that he might have 
them as his Guides into Thessaly. 

At first they laid waste the Coun- 
try of the Caristi. Afterwards 
when Caristus seemed secure by 
the Garrison that was sent in Haste 
from Chalcis, they came to Eretria. 
Thither likewise L. Quintlus came 
with the Ships that had been at Py- 
roBum, when he heard of the Arri- 
val of King Attalus. 

As soon as they came to Rome, 
the Ambassadors of the Allies were 
heard before the King. They 
wrought upon the Senate chiefly, 
by shewing the Situation of the 
Sea and Land of that Quarter; 
that it appeared to all, that if the 
King kept Demetrius in Thessaly, 
Chalcis \n Eubcea, Corinth in A- 
chaia, Greece could not be free. 

From thence Quintius went to 
Corinth ; from Corinth he passed 
over to Anticyra; from thence he 
sent his Brother to try the Nation 
of the Acarnancs. Attalus came 
from Argos in Sicyon, and having 
staid there for some Time, returned 
to Cenchreas to his Ships. And 
Nabis having strengthened the 
Garrison at Argos, returned to La- 
cedxmon.

THERE was amongst the ba- 
nished Athenians, Thrasybulus, a 
gallant Man, and ilJustrious at 
Home« who thinking that something 
was to be atterapted for his Coun- 
try, and their cx)mmon Safety, even 
wiih the Hazard of his Life, ga- 
thered together the Exiles, and 
seized upon Phyle, a Fort of the 
Athenians. 

Alexander being mindful that 
Darius was yet alive, sent Parmenio 
to seize upon the Persian Fleet, and 
other Friends to receive the Cities

News of the Victory was heard, 
•surrendered themselves ; then he 
marched into Syria, wht;re a great 
many Kings of the East met him. 

Then he recovered Rhodes, 
Egypt, and Cilicia, without any 
Conte!(t ; then he goes to Jupiter 
Hammon, to consult him concern- 
ing the Event of the War, jnd his 
own Original. For his Mother 
Olympias had confessed to her Hus- 
band Philip, that she had not con- 
ceived Alexander by him, but by 
a Serpent of a vast bigness. 

Whilst the Romans thus pleased 
themselves, the Consul's Brother 
came, and soon after the Ambas- 
sadors were admitted, who desired 
to know what they were to do, to 
be admitted i.*to the Friendship of 
the Senate and People of Rome. 
To whom Publius thus replied. 
That the Greediness of Anticchus 
was to be blamed, who had raised 
the War without any Necessity. 

Who are (o be attacked first, 
(nays Scipio) after what Manner, 
and at what Time, if you phease, 
hear in a few Words. Which 
when ihey all desired, he proceeds. 
The Night will be the fittest for 
this Purpose, for so we shall strike 
a greater Terror upon the Enemy ; 
nor will any of their Allies dare to 
succour them in the Dark. 

Alexander fights single against 
so many thousands. It is incredi- 
ble to be spoken, that the Numbers 
of the Enemy, and' their Shouts 
did not dismay him ; that he alone 
should put to flight so many thou- 
sands. But when he perceived 
hiradcif to be overpowered with

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Numbers, he leaned s^ainst the 
Trunk ot*a Tree which stood nigh 
the Wall. 

At the same Time the Camp 
was assaulted, and Part of the Ar- 
ray was sent to lay waste the Ro- 
man Territories and to attempt the 
City itself. L. Valerius was left 
to defend the City, and the Consul 
Posthumius was sent to drive away 
the Enemy out of the Country. • 

Wherefore Brennus, when he 
had the Temple in view, delibera- 
ted a long Time, whether he should 
immediately attempt the Business, 
or should give a Nigiit^s Time to his 
Soldiers, weary with their March, 
to recover their Strength. The 
Generals Emanus and Thessalado- 
rus are of opinion, that*the Thing 
was to be attempted without Delay. 

Order was given to the other 
Consul Po&thumius, that he should 
take Care that the Commonwealth 
received no Damage. And it was 
thought besV that the Consul 
should stay at Rome, to muster all 
that were able to bear Arms ; and 
Quintiusthey dispatched away with 
the Army ot the Allies. 

In so great and corrupt a City, 
Cataline (as it was a Thing easy 
to be done) had Troops of wicked 
villainous Fellows about him. For 
whosoever had spent their Estates 
and contracted great Debts, besides 
Parricides and sacrilegious Villains 
from all Parts, and all whom Pover- 
ty or an evil Conscience had made 
uneasy, were nearest to Cataline. 



Brennus had sixty-five thousand 
Foot, chosen out oi all the Army ; 
there were but four thousand of the

Greece, persuades the JEioVi to un- 
dertake a War against Philip. 
Philip likewii^e persuades the A- 
cbaeans to make War upon the Ro- 
mans. 
• When Darius was beat from 
Scythia, he sent Megabyzus with a 
Part of the Army to subdue Thrace, 
and the other Kingdoms on that 
Side : who executed the King's Or- 
ders in a short Time and sent Am- 
bassadors to Amyntas, King of Ma- 
cedonia,to demand Hostages of him. 

The Senate sends Cna&us Ser- 
viltus into Africa, to observe the 
Actions pf Annibal, and enjoins 
him by private Instructions, to kill 
Annibal, it he could and deliver the 
Roman People from the Dread of 
that haled Name. But Annibal 
vvas not long ignorant of the Mat- 
ter, being a Man ready to foresee 
and beware of Danger. 

ThcL Carthaginians terrified by 
the great Success of the Affairs of 
Alexander, and fearing lest he 
should be desirous to join Africa to 
the Kingdom of Persia, sent Hanv 
ilcar, by Surname Rhodanus, a Man 
famous for his Prudence and Elo-

He one while chid his Soldiers, 
another while advised them in gen«- 
l{e Words, that they would not sui* 
\y a glorious Expedition by their 
Seditions* At last» when he pre- 
vailed nothing by Words, he leaped 
down unarmed into the armed 
^ulliiude, from his Tribunal, to 
seize the Ringleaders of the Sedi- 
tion. 

If you desire a Truce to send 
Ambassadors to Rome, you shall 
f^ve us immediately an hundred 
and fifty Pledges, which I shall 
pitioh upon. You i^all add a ihou« 
sand Talents to maintain the Army ; 
and shall give u$ Provisions besides. 
When the Peace shaU be concluded, 
jrou shall receive your Pledges. 

The Ambassadors earned this 
Answer to Carthage, where the 
Assemblies of the People were 
held for some Days. The Nobility 
thought that the Terms were to 
be accepted, lest, if they should re* 
ftise to lose something, all should 
be taken from them. But the 
common People regarding more 
how .much was taken from them* 
tl^n what Wits Idft them, refused 
the Peaee. 

It has been said, tbai they are 
npt to be imitf^d. Do we imitate 
them« who do not break the Peace, 
which is noi yet concluded ? But 
you will ^y, that their. Cruelty is 
not tobein^itated ; shall wethers 
fore make the cruelest of all Mor- 
tals our Friends and AUies ^ Nei- 
ther of these is reasonable.

snpposing that his Continaance in 
the Camp was much less safe, being 
desirous to gp away from thence, 
mid impose upon the Enemy, he 
^nt a Messenger, about Sun-set, 
to the Consul, to desire a Truce to 
bury the Dead. Having deceived 
the Enemy, he went away silently 
at the second Watch, having left 
many Fires throughout the Camp* 

Having left the Fleet there, they 
entered the Maliac Bay, with ten 
Siiips, to confer with the i£toli 
about the Manner of ('arrying on 
the War. Siphyrricas, the i£tolian, 
was the chief Man of that Embassy, 
which came to Heraclea to confer 
with the King and the Roman Am- 
bassador. 

Which News, when it was car- 
ried to Cleone, to Nicostratus, 
having immediately sent before a 
strong body of Mercenaries to seize 
the Forest, through which there is 
a Passage into the Territories of 
Corintb« and ha\ing placed the 
Horse before the Standards, that 
they might go before> he followed/ 

Wherefore having dismissed the 
Romans* and lefl his Son Seleacus, 
with the Land Forces> to rebuild 
Ly simachia, he sailing with all the 
Fleet to Ephesus, after He had sent 
Ambassadors to Quintius, to treat 
about an Alliance, he came into 
Lydia ; and having heard at Patarae, 
that Ptolemy wasa1ive« the Design 
of sailing into Egypt was let alone.

Atilius the Praetor, with a Fleet 
into Greece, nevertheless because 
there was Occasion, not only for 
Forces, but Authority too, to de- 
fend their Allies, they sent Am- 
bassadors into Greece,and decreed, 
that M. Bxbius should draw his 
Legions from the Brutii to Taren- 
tum and Brundisium ; that he might 
from thence pass over into Mace- 
donia, if there should be Occasion ; 
and that Fulvius the Pra5tor should 
send a Fleet of thirty Ships to de- 
fend the Coast of Sicily. 

That Speech had more Weight 
to stir them up to War, than ifTby 
openly persuading them, he had^ 
discovered a Desire of command- 
ing. Wherefore the War was 
unanimously agreed upon; the 
Time and Manner of carrying it on, 
were left to the Prseton

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The/ do not believe there are 
any Gods, a\id he thinks they are 
to be saved to avoid 'the Odiam of 
Gods and Men. But I think the 
Gods have reduced the Carthagi- 
nians to this ConditicMi, that they 
may suffer the Punishment of their 
Impiety ; who,, by breaking the 
Treaties made with us in Sicily* 
Spain, Italy, and Africa, have 
brought upon us the heaviest Ca- 
lamities. 

Alexander, King of Eprre, when< 
he came to the Aid of the Grsecian 
Cities Into Italy, with a ^reat Ar- 
my, was cut off by them with all his 
Forees. Wherefore their Fierce- 
ness^ being inikmed by their good 
Fortune, was terrible to their 
Neighbours- a long Time. At last 
Agathocles being invited, passed 
over into Italy, with the Hopes of 
enlarging his Kingdom. 
^ TlSiy brought M. Cornelius wxr 
Consul, deceived by an Oatb,. to 
their General, as it were for the 
sake of seeing hira, who was at that 
Time sick ; and presently after, 
carried him away Prisoner out of 
Sicily into Africa with, twenty 
Ships ; they put our General Re- 
gulus likewise to Death. 

Wherefore Pyrrhus being im* 
' portuned by a second Eilibassy of 
t^ie Tarentmes, to which were ad* 
ded the Petitions of theSamnite» 
and LacanJ, who wanted. Aid 
against the Romans, being induced 
not so much by the Entreaties of 
fais Petitioners, as with the Hope 
of getting the Empire of^Italy, he 
promises them that he would come 
with an Army. 

At length the Necessity of de- 
parting put an Endito their Fears,

It would be tedJous to recount 
what Annihai has done by War, 
Treachery, and Perfidiousness 
against us and our Armies; and 
lastly, against his own Allies* by 
the plundering of Cities^ and kilU 
ing hit Felbw Soldiers ; I wia tell 
you, nevertheless, in short, that 
four hundfed Towns of ours have 
been mined by hini« 

The City was setaed by Aristo- 
timus, by whom many of the great 
Men were slain, more were banish- 
ed. The i£toli desired by their 
Ambassadors, that he would re- 
store the Wives and Children of 
the banished. At first he refused : 
i^i'ter wards, as If he repented^ he 
ggive all the married Woa^n leave 
to go to their Husbands. 
. In the mean Time, News is 
brought that iEmilius, the Roman 
Gei^erai, was sent by the Senate 
with four^score ships ; which Thing 
gave him the Hopes of recovering 
his former Fortune. Wherefore, 
before his Allies revoked (a the 
li^nemy, he resolves to %ht, hoping 
^e Overthrow received in Greece 
might be repaired by a new Vic- 
tpry, 

, WiiiUt each of tlie Cities of 
Greece were deslroiw of domineer- 
jfig, they wei^ aQ ruined.. For 
Philip^ King of Macedonia, plot- 
ting against their common Liberty^ 
whilst he foments the Quarrels 
of the Cities, by giving bis Assist* 
ance to the weaker^ he obliged both 
the Conquerors and the conquered 
like to come under tlie Yoke.

H« was like* 
wise very much beloved by ihe 
iioldters, by undergoing Dangers 
and FatigoeSy and by generously 
bestowing th^ PUrakr ou tbem ; 
tbat hU Father Tarawa was not 
laore powerlui at Rome thsm his 
Son waa at Gabti. 

The Messenger being weary 
viih asking and exf>ectiiig an An- 
Sfver, returned toGabif» and re- 
lates what he had said and seen ; 
that he, whether out of Passion, 
Hatred or Pride, had not uttered 
one Word , Sexias understood his 
Father's Meaning, and took off the 
great Men of the City, by accusing 
tbem to the People. 

His Brother i£acid«s sacceeded 
him, who -got the Ul-wiJl of his ' 
Subjects, by wearying tben;i with 
continual Wars against the Mace- 
donians. Wherefore being forced 
into Banishment, he lefl his young 
Sod Py rrhits in the Kingdom ; who, 
being soaght lor by the People to 
be put to death, was taken away 
privately, and carried to Illyriura* 
When Scipio's Son was taken 
passing inte Asia in a sioail Ship, 
by Antiochtt«» he neither treated 
about the redeeming him, n(»r suf- 
fered the Senate (o. treat about it ; 
but, as was worthy oi his Dignity, 
said, That he would recover him by 
Arms. At last Antiochusseat him 
hifi Soa again for oothing* 

. When he came to the Admijiis«- 
tration of the Governmem, be did 
not so much think ol' governing, as 
^iacreasin«hisKingdom« Where- 
• fore he subdued the Scythians, till 
that Time ioviopible^ whp had cut

He wept, 
eoibraced the Dead»^ and confessed 
his Madness, took the Spear, and 
tarns it upon himself, and had 
ended his Life, if hts Friends had 
not come in. The Resolution of 
dying continued some Days. 

At last Alexander ordered him- 
self to be adored. The most vio- 
lent among the Recusants was Ca- 
ll sthenes, which Thing was the 
Ruin of him. and many of the 

freat Men of the Macedonians. 
or they were all put ta Death, un- 
der the Pretence of a Plot. Ne- 
vertheless, the Custom of saluting 
their King was- retained by the 
Macedonians. 

^ Philip himself^ who when the 
last Year he had tried to draw our 
Youth hence into Euboeat by pro- 
mising, that he*would carry on tlie 
War against Nabis, when be saw 
that we would not be engaged in 
the Roman War, forgetting that 
Alliance which he now tiuks so 
much of, left us to be rifled and 
plundered by Nabis and the La- 
cedaemonians. 

The Tyrant at first denied that 
he would take the Town, unless he 
was sent for by a Decree of the Ar • 
gives themselves : Afterwards^ 
when he heard that they had not^ 
only rejected him^ but abominated 
even the Name of the Tyrant, 
thinking he had now got^an Occa- 
sbn of plundering them^ he bids 
Pbiiocles deliver the City whea he- 
^d.

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After MarceHtis bad entered the 
Ceuatryof the Boii, the Soidiers 
being fotigticd all Dnjr with fxwking 
a Way, Carobunus, King of the 
Boii, attacked bim, pitching his 
Camp upon a Hiil^ with a great Ar* 
my, and slew tliree thousand* Se- 
veral illastrious Pei^ona iell in that 
Batlte. 

He sent an Army €pom Epbesos 
to Smyrna to besiege ttf and o(der« 
ed the Forces that were at.Abydu<i> 
leaving only a small OarrrSDn, i» 
be led to besiege Lampsacus. Nor 
did he only terrify them by F<»fce, 
but by talking mildly to them, and 
cbtding them for Iheir rashness and 
Obsiinac)', by kifr Armbassadors^ be 
endeavouied to pot fchem in Hopes 
ihsLi they should shortly have what 
they desired. 

Daroocritus told the Lacedaemo« 
nian Tyrant, that the Cities nponr 
the Sea Coast being taken from him, 
he Mvwi qaite disabled ; that he had 
from f hencehis SoMiers,ftom th^ncfc 
his Ships and Navai AHie?; that be 
being tn a Manner shai np within 
his own WaHs «aw the Achaeians 
domineeting in Peloponnesus ; that 
be coftM never have an Opportu* 
nity of recovering his own again, if 
he neglected that which then xns, 

Nabis immediately sent about all 
the Towns upon the Sea Coast to 
raise Seditions in thcm^ and he 
brought some of (he leading Men 
over to his Side by Presents; others* 
that conisiiued resolutely in the Re* 
man Alliance, he pot to deaib. 
The Care of defendmg the Lace- 
daemonians upon the Sea Coast, 
had been committed by T. Quin- 
tius io the Achoeians,

, HAVING thus encouraged his 
Soldiers, he made War upon the 
Romans. But King Ptolemy being 
dead in Egyptt the Kingdom, and 
his Wife Queen pieopatra» axe de« 
livered to him. [Ptolemy,! who 
reigned at Cyrene: Ptolemy was 
^lad of this, that he had recovered 
his Brother's Kingdom without any 
Dispute a

The Participle of the Present Tense Transitive, when the Substan- 
tive is the Nominative to a Verb, is likewise generally best rendered 
by the Participle of the Preterperfect Tense agreeing- with the Sab~ 
stantive following but in the Ablative Case. 
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Antiochus being cut off with all 
his Army in Parthia, his Brother 
Demetrius being delivered from the 
Siege of the Parthians, whilst all 
Syiit3i was in Mourning for the Loss 
ol the Army, a« if the Wars which 
be and his Brother had made upon 
the Parthians^ in which the one had 
been taken^ and the other slain, had 
succeeded happily, resolves to make 
War upon Egypt: Cleopatra, his 
Mother-in-law, promising him the 
Kingdom of Egypt, in Reward of 
his Assistance against her Brother. 

When these Things were told at 
Rome, the Senate gave the Com- 
mand of the Achaian War to the 
Consul who having immediately 
provided all Things necessary, and 
carried off his Army, gave the En- 
emies an Opportunity of fighting ; 
but they thinking more of Plunder 
than fighting, brought Waggons a- 
long with them, to carry off the 
Spoil of the Enemy. 
V Oroferoes having entered into an 
Alliaiice with the Antiochians, 
vf]xen offended at Demetrius, re- 
solves to drive them out of thisKing- 
dom, by whon) he had been restor- 
ed. When Demetrius kpew this 
he spared his Life, lest Ariarathes 
should be delivered from the Fear 
of War ; but orders him to be kept 
bound at Seleucia. 

The Enemies after they knew of 
his coming having raised great 
Forces, attacked our Army in their 
March ; their Horse being beat, and 
our Men pursuing them, they all 
on a sudden shewed iheir Foot, 
which they had planted in Ambus- 
cade in a Valley ; these setting up- 
on our scattered Men, renewed the 
Fight.

But our Men desired 
it should be seen whal they. could 
do without .their General aod the 
ether Legionsif a young Man being 
their Leader ; at last, the Eiiemy 
turned their Backs« a great Number

This Matter being proposed to a 
Council^ when he found they all 
thought the same Thing, he ap- 
points tlie next Day &>r the £n* 
gagement : About Break of Day, 
having drawn out his Forces, two 
Lines of Battle being formed, and 
the Auxiliaries placed in the Mid* 
die of the Army, he waited to see 
what Measures the Enemy would 
take. 

Yeu know that those whom I 
have mentioned just now, having 
carried their Empire beyond the Io- 
nian Sea, even into Sicily, set no 
Bounds to their Greediness, before 
they lost their whole Empire ; and 
their Harbours and Ships being de- 
livered to the Enemy, received a 
Garrison into their City. 

The Consuls made use of the 
Dictator's Army, to the Volscian 
War, and having attacked the un- 
wary Enemy.took Sora. The Tem- 
?le of Monetta was dedicated in the 
earafler it was yowed, C. Marcus 
Rutilius and T. ManHus Torquatus 
being Consuls. A Prodigy imme- 
diately followed the Dedication, 
like the old Prodigy of Mount Alba.

ANCI&NT GREECE AND ROME. 



HISTORY OF GREECE. 



THE most ancient War, u^e 
have any Account of in the 
History of the Greeks, is that of 
the Argonauts. These were the 
Princes of Greece, who under the 
Conduct of Jason, went to Colchis 
to fetch the Golden Fleece from 
thenoe. When they were arrived 
upon the Coast of Troy, Hercules, 
who was one of them, delivered 
Hesione, the Daughter of Laome- 
tlon King of Troy, from a Sea Mon- 
ster, Co which she had been exposed. 
The Father had promised him tiie 
Lady, with some ftne Horses he 
had for his Pains. These Hercules 
left behind him till his Return. Af- 
ter Jason xrame to Colchis, having 
gamed the good Graces of Medea, 
M

saly. Hercules, at his Return, de- 
manded his Reward, according to 
Bargain, of Laomedon, but he d&> 
nied'hiro; upon which Hercules 
takes Troy, kills Laomedon, and 
makes his Son Priam King. This 
Expedition happened about 1226 
Years before the Birth of Christ* 



Aboot the same Time Minos 
reigned in Crete, iEgeos, the Fa- 
ther ot Theseus, King of Athens^ 
bad assassinated Androgeos the 
Son of this Minos, in Atttca ; upon 
which Score, Mmos made War up- 
on the Athenians, who were at the 
same Time sorely distressed with 
Famine. Upon making Applica- 
tion to the Oracle for Advice, they 
were told they should not see an 
End of their present Misery, till 
they should make Satisfaction to 
Minos for ihe Death of his Son. He 
ordered them to be sent yearly to 
Crete seven youn^ Men, and as 
many Virgins to be devoured.by the 
Minotaur : In the Number of these 
went Theseus, and by the Help of 
Ariadne, the King's Daughter, who 
fell In love with him. killed the Mi- 
notaur, and delivered bis Country. 

In these Times happened the so 
much celebrated War ot Thebes. 
.Oedipus having unwittingly slain 
his Father Laius, King of Xbebes, 
and married his own Mother Jocas- 
"ta by Way of Reward for his hav- 
ing killed the Monster Sphinx th^t 
infested the Neighbourhood of 
Thebes, had by her two Sons, £te-

•to discover the Matter, be pulled 
out his Eyes for Grief, and resign- 
ed the Government. His Sons 
agreed to rule by Turns, each bis 
Year.* Eteocles, after his Year 
:was up^ refused to resign to his 
Brother ; who going to Argos, to 
'Adrastus, married his Daughter* 
Upon this a great War was raised 
against the Tiiebans. Pol^^nices 
engaged to Adrastus and other 
Princes to espouse his Quarrel 
against his firother. They are 
laad to have been seven in all. 
Adrastus King of Argos Tydeus 
Ahe Son of Oeneas the Calidonian> 
Capaneus, Hippomedan, Part he- 
nopseusj the Son of Atalanta the 
Daughter ofBchaeneus, Am])hiaraas> 
who had married Ery^hyie the 
-Sister of Adrastu«i, and l-'ulynices. 
AH these were destroyed in this 
War, Excepting Adrastus. 

Aboat 37 Years afler this» hap* 
jiened the famous War of Troy, 
upon this Occasion. Priam King 
o^ Troy had several Children^ one 
of which Alexander, who was 
likewise called Parts^ sailed to 
Peloponnesus, and carried off He- 
len, the Wife of Menelaus, King 
of Sparta, the greatest Beauty of 
the Age. The Greek's being in- 
censed at this Affront, with united 
Forcemade War upon the Trojans, 
under the Command of Agamem- 
non, Kmg of Mycene and Brother 
of Menelaus ; and after a- Siege of 
ten Years, took Troy, and utterly 
destroyed it, about II 84 Years 
before Christ.

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The next remarkable Thin^ that 
occurs in the Grecian Story is the 
Return of the Heraclidse, or Pos- 
terity of Hercales into Pelopon- 
nesus. Hercules was both by the 
Father and Mother's Side, allied 
to the Royal Family of Mycenei 
After his Death, Eurystheus, the 
King of Mycene, endeavoured to 
cut off all his Issue entirely, for 
fear they should in Time lay claim 
to the Kingdom : Wherefore he 
sent Orders to King Ceyx, with 
whom they were ihtn at Trachis» 
to deliver them up, or banish them ; 
.threatning him with a War^ in 
Case he did not comply. The 
Heraclidas being terrified at this,, 
^ince none durst entertain them for 
iiear of Eury stbeus, went over to 
•the. Athenianft, w{iose King at that 
Time was Theseus* Eurystheus 
Jeads a great Army against ahera^ 
•nd ialla m Battle. The victorious 
Heraclidae seize upon Feloponne* 
■$n\ and quickly recover aU'-they 
had lost; buta.Piagiie spreading 
amongst them^ because^ as the. 
Oracle tofd them,, they had return- 
ed before their appointed Time, 
they wen4 back again. Not long 
after they returjied, but were re- 
pulsed. At length, aboutforescore 
Years after the Destruction of 
Troy, they again in%'aded Pelopon- 
nesus, ai)d settled in it. 

Thelonians were at that Time 
in Possession of Achaia, but being 
forced to quit it, fled into Attica, ■ 
where they were kindly received 
by Melantbus, who was at that 
Time King of the Athenians. His 
Son Codrus, who succeeded him 
in the Kingdom, is very ifainous in 
Story. A War broke oat in his

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Time betwixt the Dorians, the 
new Inhabitants of Peloponnesus, 
and the Athenians. The Oracle 
bad declared, that Side would prove 
victorious whose King should fall in 
Ihe War. Codrusruponhedringthis, 
disguises himself in a Shepherd's 
Habit, and entered the Enemy's 
Camp^ carrying some Sticks upon 
his Back,where he was slaiii by a 
Soldier whom be provoked to it, hy 
wounding him with bis crooked 
Knife. As soon as the Thin? was 
known the Dorians marched off: 
And thus the Athenians, by the 
Bravery of their Prinai, offering 
bimseU to Dea^h for the Preserva- 
tion of his Country, were delivered 
from this War. After this the 
Government of the Common- 
wealth was committed to Magis- 
trates, whom they called Archon- 
tes ; they were at first for Life. 
The Death of Codrus happened in 
the Year before Christ 107 1. 

The looians, after Codrus was 
slain, passed over into Asia, under 
the Conduct of his two Sons, Ne- 
leus and Androclus, and built 
several Cities upon the Sea Coast 
which from them was called Ionia. 
This expedition of the lonians fell 
out in the i40th Year after the 
Destruction of Troy ; that is, 1044 
before Christ, . 

About the same Tjme likewise 
the JEioMans, being driven out of 
Laconia by the Heraclidae, went 
into Thrace, under the Command 
of Penthesilus the Son of Orestes. 
After he died, they passed over 
into Asia, and settled in that Part 
of it which from them was called 
^tolb. They built Smyrna.

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The Doiiensis with, the Hcra- 
clids, having got Possession of 
Peloponnesusj founded two King- 
doms lliere, the Lacedemonian 
imd Corinthian. The Soos of Aris« 
todemus^ Procles and Euristbenes 
took possession of Lacedaemon, af- 
ter they had drivea the Achxans 
and Orestidx out oi it. From 
tbem descended the two Families 
of theic Kings in that City^ that 
is the. Eurysthenidse^ which was 
reckoned the better, and the Pro- 
didae. This was called likewise 
the Family of Eurypontidse> from 
Eurypon, Procles' Grandson. 

Aoout the same Time* the He- 
raclidaE: begun to reign at Lacedse- 
mon ; they set up their Kingdom 
at Corinth, which the j£tolidae 
and the Sisyphidse had had before. 
Aletes was nrst King there, of the 
Family of the Heractidx, and 
Telestes the last, about 324 Years 
from the Beginning of Aletcs^s 
Keign, which was the next Year 
after the coming of the Heraclid:~ 
into Peloponnesus. Aftei him the 
Nobility of (he Family of the Bac- 
chiadoe ruled the City, chasing out 
of their own Number a Magistrate 
every Year whom they called Pry- 
tanis. This Form of Government 
lasted till the Times of Cypselus, 
wha seized the Sovereignty, which 
be held for thirly Years. His Son 
Periander reigned after him 44 
Years : so that from the Beginning 
of the Reign of the Herachdae to 
Periander's Death, there were 518

776, or, as some say, 100 Years 7^6, vel ut nonmdlm volo, 

^oner, floorisbed Lycurgus, the centum annus eitius, fiareo 
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^mous Law-giver of Sparta. He 
'was the Son of Eunomus', Brother 
of Polydectus King oi the Lacedae- 
monians. His Uncle's Widow 
being left with Child« ofiered« upon 
Condition he would marry her, to 
secure him the Kingdom ; hy mar- 
dertng herChild^ if it proved a 
Son. He seemed to countenance 
the Matter^ but took Care for the 
Preservation of the Infant at her 
Delivery, and re«igning„all Preten- 
sions to the Kingdom^ he after that 
managed the Government as Tutor 
to the In&nt. Afler Charilaus (for 
that was the Boy's Name) came to 
'. Man's Estate, that he might clear 
himself from all Suspicion of aiming 
at the Throne, he went \o travel, 
and brought Home again with him 
a Body of Laws and Djscipline, 
collected from the Usage of divera 
People. First of all he divided the 
whole Land of La^^nia equally 
amongst his Countrymen ; abolish- 
ed utterly the Use of Gold and 
Silver, as the grand Occasions of 
Quarrel and all Manner of Wick- 
edness, introducing in their stead 
heavy Iron Money. And, that 
Luxury might not furnish any with 
Occasion of scraping Riches toge- 
ther, he ordered all People to eat 
in Public, and to inure themselves 
to a frugal Course of Diet. And 
to |;ive a lasting Establishment to 
these Laws of his, he pretends to 
gp to the Oracle at Delphos, and 
binds his Countrymen by an Oath, 
that they shbuld not make, any Al- 
teration in his .Laws before his Re- 
turn^ Upon which he went for 
Crete, where he contined till his 
Peath* He ordered his Bones to 
be thrown inta tKe Sea^ for fe^r if

In the Year 408 afler the de- 
struction of* Troy, 23 before the 
Building of Rome, and 775 before 
Christ, were instituted the Olympic 
Games, so called from Olympia, a 
City of Elis in Peloponnesus, nigh 
which they were celebrated every 
fourth Year by a great Concourse 
of People from all Parts of Greece 
and other Countries The Games 
used in that Solemnity, were Run- 
ning, Wrestling, iheCoit, Jumping, 
and Boxing. The Conquerors 
were crowned with wild Olive, 
and held in great Esteem. 

About 33 Years after this the 
Lac(id emonians made War upon 
the Messenians their Neighbours, 
for the ravishing some youngLadies 
of Sparta in a solemn Sacrihce of 
the Messenians, and bound them- 
selves under a most ertcvous Curse, 
not to return beSre they took 
Messena : But being detained ten 
Years in the Siege of the Place, 
contrary to their Expectations, and 
fearing lest by the Continuance of 
the War, they should do themselves 
more Prejudice than the Messe- 
nians, since what Men they lust in 
the War, were made up by the 
Fruitfulness of their Women ; but 
they not only sustained a continual 
Loss of Men in the War, but their 
Wives, in the Absence of their 
Husbands, were barren ; they 
choose out the young Fellows that 
came as Recruits after the taking 
of the Oath, sent them Home, and 
give them leave to lie with ail the 
Women. Their Sons were called

Oracleu>f Delfiho» to desire aj Qt* 
neral from the; Atbenians, whoi by 
«vayoi-DjerisioOyseDttfaemTyilam«i . 
A lametPpet- Under his^ Conduct • 
tfaeLaeed«moAiaas.atIaftt preva>l«. 
ed^.moreby) Stratagem than- Coi»«

About these Times lived Draco^ 
thie cruel Law^giver of Athens^ who. 
punished all Crimes with Death. 
But all his Laws, excepting those 
relating to Murdeo were abrogated 
not long after, by the faoious Solon, 
and new ones substituted in their 
Place. In his Time (here happen- 
ed a War betwixt the Athenians 
and the Megarensians. The latter 
had formed a Design to sei2e the 
Athenian Matrons, as they were 
celebrating the Holy Rites of Ceres 
at Eleusis ; but the Matter being 
known, Pisistrates placed tlie Youth 
of Athens in Ambuscade, surprized

ing, and was ver^r near taking Ibe 
Cily of Megara. But, as it be bad 
conquered tor himseli, and not tcr 
his Coanlry, he 'by a Wile seized 
the Oovernment ; tor having or- 
dered himself to be severely lasbed 
at home, he ran into the Streets 
with bis Body all mangled, and 
having called the People together. 
Complained ot the Cruelty of the 
great Men, from whom he pretend- 
ed to have suffered that ili Usage, 
atiirmii^g that be was bated by the 
Senate ior bis love to the Commons. 
By this Wile he procured a Guard 
fer the Security of bis Persont and 
by their Help seized upon the Go« 
vemment ; and tbo' be was twice 
driven out of the City, yet be led 
the Kingdom to bis Son Hipptas, 
wrhoie Brother Hipparchus was 
slain by a Conspiracy of Armodius 
and Aristogilon ; which gave the 
Athenians an Occasion ofrecover- 
ing their Liberty. For not long 
after, Hippias was banished, and 
fled to Darius, about 20 Years be- 
fore the battle of Marathon, 

It will be proper here to give 
some short Account of the Persian 
Affairs, because of their frequent 
Wars with the Greeks. The As- 
syrians ruled over a great Part of 
iAsia for several Years ; some say 
] 300, but others with more Appear- 
ance of Truth only 500. Their 
last King was Sardanapalus, who 
gave such Ofience by his effe- 
minate Way of Living, (for he 
spent his whole Time amongst bis 
Whores) that Abactus, the Viceroy 
of Medea, took up Arms against 
tiim. Sardanapalus marched to

Troops, and being easily routed 
Bed to bb Palace, where he threw 
himself and Riches into a flarcing 
Pile ot* Wood. Thus the Empire 
of Asia was transferred from the 
Assyrians to the Modes, about 900 
Years before Christ. 

After several Princes, the King- 
dom came at last to Astyages, who 
saw in a Dream a Vine spring from 
the Womb of his Daughter, the only 
Child he had, with the Branches of 
which all Asia were overshadowed. 
The Interpreters of Dreams being 
Consulted upon it, told him. He 
would have a Grandson by that 
Daughter that would dethrone him. 
Being aflfrighted with this Answer 
he married his Daughter to a mean 
M^n ot the Natipn of Persia, one 
Cambyses. But being still, not- 
withstanding, haunted with Fears, 
he sent4or his Daughter^ when she 
was big with Child, in order to 
have it slain as soon as born, in his 
own Sight. The infant wa^ deli- 
vered to Harpagus, the King's 
Priend and Confidant, to be put to 
Death ; who fearing the Mother's 
Resentment, ^gave it the King's 
Shepherd, to expose, who was pre- 
vailed upon, by the Importunity of 
his Wife to educate him as his own. 
The matter at last c^me to the 
Knowledge of Astyages, who took 
Cyrus (for that was his Name) into 
his favour; but being in a Rage at 
his Friend Harpagus, to be reveng- 
ed upon him for saving his Grand- 
child, he slew his Son, and ordered 
him to be served up at Table for 
the Father's Dinner. Som^ time 
after, when Cyrus was now grown .

Yiied him to raicean army against 
hit Grandfather, and promised to 
join him with the Medes. This 
Advice Cyrus followedj^ and de« 
thfoned his Grandfather, and thus 
ended the Empire of the Medes at-* 
ter it had lasted about 330 Years. 

. After this Cyrus made War upon 
the Babylonians, who were assisted 
by Cnestts King of Lydia. He was 
«verUirown in Battle, and obliged 
4o return into his own Kingdom ; 
whither Cyras, after he had settled 
Matters in Babylonia, followed him, 
and defeating mm a second Time, 
took him Prisoner. Thus Lydia was 
made a Province of the Persian Em- 
pire. 

Cyrus having conquered Asia and 
all the East, made War upon the 
Scythians, who were at that Time 
governed by a Queen whose Name 
was Tomyris. She sent her Son 
with an Array to oppose him ; who 
coming to Cyrus's Camp which he 
had purposely quitted, filled with 
Wine and plenty of all Provisions, 
be suffered the Barbarians to drink 
themselves drunk. Upon which 
Cyrus returning in the Night, cut 
them all off, together with the 
Queen's Son. Not long after he was 
trepanned himself by the Queen, in 
much the same Manner, and slain, 
with two hundred * thousand Per- 
sians, in the 529th Year before 
Christ, and the 30th of his Reign. 



JHe was succeeded by his Son 
Camby«e$, who invaded Egypt ,and 
being offended at the Superstition 
of the Egyptians, ordered theTem- 
ples^of Apis and the other Gods, to

He seni some 
f Poo{)s to destroy the Temple of 
Jupiter Ammon^wliicb ^ere all b«i- 
f-i^ in the Sands, upon the raising 
ofaStorwofWind. After this he 
dreanaed bis Brothex Sroerdis was 
•on the 'ThroBOj and therefore took 
Care to have bkn dispatched by Co* 
»ete«»oneof theMa^i. But in the 
«aeao Time he died himself of a 
Wound in iiis Thigh* wiilcb he ac* 
ctdentalljf received froai his own 
Sword. Coiaetesij who mardered 
his Brother^ concealed his Death, 
and put up « Brother of his own* 
Gro^afles, jn his stead, persuadin^r 
the World, that he was Smerdis 
Camb^ses's Brother* But the Mat- 
ter being at last discQV<ei«d, he was 
taken off by a Cons^tr^icy. The 
Persons concerned in tt were^even 
in Number, and of t^e highest 
Quality in Persia. 

After hts Death, Darios, Son of 
1Fij|rstaspes, was chosen King by the 
neighing of his Hori^e. The JK^tter 
was thus ; The Conspirators^ 
wbereot Darius was one, agreed 
amongst themselves to bring their 
Horses betimes in the Morning up- 
on a certain Day betore the Palace, 
«u)d that he whose Horse neighed 
iBrst at Sun-rise# should.be King- 
'Twas the good Fortune of Darius 
to receive the happy Omen, by the 
Contrivance of his Groom* For he 
brought his Horse over Night to the 
Place, and there let him cover a 
aI are. The Horse the niext Morn* 
ing, knew the Place again, and 
presently fell a neighing for his 
Mare. In the begmning of his 
Reign he married Kin|r Cyrus's 
Daughter. And after some Time 
the Assyrtans rebetitng, and seizing

ivent over to the Babylonians, un« 
der the Notion of a Deserter, pre- 
tending he had been thus used .by 
Darius. They easily believed him, 
^and entrusted him with the Com- 
'mand of their Army, which he be- 
trayed to Darius,and by that Means 
made him Master of the Place. Af- 
ter this Darius made War upon the 
Scythians, entering their Country 
vrith an Army of 700,000 Men 5 
but was shamefully repulsed with 
the Loss of 80,000 men. Then he 
fell upon the lonians, which gave 
Occasion to the Wars betwixt the 
Persians and the Greeks. 

The lonians, by the Assistance 
of the Athenians took Sardis, the 
capita! City of Lydia, and put the 
King's Garrison to the Sword. 
This Darius took so ill, that to be 
revenged of the Athenians, he sent 
over Datis and Artapharnes, with 
200,000 Men ; who landed at Ma- 
rathon, about ten Miles from A- 
thens ; but were defeated by an 
Army of Athenians, 1 1 .000 only in 
Number, under the Conduct of 
Milttades, who was in such hzde to 
be at them, that he would not wait 
the coming of the Lacedsenionians. 
.In this Battle the Tyrant Hippias 
was slain. 

Darius intended to renew the 
War, but died in the midst of his 
Preparations. He was succeeded by 
his Son Xerxes, who raised an Ar-

L of the Spartans posted himself with 
4000 Men in the Straits of Ther- 
'■ iXK)pyIas> to oppose the Passage of 
I the Persians; Xerxes ordered those 
I to begin the Battle whose relations 
I bad I^en slain in the Fight of Mar« 
athon^who whilst they endeavoured 
to revenge the.I>eath oIlheirFriends 
were the first slain. Three day s they 
fought there, to the great Gxief and 
Indignation of the Persians. At last, 
the Persians having discovered a 
Pass through the Mountaias^^eoni- 
das dismissed bis Allies, and fought 
With the enemy ,till he and his Spar- 
tans were all slain to a Man. The 
Athenians being advised by the Or- 
a<^e to defend themselves with 
wooden VValls, quitted their City, 
and went aboard their Fleet, which 
consisted ol two hundred Sail. To 
liiiese the other Greeks added a 
hundred more. Xerxes entering 
Attica, burnt Athens. After this, 
a Battle was fought at Sea, near 
Sal9mis,in which the Persians were 
defeated. Upon this Xerxes fled, 
leaving behind him Mardohius with 
300,000 Men. This Sea-fight hap. 
pened ten Y^ars after the Battle of 
Marathon, and in the 408 th Year 
before Christ. The Year following 
Mardonius was rouled by the 
Greeks at Platse,under theConduct 
ofPausaniasand Aristides. And the 
sAme Day the Greeks overthrew 
t he Persians in a Seafight at My cale.

noUe Cities of Athens and Lace- 
dstvaon, cootemled together for the 

Mastery. 

First of allrthe Athenians t»ke 
care to build their Walls, which the 
Persians bad demolished; which 
Matter was accomplished by tire 
Industry of Theinistocles^ whilst 
the Lacedemonians in vatnopposed 
it. The Athenians likew ise by the 
Advice of the sane Thcmistocles 
tnade an Harbour at Pyrxom. Af- 
ter thiSf the Greeks sent Fausamas 
with a fleet into Cyprus and the 
Hellespont^ to dislodge the Garri- 
sons of the Barbarians from those 
F^ts. He teok Bjraantluin^ but 
a&erwards entered into a Design 
of betraying the Greeks to the Per- 
sians ; upon the Discovery of 
\\hich he was sent for Home, and 
at last condemned & put to Death 
fqr it. In the mean time, the Athe- 
nians brought over the Nations uf 
Qreece to their Party ; who were 
n-^w quite disaffected to the Lace- 
dimonians, through the Pride of 
Pausanias. 

After the Death of Pausanias,. 
Themistocles being charged by the 
Lacedaemonianswith a treasonable 
Design of betraying Greece, was 
forced to fly for it, and went over to 
the Persians, in the year 47 1 before 
Christ, whilst Xerxes wa^yet living* 

The Vear following Cimon, the 
Son of Miltiadcv sailing for Cyprus 
with a Fleet of 250 Ships, beat 350 
of the Barbarians ; and tlie saine 
JDay, clothing his Soldiers in Persian 
Garments, he surprised and cutoff 
the Land Array of the Persians at 
the Rivef Eurymedon,

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But in Peloponnesus, Lacedaemon 
being shattered, with a violent 
Earthcfaake, and the Heloles and 
the Messenians rising up in Arms 
npun it, the Athenians were first 
sent for by the Lacedaemonians to 
their Assistance ; but whilst, they 
were upon their March, the Enemy 
was reduced by Archidarous ; and 
file Athenian Auxiliaries, whom 
they were now jealous of, were 
dismissed. Which Thing ah'enated 
their Affections, and gave the first 
Occasion to theQuarreUhat ensued. 
In Persia Xerxes was slain. about 
this Time by Artabanus ; and Da- 
rius, his Son,by his Brother Artax- 
erxes, to whom Artabanus had ac- 
cused him of the Parricide which 
himself had committed. Artax- 
erxes, surnamed Longimanus, be- 
gan his Reign the same Year that his 
Father Xerxes was slain. 

In the mean Tims there happen- 
ed some Skirmishes betwixt the 
Athenians and Lacedaemonians, 
which proved the Occasion of those 
bloody- Wars which afterwards en- 
sued. For the Athenians, by their 
haughty Carriage, disgusted their 
Allies ; who thereuj>on went over 
to the Lacedaemonians. However, 
a Truce for five Years was agreed 
upon, by the Endeavours of Ciroon, 
TUid tjie Storm of War diverted up- 
on the Persians. Cimon sailing with 
a Fleet into Cyprus, defeated the 
Barbarians ^mth by Sea and Land, 
and obliged Artaxerxes to make a 
Peace, very much for the Honour 
of Greece, and the Scandal of the 
'Persians. For it was concluded up- 
on these Terms, that the Persians 
should withdraw ai the Distance of 
N2

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8 Day's Journey from the 9eft, 
ghoald not come with a Man of 
War betwixt Ihc Cyanean and 
Chelidonian Islands, and shoaid 
->- jsides leave the Greek Cities in 
Asia to their Freedom. Not long 
after this, to wit, the same Yeai, 
Cimon died a natural Death as he 
was besieging Citiuro, a Town in 
Cyprus. 

Presently after this tbe Animosl* 
ties amongst the Greeks breaking 
cot again, tbe War was renewed ; 
whicn,however,was quashed by an 
Agreement upon a Truce far Itiirty 
Years. In the mean Time, the Sa- 
mians revolting ffom the Athe* 
ftians, to tlie Lacedxmonians were 
conquered by Pericles. The Corin- 
thians likewise about the same 
Time, make War upon the Corcy- 
raeans and their Aiiies (be AUie- 
niansyAtid were defeated in a Fight 
at Sea. Wherefore, 1 4 Years aUer 
4he making of tlie Truce, tbe IkA* 
otdeemontans and their Allies de« 
clare it broke by the Atheaians. 
Thus the War began afresh, which 
^hey call the Peloponnesaan, in the 
Year before Christ 4di, whkh 
proved a very bloody and a very 
lasting one. 

Perides was the Occasion of it» 
who having exhaasl ed iheTreasu ry 
-by an. Kxpence of 7000 Talents, 
-chose rather to tbrow all into Con- 
4bsion, than tobe dbliged to give in 
Jus Accounts. 

There were many Turns of For- 
lune, and a strange Variety of Kr 
IFttiis in this War. Pericles died of 
jtfie Plague, alwot two Yea^s and 
-the Monihs aA/sr the Spinning of k, 
which ki the second Year ^ the 
Wjus raged most dreadfully at

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Alliens. The LedMans^ espectalty 
ttie Mttyleniaos declared against 
the Aiheoians in tbe fourth Y«rar of 
tlie War ; but the following ware 
reduced by Pacbes, and narrowly 
eacaped utter Desiructton. In the 
tenth Year of the War, Cieo the 
Athenian Genefal»and fira»idas the 
lUcedflemonian, filing beth in a 
Rattle at Toroaa, a Truce was a- 
gteed upon for 50. Years^ but bro" 
ken eight Years aiter. 

In the Itlli Year of the War, the 
Athenians made a Descent upon 
Sicily, in order to assist the i£ges- 
tani and Leontiui against tbe Syra- 
casans. The Generals employed in 
She £3q>edtiion were Alcibiades, 
Nicia9> and Lamachns. Alcil^ades 
was in his Absence impeached of 
Sacrilege ; and being sent lor 
)jome, he fied to Lacedannon,and 
advised the Lacedaemoniaiis to 
send Assistance to the Syracusans. 
Gylippus was sent, and the Athe- 
aiians, whose Business had till then 
iUGceeded according to theirWish* 
esy were beaten both by Sea and 
Land, and all taken Prisonersv Tlas 
}iappened in the 19th Year of the 
War, and 4IMh before Clmst. 

From that Day forward the For- 
tune of the Athenians began to de- 
cline ; wmch yet Alcibiadea did» 
in some Af easure, upon hrs Resto* 
Yation^ recover. At last the Athe- 
nians being defeated at Aigospota* 
mos, the City was obliged to sur- 
render, and an JLnd was put to tbe 
War in the twenty eighth Year. 

After Athena was taken bf 
Xysander, the Government was 
.vested in 50 CeoiiiHssioners ; who 
ruling with great Cruelty were 
turned ^out by TbraiayhdluSy and 
Athens restored to its Liberty^ tour

In 
which Year likewise Cyrus the 
younger Son of King Darius Ochos, 
Brother of Artaxerxes Mnenion, 
and made Governor' of Asia Minor 
hy his Father^ having taken up 
Arms against his Brother, with the 
Assistance of the Greeks,especially 
the Lacedaemonians, was slain in 
Battle. The Greek Auxiliaries in 
his Army being in number ten 
thousand got miraculously back 
a^ain, thro' Armenia and Paphiago- 
nia, into Greece, excepting 5000, 
who were lost in the several Ren- 
counters they met with in their 
March. 

In the mean Time Fharnabasos 
and Tissafernes were made Go* 
vernort of Asia, by Artaxerxes. 
The Lacedaemonians join Pharna- 
bazus against Tissaferness, by 
whom Cunon the Athenian was 
made Admtrajof the Persian Fleet. 

Upon tiiis Occasion, Agesilaus, 
King of the Lacedaemonians, went 
over into Asia, and performed a 
great many noble Exploits: But 
Tissafernes being taken off by the 
King, and a Peace concluded, and 
the Boeotians, Athenians, Corinthi- 
ans, and Argives, entering into a 
Confederacy against the Lacedae- 
monians, he was sent for Home to 
the Assistance of his Country. 

* After this the Lacedaemonian 
Power began to decline. They 
were. routed atC nidus in a Sea fight 
by the Persians under the Conduct 
ofConon. 

In these Times lived several £i- 
inous Generals at Athens, Iphr- 
crates, Chabrias, Thrasybulus and 
Timotheus ; amongst the Thebans, 
Pelopidas and Epaminondas^ a Man

Skill in 
Philosophy, but for military Glory , 
and Integrity of Life. He brought 
the LacedseoKMilans very kwv by se* 
veral successful Baitties against 
tliem, who endeavoured to recover 
ibeiF former Grandeur by Treaclie- 
Tf more than true Courage. Their 
Genera] Pbcebidas, who was sent 
against the Corinthians^ surprized 
Cadmea the Citadel of Thebes; 
but the Thebans, by the Conduct 
and Contrivance of Pelopidas^ did 
fow Years after reco\er their Li- 
berty and Citadel together. Upon 
thisj the Cnies of Greece unite to- 
gether against the Lacedaemonians, 
under the Conduct of the Athe- 
nians. But Artaxerxes designing to 
jQske War upon Eg]^pt, which had 
revolted^ Ihat his Armies might not 
be detained in Greece, ordered by 
Proclamation^ that all Sides slioold 
la^ down their Arms,and Garrisons 
should be withdrawn^ and every 
one enj<^' their former Liberty, de- 
claring> that he wouM treat them 
as Enemies, that aliould refuse to 
comply. The Greeks readily bear1i« 
enea to him, excepting the The* 
bans^whom Epaminondasdissuaded 
Irom the Peace. But this Agree* 
ment amongst the Greeks ladled 
not long ; for the War quickly 
broke out a^in, and they engaged 
With more Fury than ever. The 
Thebans took up Arms against the 
Athenians ; and upon an old 
Grudge demolished Platese^ After- 
wards they fell upon the Lacedee* 
monians ; who, at Leuctra in Bo»- 
otia were routed by the Thebans, 
under the Conduct of Epaminon* 
dM» tho* they were very much su* 
perior in Nunaber. After this they 
tuvade Laconia^ and laid Siege to

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Sparla. TheLacedacmonianf sentto 
the Athenians (or Hetp, but Epami- 
nottdas, in Spite of all Opposition 
from both, laid waste the Country 
of the Lacedaemonians. At lasl, the 
Idcedaemonians andThebaus were 
reconciled, by the Mediation of the 
King of Persia. But some Time af- 
ter» the Tbebans being sent for by 
th« Mantineenses, wno were at 
Difference with the rest of Ihe Ar- 
cadians, renew the war under their 
General Epaminondas ; who enga- 
ged the Lacedsemoniani and Arca- 
dians at Mantinea ; in-which Battle 
he got the Victory, but was mor- 
tal^ wounded in the Year before 
Christ 361. 

. In the Year following died that 
gallant King Agestlaus^ in the 84th 
Year of ht» Age, in Cyrenaica, as 
he was returning home irom Egypt, 
whither he went to the Assistance 
of King Tachon, who had revolted 
from the Persians. 

. In this Year likewise broke oat 
the War amongst the Greeks, cal- 
led the Social War, in which the 
Byzantians, Rhodians, Coans, 
Cbians, with Mausolus, Prince of 
Caria, joined their Arms against 
the Athenians ; but it was ended 
in four Years Time. 

At the same Time another War 
broke out in Greece, called the 
Holy War. The Amphictyons, 
(who were Judges chosen out of all 
the Cities of Greece) had laid -a 
Fine upon the Lacedemonians and 
Ph2>censians ; upon the former, for 
seizing upon Cadmea, the Citadel 
of Thebes ; upon the Latter, for 
possessing some Land that was sa- 
cred. Philomel us advised the Pho- 
censians to plunder the Temple of

The Nation 
ibein^ thus involved in the Guilt of 
Sacrilege, carried on the War suc- 
-cessfuUy some Time against the 
Locrians and Thebans. At last an 
End was put to the War, by Philip 
King of Macedonia, to whom the 
Thebans applied lor Assistance. 
ThePhocensianson the other Hand, 
were assisted by the Laced2emoni« 
ans and Athenians. At last, the 
Cities of the Phocensians were all 

• levelled with the Ground, except 
Ab?, which had no Hand in the 
Sacrilege. This War lasted ten 
Years. 

This Victory procured Philip a 
considerable Interest and Authori- 
ty among the Greeks. He was 

' the Son of Amyntas, King of Ma- 
cedonia, and lived as an Hostage 
for some Time at Thebes with 
Epaminondas, and made a very 
good improvement under the Dis- 
cipline of so great a Master, as his 
Actions afterwards made appear. 
In the first Year of his Reign, he 
defeated the Athenians at Methone, 
but granted them Peace together 
with Amphipolis, that he might be 
more at Liberty to subdue his 
l^eighboiirs. Accordingly, he 
conquered the Poeonians and Illy- 
rlans, after which he took Amphi- 
polis, and made himself Master of 
Olynthus, a strong City of Thrace, 
at which Time lie likewise put an 
End to the Sacred War. He laid 
Siege to Byzantium top, but to no 
Purpose. Afler which he marched 
his Army into Sc)thia; from 
whence he brought off Twenty 
Thousand Prisoners, and a vast 
Number of Cattle. In his Return 
he was met by the Triballi in

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Thrace* «vho dechred they wouM 
4)ot gnint him a Passage through 
I •their Country, without a Share in 
the Spoil. A Battle followed upon 
It, in which Philip was so wounded 
in the Thigh that his Horse was 
killed thro' his Body ; and whilst 
every one thought he ^had been 
slain tooy the Booty .w^s lost. 

- After this he made War upon the 
^theoians who were joined by 
the Thebans« He routed them 
both in a great Battle at Chserone;^, 
hut he used his Victory with Mo- 
deration« and made a Peace and 
Alliance with the Athenians.—- 
Ahet this Victory Philip gave a 
remarkable Specimen of a moderate 
Mind ; for he ordered a Boy to 

. put him daily in Mind of his Con- 
dition, by cailinff out three Times 
to him be£)re be went Abroad, 
Philip thou art a Man» Finally^ 
being declared General of the 
Greeks against the Persians, as he 
Was preparing for the War, be was 
slain at JE,gK in Macedonia by 
Pauaanias one of bis Guards but 
whether by the Contrivance of his 
Wife Olympias and his Son Alex* 
ander, is uncertain. 

Alexander, the Son of Pbilip of 
Macedonia, who irom his roigh:y 
Achievements was sumamcd the 
Great, was bom in the Year before 
Christ 336, At the Age oi 15 he 
was put ander the Tuition of Aris- 
totle the &mous Philosopher; and 
in his 20th Year began bis Reifn* 
He was, as his Father before him 
bad been, chosen General against 
the Persians, by the common Suf-' 
frages of the Greeks, excepting the 
LAcedaenuiniani. But as the 
Greeks were a People of a fickle

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Temper, they revolt from him, 
whilst he was making War in 
Tiuace. But coming upon them 
5ooner than they expected, struck 
auch a Terror upon them that the 
Athenians and others immediate- 
ly sabroitted. But the Thebans 
continuing obstinate, were reduced 
by Force, and their City utterly 
destroyed. 90,000 of the Thebans 
were slain in this War, 30,000 
enslaved, and all the Children sold, 
except such as had entertained his 
.Father Philip, and the Posterity of 
Pindar, who$e House alone Alex- 
ander left untouched. 

After this passing the Hellespont, 
he came into Asia in the third 
¥ear of his Reign. He had in his 
Army 30,000 Foot,, and 4500 
Horsey with so small an Army, 
but consisting of stout old5oldiers, 
did he destroy the Empire of the 
Persians, The first Engagement 
was at Granicus, a River of Phry- 
gia, in which the Persians were 
Fouted. The second Battle was 
at Issus of Cilicia; before which 
Alexander £gII dangerously ill, but 
quickly recovered, by the Endea- 
vours of his Physician Philip. The 
Persians were again routed, though 
they had in their Army 4'()O,OO0 
Foot and 100,000 Horse. Darius's 
Camp, with his Mother, Wife, 
and Children, were takenby Alex- 
ander, who used His Prisoners witii 
all the Civility in the World. This 
happened in the Yearbelbre Christ 
333. The Year after Alexander 
came into Phosniciav all which he 
made himself Master of presently, 
excepting Tyre, which cost him a 
Siege of six Months. He ordered 
all the Inhabitants to be slain^ ex«

But 1 5,000 of them-were concealed 
by the Sidoniani^ who served lender 
Alexander,4nd conveyed to Sidon ; 
6000 armed Men were slain within 
the TowUj 2000 that survived the 
JSlaughter.9 were crucified jufon the 
SeaShore. 

After this he entered Egypt, 
went to the Oracle of Jupiter 
Ammon, andxetuming from thence, 
built Alexandria. Then he march- 
ed against Darius^ and defeated 
him the third and last Time at 
Arbela, in the Yeajr before Christ 
S3 1 • Darius with much DiQcuity 
made his Escape out of the Battle, 
and whilst he attempted, by the 
liaising of new Troops, to try his 
Fortune once more, he was J>asely 
murdered by Bessus, Viceroy of 
Bactria. In the mean Time Alexan- 
der having made hioaself Master ot 
Persia, demolished Persepolis, the 
Capital of the Persian Empire. 

In Greece, Antipater, whom 
Alexander had left Governor of 
Macedonia, was no less successful 
in the Battle against the Lacedae- 
monians, in which their King Agis 
was slaio. 

After the Death of Darius, Alex* 
ander reduced Hyrcania, the Paro- 
i»amisadx, the Indians, by conquer- 
mg and taking Prisoner their King 
Poruii, and other Nations. Being 
elevated with this mighty Success, 
he at last became unequal to the 
Greatness of bis Fortune, and tor- 
getting that he was a Man, would 
i^eeds oejcounted the Son of God. 
And his Temper d^eneraUng into 
Cruelty, thro^Flattery, Luxury and 
Intemperance^ he put to Death

•nd of hunself ; amongst them the 
gallant General Parmenio, and his 
^9R Phflotas, under Pretence, 
though vtrithout any Grounds^ of 
their being concerned in* a Plot a- 
gainst his Life. Clitoshe slew in a 
drunken Fit, at an Entertainment, 
with his own Hand. About two 
Years before his Death, he lost 
Hephoestion, the dearest of his 
friends whose Death he bore with 
» jipor womanish Dejection of Spi- 
^t ; and ordered his Body to be car* 
ri«d to Babylon, and very samptu- 
€Mn)y interred there ; and moreover, 
coo^manded him to be worshipped 
•t a God. At last, in the thirteenth 
Year of his Reign, he dind himself 
«t Babyion of a Distemper contract- 
ed by excessive Drinking, or of 
Poison, as some thougfit, being en- 
tered opon the 33d Year of his Age. 
As Alexander at his Death, did 
fiot think fit to name his Successor, 
ft occasioned a mighty Dispute a- 
mongst -the Grandees of the Army« 
Pierdiocasat first boreall tiie Sway, 
4o whom Alexander had^ii'en bis 
Ring a little bef«»re hi« Death : But 
«t last Aridaeus, the Son of Phillip, 
bj Philinna of Thessaly his Con- 
cubine, is made King in the Name 
end Shew only, and the Name of 
Fhih'p given him, and Perdiccas ap- 
pointed to manage under him. 
Then the Provinces were divided 
jrmong4t the great Men. Ptolemy 
the Son of Lagus had Egypt ; Lao- 
medon of Mityiene, Syria; Philolas, 
Cilicia ; Pj^thon, Meoia ; Eumenes, 
Taphlagonia and Cappadocia, with 
the neighbouring Provinces ; Anti- 
gonus, Pamphylia, Lycia» and Phry-

Sias, the Motherof Alexanderinto 
lacedonia, who had illd fur fear of 
Antipater, into Epire, Aft<er she 
was restored, she put to Death Ari- 
dx\xs, with his Wi^e Eur)'dice, and 
most of the Grandees that were 
Friends of Cassander* Antipater's' 
Son. This Cassander wit4i Poly* 
perchon in* Greece** Eumenes the 
Favourer of Poly perchon, and 
OJympias in. Asia, made War upon 
Antigonus ai the same Time. Cas- 
Sander got Athene, over which De- 
metrius Phaierius, a Disciple of 
Theophrastus, a Man iamous ibr 
Eloquence and the Study of Philoso- 
phy, was made Governor, and their 
Popular State taken away. Cassan- 
der having made himself Master of 
Alacedouia, sl^w Olympias, and 
married ThessaIoqice» bister of 
Ales^andec the Great. 



But in A<ia, Eumenes, having 
wearied Antigonus a long Time, at 
bit being betrayed by the Treach- 
ery of the Ar^y raspidse he was put 
to Death by him, ten Years after the 
Death of Alexander the Great. 
From that Time, Antigonus im- 
proving in Wealth and Power, re- 
newed the War against Cassander 
and Ptolemy, with his Son Deme- 
trius, who got the Surname of Po- 
liorceles.Both of them declared they 
would recover those Cities of

In which Year as well he and his 
Son, as the rest of the Successors oi 
Alexander, took upon them the 
Style and Title of Kings, with the 
usual Badges of Ro>al Dignity* 
About these Times, that is to say, 
2i Years after the Death of Alex- 
ander, and 3ai before Christ, Anti- 
gonus and Demetrius becoming 
lorroidable to the rest by Reason of 
their exmbitant Power, L>sima'- 
chus, Cassandefy and Se^eucus, en- 
gaged them with united Force at 
Ip8us,.a Town of Phrygia ; Anti- 
gonus was worsted and slain in the 
Battle ; Deraetrkis flying into 
Greece, was denied Entrance into 
their City, by the Athenians ; but 
having soon alter recruited his For- 
ces, he attacks the Athenians, and 
carries the Town after « Year's 
Seige, driving out Lachares,. who 
had acted the Tyrant there. The 
King's Humanity was extraordi- 
nary towards the conquered, who 
as they had deserved, so did they 
fear the utmost Extremity. Be 
restored them all they had beforej, 
except their Liberty, and having 
put a Garrisoti in the Place he 
marched against the Laced annoni- 
ans, and liaving conquered them,, 
with their King Archidamus« whilst 
he was preparing to lay Siege to^ 
Sparta, some new Hopes called 
him off into Macedonia. Cassander 
had died there a little before, and 
had left three Sons behind him by 
yhq g gd oni e e ; the Eldest of which.

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PhiRp, reigned a Year ; the other 
two, Anlipaler and Alexander, 
fought tor the Kingdom. Antipaler, 
Son-in-law to Lysimachus King of 
Thrace, killed his Mother, because 
she seemed more inclined to Alex- 
ander ; whefetbre Alexaiu'er sends 
for P}'rrhus to his Assistance : But 
Demetrius corning thiiher, whom 
at the same time Alexander had 
sent for, he drove Pyrrhusand An 
ti pater oat of the Country, killed 
Alexander, and made himself Masr 
ter of Macedonia. 

After this he raised a great Array 
of 98,000 Foot, and }'i,000 Horse, 
with a Fleet of 500 Sail, in order to 
recover Asia. But Seleucus, Lysi- 
iuachus, Ptolemy and Pyrrhus, op- 
pose him with united Force. Being 
turned out of Macedonia, and ter- 
rified with the Revolt of the Cities, 
be was obliged to surr^snder him- 
self to Seleucus, who had his 
Paughter Stratonice in Marriage, 
and freely gave her up ta his Son 
Antiochus, who was passionately in 
love with her, to the Hazard oi his 
Ufe* With him he ingloriously 
' ended his Days, in Luxury and 
Kiot, three Years alter he was ta- 
ken. 

. Not long after the three first of 
the Conq.ueror8 died. Ptolemy, the 
Son of Lagus, leaving his Kingdom 
to his Son Philadelphus. Ly;sima- 
qhus passing over into Asia against 
Seleucus, died in Battle^. 7 1 Years 
of Age ; and Seleucus in the 77th, 
sevien Months after him« the last of 
9li Alexander's Fellow SoWiers^ 
being trepanned by Ptolemy Ce- 
i^unus. Brother of Phi-ladelphus, he 
l^t|, together with his Life,, the

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Kingdom of Macedonia, which he 
had taken from Lysimachus. 

After Uie Death of Demetrius, 
his Posterity reigned in Macedonia, 
till Perses the Son of Philip, of 
whom we shall speak hereafter. 

Pyrrhtts whom we have had Oc- 
casion to mention above, was one 
of the most Illustrious Princes of 
bis Time/ He was the Son of ALtL- 
cides. King of the Molossi; and blu- 
ing forced out of his Kingdom, he 
was first entered in War under 
Demetrius Poiiorcetes, to whom 
his Sister Deidamia was married ; 
for he served under him in the fa- 
mous Battle^ in which Demetrius 
with his Father Antigonus, was 
overthrown at Ipsus Afterwards 
by the Assistance of Ptolemy, he 
recovered his Country ; being in- 
vited into Macedonia by Alexander 
the Son of Cassander, he claimed a 
Part of it to himself, from which 
being beat by Demetrius Poiiorce- 
tes, he carried on the War for some 
Years, partly by himself and partly 
in Conjunction with Lysimachns, 
Ptolemy, and Seleucus; the Re- 
ward of which was Macedonia, 
which he held only for seven 
Months. By and by, being sent for 
by the Tarentines into Italy, he 
made War against the Romans. 
lie likewise in the mean Time, at- 
tempted Sicily ; but was obliged to 
quit both that and Italy, and re- 
turn into his own Kingdom again. 
After which he again made himself 
Master of Macedonia, by driving 
•at Antigonus, the Son of Deme- 
trius. At last being sent by Cleo- 
ttimus tlie Spartan, the Son of

Antigonus, he lost his Life at Ar- 
gos, in the Year before Christ 272, 
being the 23d of his Reign. 

About these Times the Gauls 
broke in upon Thrace and Greece ; 
anii first into Thrace, undet their 
General Cambaules, but returned 
again iiU«) their own Country. The 
second Time they divided their 
Forces into three Parts ; some fell 
upon Thrace, under the Conduct 
ot Cerethiu5^ olliers upon P«nna>- 
nta, uDder Brennasand Adcborias. 
Bi%ias kd the rest into Macedonia 
and lUjfcicania and gave the Mace- 
donians a great Overthrow, in 
whidi Ptoieniaeas Ceraunas was 
slain. But at last the Barbarians 
were driven oat of Macedonia, by 
Sosthenes, who by that good Ser- 
vice got the Kingcoin. Afier this 
the Ganb imde a third Irraption 
into Greece, under their Generah 
Brennos and Adchorios; their 
Army consisted of 153,000 Foot 
and 20,000 Horse. They were 
first defeated at Thermopybe, then 
at Funassus whither they crame in 
order to take and rifle the Temple 
at DelphcK, in which Battle Bien- 
nosloU his Life. 

About these Times the Common" 
ircaith of the Achaeans had if 
Kise, that is to say in the Year of 
Christ 2SK The Dymaeans, Pa- 
Irensians, Tritatensuan*, and Pha- 
lacensians, fir*t begun the Union, 
and the rest afterwards johied 
Ibem* At the Beginning they 
cho»e yearly a Secretary and two 
Praetors out of the several Cities, 
each in his Turn ; but after 25 
Y.ears they thoaghi fit to hav^e bul 
Qiie rr«toc

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The Commonwealth grew very 
great bv the good Conduct of 
Aratus the Sicyonian ; who in the 
twentieth Year of his Age,aUempt* 
ed to deliver the Cities of Greece^ 
which were mostly in Subjection 
to Tyrants, from their Yoke, and 
that of the Macedonians. He be- 
gaii first with his ovvn Country, by 
driving out the Tyrant Niocles, 
and joined with the common As* 
aembly of the Achsans^in the Year 
before Christ 253. And whereas 
about 500 banished Sicyonian^ 
were restored to their Native 
Country again, and upon their Re- 
turn demanded their Estates, Ara« 
tut went into Egypt, and got from 
Ptolemasua Phtladelphus l50Ta- 
lenis to make them Satisfaction 
with. Eight Years after he was 
made Prxtor, and a Year afler bore 
the same Ofiice again ; when he 
drove the Macedonian Garrison, 
Commanded by Persaeas, out of 
the Citadel of Corinth, and de- 
livered iliai City from the Mace- 
donian Yoke. 

About the same Time there hap- 
pened a great Disorder at Lacedae- 
mon, in the Reign of Agis and 
Leontdas. - Agis being not yet 20 
Years of Age, and desired to Re- 
store the obsolete Discipline of 
Lycurgus, endeavoured to bring 
it about by a Remission of Debts, 
and a Division of Lands ; but the 
chief Men of the City, and amongst 
them Leonidas, the other King, 
opposed it ; notwithUanding he 
persisted in his Design, having en- 
gaged Lysander, one of the Ephori, 
to assist him in his Undertaking ; 
by whom Leonidas was impeached 
and deposed* and his Authority

Son-in-Law. Afterward; new E- 
pliori succeeded, and calling Ly-^ 
«ander and the other Favourers of 
Agis to Account, both the Kings 
come into the Forum, with a great 
Attendance of their Friends, de- 
<pose the Ephori, and place others 
of their own Party in their Room. 
Amongst the rest Agesilaus, a Man 
of great Estate, but very much in 
Debt; who thcxefoFC persuaded 
Agis, beioi« he proceeded upon 
the Agrarian Law^ to propose a 
Discharge fxom all Debts. And 
Agis having taken his Advice, 
when they came to a Division of 
Lands, Agesilaus began to play his 
Tricks, and decline ^he Business^ 
which Things alienated the Af- 
iections of tl^ Spartans from Agis, 
wherefore Leonidas was, by a 
Ccmfederacy of his Enemies, re- 
called from Banishment, and re- 
stored to his Kingdom. Agis and 
JCleombrotus fled for their Lives 
to the Temple of Minerva Chalci- 
.•escsL, Cleombrotus having obtain- 
ed his Life by his Wife Chelonis, 
the Daughter of Leonidas, went 
into Banishment,,and thither Che- 
lonis followed him. Agis being 
•seized by the £phori,and condemn- 
ed to die, «vas hanged. 

Leonidas dying some Time af- 
ter, Cleomenes reigned, a Youth 
of a great, but a hot and violent 
Spirit, and an extraordinary Soi* 
dier. He defeated J n se%'eral Bat- 
tles, the Achaeans, who at that time 
were very strong and powerful^ 
And carried their Arms up and 
•down Peloponnesus under the 
Command of Aratus; the Lace- 
4aemoma0s having quitted their

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Alliance for thai of the ^toIians« 
with whom they were at War. 

For the Achaeans, at this Time 
more especially', under the Direc- 
tion of Arilus, pushed on iheir De- 
sign of forming one Commonwealth 
<5ul of all the Cities of Peloponne- 
sus, ^hich the Kings of the Mace- 
donians being apprehensive ot, had 
either placed Tyrants in most of 
them, or did by their Succours, sup- 
port such as had set up themselves: 
Aratus used his utmost Application^ 
partly in deposing them by Force, 
partly ip drawing them over to the 
common League. And therefore, 
while Antigonus Gonatus, Son of 
Demetrius Poliorcetes, was alive, 
he brought over to the League of 
the. Achseans, besides other Towns, 
Sicyon and Corinth, by turning the 
Tyrant out of the tormer, and the 
Garrison of the Macedonians out of 
the latter. But aftec the Death of 
Gonatus, he used his utmost Indus- 
try tor the Delivery of Greece. 
At which Time lie freed Attica 
from the Macedonian Yoke, by 
wheedling Diogenes, who governed 
k, by great Rewards, to betray it. 
After that he delivered the Argives, 
the Hermionians, the Philiasians, 
and others the Tyrants voluntarily 
surrendering themselves, for Fear 
of being betrayed. But the ilitolt- 
ans, and Cleomenes, King oi the 
Lacedaemonians, put a Stop to his 
successful Proceedings ; the former 
out of Envy, and by underhand 
Dealing ; the latter, by Force of 
Arms, routing Aratus and the other 
Generals of the Achaeans, as we 
have already said ; and the more 
easily to accumvplish his Design, he 
took away the Ephori, and assumed

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to himself the whole Power and 
Management of Affairs* and resto- 
red the ancient Dicipline of l^ycur- 
gusy in the Tenth Year of hit 
Keign, and of Rome, 528. Being 
thus delivered from all Apprehen- 
sions at home, he applied himself 
wholly to the Achaean War ; which 
the Achaeans finding .themselves 
unable to carry on> Aratus being 
now in a declining Condition, they 
did by his Advice* send to the Ma- 
cedonians for Assistance. Antigo- 
nus* surnamed Doson, was at that. 
Time King of Msu:edonia. With 
him the Achsans enter into an Al- 
liance, putting into his Hands the 
Citadel of Corinth, and toon after 
declaring him General of the 
Greeks by Sea and Land. The se- 
veral Parties that came into this 
Alliance were the Macedonians, 
Achaeans, Epirots, , Phocensians, 
Boeotians, Arcadians and Thessa- 
lians. Cleomenes having metAnti- 
gonus breaking in with a mighty 
Army at the Isthmus, he being 
Irighted at the Revolt of the Ar- 
gives, retired to delend his own 
Country. Thus the Macedonians, 
without any Opposition, entered 
Peloponnesus, and the Year after 
made themselves Masters of many 
Towns ; whilst Cleomenes was not 
idle* who took Megalopolis by 
Surprize, and utterly destroyed it, 
because the Inhabitants tho' driven 
from it, refused to enter into an 
Alliance with him, by the Advice 
of Philopoemenes, who was then 30 
Years of Age. At last Cleomenes 
was defeated by Antigonus, in a 
Battle nigh Selasia, a Town of La- 
conica, in the Year before Christ 
221. Cleomenes making his Escape

'JEgypt iQ .Ptolemy Euergetes, 
leaving Lacedsemon» without any 
to (ietend it, to AntigonUs : which 
he entered* and restored ibena their 
Liberty ,and all their former Rights. 
The Day after being informed that 
the Borders of Macedonia were in- 
vaded by the neighbouring Barba* 
rians he marched thither with all 
JSpccd : Where he routed his Ene- 
mies, apd soon alter died, leaving 
Jiis Kingdom to his Son Philip, who 
made War wilh the Romans. 

Cleomenes being honourably and 
kindly received by Ptolemy Eur- 
getcs, after his Death began to be 
suspected by his Successor Philo- 
patcr, who committed him to Cus- 
tody. Out of which at length ma- 
king his Escape, he with a few 
others, running up and down Alex- 
andria, and inviting the Citizens 
in vain to Liberty, laid violent 
Hands upon himself^ in the third 
Year after his coming to Egypt, 

Antigonus Doson being invited 
by the Af haeans to their Assistance 
against Clecmenes, after he had 
conquered him, made a Peace 
throughout Greece ; of which, 
amongst other Conditions, this was 
- one ; Thai the JEXollans should not 
enter Achaia wilh an Army. He 
dying soon alter, his Son Philip 
succeeded him, being not yet se- 
venteen Years of Age. The iEto- 
lians despisiijg his Youth, and hav- 
ing been for some Time weary of 
the Public Quiet, and accustomed 
before to live upon the Spoil, began 
the Breach of the Peace, with the 
Ravage of Messenia, which was 
then in Alliance with-them. The

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-^lolians were commanded by 
Dorimachus and Scopas. The first 
Battle betwixt thera and the Achae- 
an s was fought at Caphyae, a Town 
of Arcadia, im whici) the Achaeans 
were conquered. Tlie ^tolians 
did now witli greater Assurance 
make Havock thro' all Peloponne- 
sus. Against whom Philip being 
invited by the common Consent of 
the Allies, i^to the Number of 
which the Messenians were receiv- 
ed, declareci War against them^ 
wliich was called the War of the 
Allies, jn the Year before Cfirist 
220, when Aratus was Praetor of 
th^ Apb^ans. Lycufg^s being 
m^i^ King oithe Laced ipmonians, 
alier the Death of C legmen es, en- 
tered into '^n AUjance with the 
Mtolimi, and falls jupon the Achse- 
^ns, Th& War cpntioued for ibnee 
Years, wfe^a Philip b«y*»wg he^rd of 
tjie Overthrow of the Romans at 
the Thf asimeae Lake, made PeacQ 
with. the iEtolians, being , desirous 
to sail inio Italy, and comje in for a 
$har« x^ the Victory with Xhe Car- 
thaginians. The Af&ir« of the' 
Greeks, from this Time till the en- 
tire Reduction of them by the Ro- 
roans, fall in. with the Roman His- 
tory.

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THE twelfUi King of the Latins 
after ^neas. was Amulias, 
who circumvented his Brother Nu- 
milor, to whom the Right of Suc- 
cession appertainedf upon the Ac- 
count of his Age. Numitor had an 
only Daughter called Sylvia* whom 
Amttlittt made a Vestal Nun, that 
there might be no Hopes of any 
Posterity by lier; but she (by 
whom she was got with Child un- 
certain) was brought to Bed of 
Twins, Romulus and Remus ; who 
being exposed by the King's Order, 
and privately educated by one 
Faustoitts, a Shepherd, after they 
came to Man's Estate, having slain 
Amulius, restored (heir Grandfo- 
ther to his Kingdom, and' built 
Rome, in the Year 733 before 
Clirist was born. 

Romulus having dispatched his 
Rival Brother,was saluted King by 
his Followers ; and having settled . 
the State of Affairs, being in want 
of Women he seized upon all the 
young Women that came to see the 
Public Ganoes at Rome : upon 
which a terrible and long War with 
Jhe Sabines ensued. The Csrninen*

were conquered. And at last the 
Sabines, under the Conduct of Ta- 
tius, bearing-hard uponlhe Romans, 
by the Interposition of the Sabine 
Women that had been detained at 
Rome, it was agreed upon betwixt 
both Parties, that they should jointly 
inhabit Rome, and Romulus and 
Tatius should reign together. Ta- 
tius being slain six Years after, Ro- 
mulus reigned alone, and complet- 
ed thp Term of 138 Years, having 
conquered the ^>eigbbouring Cl- 
ares. At last, a great Tefmpest 
-arising as 'he held an Assiembly at 
•the Lake of Caprea^ he was na 
where to be fijund, being torn in 
Pieces by the Senators (as many 
are of Opinion) to whom he was 
now grown odious upon, the Ac- 
count of his Crudeyi- ^He first 
d^ivided the City into thirty Cu- 
riae and tiiree Tribes. The Poor 
he put under the Protection of the 
great Ones, whom he named Pa* 
iricn. He triumphed three Times 
dver'hisvanquifrhed Enemies; first 
XTf^t the Capnmen'csand Ant'emna- 
t^s, in which War having slain 
Hreir King Acron with his own 
Hand, he consecrated hi» first 
Spoils to Jupiter Feretrius ; se- 
condly, over the Camerini ; third- 
ly over the Fidenates and Veientes. 
After an Interregnum Of a Year*8 
Continuance, Numa Pompilius, a 
Sabine, and born at Cures, was 
<;ho^en Xing by the Romans, in 
•the 714th Year before Christ was 
'bom 5 who applying himself to the 
•Preservartion en the Pubiic Quiet, 
instituted all the religious Rirtesof 
the Romans. He made an Addi- 
tion of two Months to the Year,

Thie Sd King of the Romans 
was TqUus Hostilias« a Man of a 
restless Temper, and cut out for 
War. He conquered the Albans, 
and destroyed their City, after be 
had first removed the Inhabitants 
and ail their Substance to Rome, 
and tore in Pieces, tied betwixt 
two Chariots, Metius Fusetius, 
Dictator of the Albans convicted 
of Treachery. He triumphed three 
Times over the Albans,, the Fide- 
nates, and the Sabines. He reign- 
ed 32 Years, and perished with his 
Wife and whole Family by Light- 
ning from Heaven. 

The fourth King that reigned at 
Rome was Ancus Martins^ Grand- 
son of Numa Pompilius, by whom 
the Latins were subdued,, and most 
of them taken into tlie City, and 
settled in the Aventine Mount : 
the Janiculum was fortified by him, 
d Bridge made over the Tiber, and 
Ostia built. He reigned 24 Years. 

The fifth King of Rome was 
Tarquinius Priscus, the Son of De- 
Biaratusi a Corinthian. He came 
to Rome from Tarquinii, a Toviri\ 
of Etruria, from whence he was 
called Lucius Tarquinius. Alter 
he came to the Government he 
auginented the Senate, subdued 
the twelve Nations of Etruria, had 
borrowed from them the Ensigns 
of the supreme Power, the Fasces, 
the Trabea, the Curule Chair, the 
Prsetexta, and other Things of that 
Kind. He was slain by the Sons 
of Ancus, after he had reigned 
38 Years.

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• Wis Son-in4aw, Servius TuIIius, 
thesixthin Order, begun h*fs Reign 
in the year 577beloreChnst.He was 
for his rare fitidowments preferred 
before those of the Biood Royal, 
lie first institt^ted the Census>.and ^ 
ordered it to be kept every five 
Years; divided the People into 
Classes and Centuries; and en- 
larged the City. And after ht. had 
governed the Kingdom with great 
Applause 44 Years, he was. mur- 
dered by the horrid Villainy of a 
Daughter, and Tarquin 'his Son-' 
in-law. 



The seventh and last King that 
reigned at Rome, was Tarquin, 
surnamed the Proud, whom most 
of the old Roman Authors affirm 
to be the Son ot Priscus ; but Di* 
onysiuft will have him to be his 
Grandson. He managed the King- 
dom he had procured by his Wick- 
edness, no better than he got it, 
being cruel to the Senators and 
his other Subjects. He conquered 
the Volsci, the Salnnes, and Ga- 
bti ; and having built the Capitol 
with th« Spoils of the Cities he 
had taken, be was at la«t turned 
out of the City and his Kingdom 
too, for a Rape committed by hi» 
Son upon Lucretia^

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KtX^G Tarquin, \vit4i hw Fa- 
mily, being banished, L. Junius 
Brains anvl L. Tarquinius Colla- 
thiiK were made Consuls. The (or- 
mer ^va^ so .severe,that he scourged 
and beheaded his own Sons for fa- 
vonn^ the banished Kings, beitig 
a greater Friend to the public Li- 
berty than his own Family. A 
Field of the Tarquins w4iic4i lay 
betwixt the City and Tiber being 
cx)nsecrated to Mars, was from 
thence called Campus Marti us. 
BfLl.as died in the War against the 
Tarquin8,who prevailed upon some 
of the neighbom-rng Ni.tions to 
assist Ihrm ; amongst the resi, Por- 
<ena. King of Etruria, made War 
upon the Romans in Favour ©f the 
Tarquins. In which War Ihe 
Bravery of Horatias Codes was 
very remarkable, who roaintatned 
the Fight against the victorioos E- 
r.emy till the Bridge was cut down, 
and tlien Swam the River. Nor 
must we pass over in Silence the 
noble Attempt of Mucius Scsevola, 
who secretly entered the Enemy's 
Camp with a resolution to kill the 
King ; but having by Mistake slain 
one of his Nobles, he thrust his 
Hand into the Fire that was upon 
the Altar; which so terrified the 
King that he made Peace with the 
Romans and returned Home again* 

After this the Latins made War 
upon the Romans, under the Con- 
duct of Oclavius Mamilius, Tar- 
quin's Son-in-law ; against whom 
Fosthumius being made Dictator, 
vanquished them in a memorable 
Battle, at th« Lake Regillus.

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Afterwards a War was proclaim- 
ed against the Volsci, who had 
raised some Troops, to send to the 
Assistance of the Latins, in the 
former War. The jFortune of Caius 
Marcius Coriolanus was remark- 
able in that War* who being con- 
demned in his Absence, retired 
mongiit the Voisci, and advised 
j them to renew the War ; for the 
Management of which being cho- 
sen General with Tu Hi us Accius, 
afier he had routed the Romans in 
several £ngagements,and advanced 
op to the very Walls of the City, 
he was so moved by the Prajrers of 
his Mother, that he raised the Siege. 
After the Death of Coriolanus, Uie 
Volsci went on with the War not- 
withstanding, and were, together 
with the JEqai and Hernici,soundly 
beat by Spurius Cassius, that had 
been thrice Consul, who being ele- 
vated by his Success, aspin&d to the 
Throne, but was prevented in his 
Design and thrown headlong from 
tlie Tarpeian Rock. 

In the Year 261 from the Build- 
ing of the City, the common Peo- 
ple being very much in Debt, and 
provoked by the Cruelty of their 
Creditors,retired beyond theAnien 
into the sacred Mount, but were 
reconciled by the prudent Persua- 
sions of Menenius Agrippa ; having 
first obtained from the Fathers, that 
Officers should be appointed to 
sl^reen them from the Violence of 
the Patricii, which were called Tri- 
bunes of the common People. 

After this the Romans had a 
War with the Veientes, which the 
Family of the Fabii undertook to 
manage by themselves ; and having 
pitghed theiil Camp by the River

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Cremera, were trepanned by the 
Enemy, and ciit off in one Day to 
the Number of '206. 

The War with the Volsci conti- 
nued. They wcreofteu conquered, 
especially byT«Quintius Cincinna- 
tu«, who took Anciuin,the Metropo- 
lis of their Nation. Afterwards 
being taken from the Pbugh, and 
nade Dictator against the JEq^i'i, 
he delivered the Consul Minucius^ 
who was besieged by them, and ob* 
liged the Enemy to pass under the 
Yoke. 

In the Year 303 after the build- 
ing of the City, and 451 before 
Christ, the Form of the Govern* 
Bsent was changed; For, instead of 
Consuls, the Decemviri wore set up 
with supreme Power to make Laws 
for the Ronian People, from (liose 
which their Ambassadors had the 
YoarVefore farotighi frofti Greece. 
But abusing theirPovver, they were 
obliged to lay down their Authority, 
and the Consuls and Tribunes ef 
the People were restored. 

In the 3 1 5lh Year of the City, 
Sp. Meiius, upon Occasion at a 
mighty Famine, endeavouring to 
make his Way to a Throne, by di- 
viding Corn annongst the People, 
was slain by the Order of Quin- 
tius Cincinnalus the Dictator, by 
C. Servilius Ahala, Master of the 
Horse, in the foliowiug Year the 
Fidenates revolt to Lars Tolumni- 
us King of liie Velentes, and put 
the Roman Ambassadors to Death, 
who had their Statues erected iti the 
Furum. The Veientes in the next 
Year were subdaed by Mamercus 
-^milius, Dictator. Tolumnius was 
siaiw by CoroeJius Cossus, wlio was

' Censors were set up at Rome 
in the 31 Ith Year of the City, who 
held their Office at first (at five 
Years; but were aftervi*ards, in 
the Year 320 reduced by Maiper- 
cus iEmilius, Dictator, to a Year 
and a halK 

In the Year 323, the Dictator 
A. Posthumius was very successful 
against the iEqui and the Volsci, 
but stained the Victory with the 
Blood of* hi^ own Son, whom he 
beheaded fbr having fought contra- 
ry to his Orders. 

In the Year of the City 358, the 
City Veil was taken by Camillus, 
Dictator, after a Siege of ten Years. 
He likewise reduced the Faiisci, 
not so much by his Arras, as the 
Opinion they had of his Justice. 

But after these mighty Successes, 
the Romans were very nigh ruined 
by the Galli Senones, who having 
laid Siege to Clusium in Etrnria, 
the Romans sent three of the Fa- 
bian Family Ambassadors to them, 
tfvho contrary to the Law of Na- 
tions, marched out into the Field 
with the Clusini against the Ganls; 
which so incensed them, that leav- 
fngCiusium they marched toRorae. 
The Romans were routed and put 
to Flight in the very first Attack at 
Allia. After which the City was 
taken and burnt ; the Capitol, 
whither the Flower of the Roman 
Youth retreated, was besieged, 
and had it not been fbr Manlius, 
who was afterwards surnamedCa- 
pitolinus, had bee« taken by the

But he being awakened bjr the 
gabbling of a Goose, and after 
him others, pushed the Gauls as 
they came up headlong down the 
Precipice. In the mean Time Ca- 
roillus, who was then in Exile at 
Ardea» being recalled and aoade 
Dictator, having raiseid an Army, 
came to Rome, drove them out, 
and at about 8 Miles distant from 
the City, utterly ruined their whole 
Army.

CHAP. m. 



THE City being destroyed by 
the Gauls, the. Romans had 
Thoughts of leaving it> and remov- 
ing to Veii, but were dissuaded 
from that Design by Camillus. But 
Marcus Manlius, who got the Sur- 
name of Capilolinus, for his noble 
Defence of the Capitol, whilst lie 
endea\oured by Ambition and po* 
pnlar Favour to possess himselt of 
the supreme Power, was throw-n 
from the Tarpeian Rock, which he 
bad defendec^ in the Year 370. 

In the Year 377, there was a 
mighty Contest betwixt the No* 
bihty and the Commons. C. Li- 
cinius Stolo and L. Sextius, Tri- 
bunes of the common People, pro- 
posed a Law for chusing one of the 
Consuls out of the Commons. They 
carried their Plot at last, in the 
Year 387> and in the following 
Year L. Sextius was chosen Consul. 

After this the Romans had War 
with the Tiburtes, the Tarquinien- 
ses, and Falisci; and again with the 
th(D Gauls, who being drawn up in

Hie Surname of Corvinus. ♦ 
' But of all their Wars, none was 
more troublesome and lasting than 
ttiat against the Samnites ; which 
the Romans undertook the Year of 
the City 4 1 1 , at the Request of the 
Campani. It lasted 70 Years; tho' 
they were several times beat, as in 
the Year 413, in which the Latins 
rose up in Arms against the Ro- 
mans ; but were the Year after 
conquered by the Consuls Torqua- 
tus and Decius ; the former ofwhich 
beheaded his own Son for fighting 
without his Order ; the other devot- 
ed himself to Destruction for the 
Army. After which the Enemies 
made their Submissionibat by and 
by rebelling, were entirely reduced 
in the Year 416. 

. After this Time (he Gauls made 
a Peace with the Romans, which 
they kept 30 Years. Butabout the 
Year 450, the Cisalpine, together 
with the Transalpine Gauls, and the 
Tuscans,laid was^tethe Roman Ter- 
ritories. The Cisalpine returning 
Home loaden with Spoil, tell toge- 
ther by the Ears about it. Four 
Years after that, having joined the 
Samnites and Tuscans, they fell 
upon the Roman Arnny commanded 
by L. Scipio, the Propr Jeter ; in 
which Battle P. Decius tlie Consul 
devoted himself. 



Ten Years after this, the Galli 
Senones being invited by the Lu-

Decern post hie elabor 
annusy Galhis Sefio Luca* 
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cani, Brutii^Samnites^ and Tuscans, 
besieged Aretium, and having 
vanquished L. Csciltusthe Prselor, 
kill 13,000 of the Romans. Which 
Overthrow the Consul Dolabeila 
revenged upon them soon after, 
and having routed the Gauls, and 
taken iheir City Sena, sent a Colo- 
ny thither. The Boii being moved 
at the hard Fate of the Senones, 
entered into an Alliance with the 
Tuscans, and engaged the Romans 
at the Lake of Vadimon. In which 
Fi^ht almost all the Tuscans were 
slam, and very few of the Boii 
escaped. That happened in the 
Year of the City 47 1, but in the 
i'ollowing Year the Boii were en- 
tirely reduced three Years before 
Pyrrhus came into Italy. 

The Palxpolitani like wise, where 
now Naples is, venturing to make 
War upon the Romans, were sub- 
dued the Third Year after, that is 
to say, in the Year of the City 428, 
by Publius the Proconsul. 

The twelve Nations of the Tus- 
cans rising for the utter Ruin of the 
Roman Name in the Year of the 
City 442, were routed in a great 
Battle by Fabius the Consul, in the 
Year 444, in which were slain or 
taken of the Enemy to the Number 
of 60,000. 

In thte Year 472, the Tarentines 
brought the Romans about their 
Ears by plundering their Fleet and 
beating their Ambassadois, who 
came to complain of the Injury. 
They, together with the Samnites 
and Salentines, were defeated by 
L. iBmilius Barbula. Terrified at 
this ill Fortune, they sent for

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Pyrrhus to their Assistance ; who 
in the Year of the City 47 4, having 
brought over an Army into Italy, 
made War with the Romans, which 
lasted siK Years. In the first En- 
counter the Romans, headed by 
Laevinus, being conquered, not so 
much by theSlrength ot the Enemy, 
as by the strange Shape of the Ele- 
phant s,yielded up the Day. Pyrrhus 
dismissed all the Prisoners without 
Ransom. By and by, having made 
some fruitless Overtures of Peace 
by his Ambassador Cineas, (for 
Appius Claudius obstructed it) he 
engaged the Romans twice, the 
Victory both Times being dubious. 
He was then invited by the Syra- 
cusans into Sicily against the Car- 
thaginians ; where Matters not 
succeedingaccording to his Desires, 
he returns into Italy in the Year 
479, and being defeated, forced out 
of his Camp, and beat from Taren- 
ium, he returned into Epire.

CHAP. IV. 



AFTER this a War broke out 
betwixt the Romans and Cartha- 
ginians, m the Year of the City 
490, occasioned by the Ambition 
and formidable Power of each of 
them. Hiero King of Syracuse, 
and Ally of the Carthaginians, 
made War upon the Mamertini, 
who had seized upon Messana. 
They apply themselves to the Ro- 
mans for Help, who carrying over 
an Army into Sicily, fell upon Hiero 
and the Carthaginians. The For- 
tune of the War was dubious a 
long Time j the Carthaginians

mans by Land. The tuost memo- 
rable Person in all this War was 
Atlilius Regu'us, who having 
brought Ihe Carthaginians very 
J(Hv by two Victories obtained over 
(hem nl Sea and Land, and refusing 
to grant them Peace but upon hard 
Tcrm«, he was vanquiNhed by Xan- 
tippas,the Laredacmonian General, 
and ttikcn Prisoner with 15,000 
Men, S0,000 being sliiin in the 
Year 49&. Being afterwards sent 
to Rome by the Carthaginians, to 
treat with the Senate upon an Ex- 
change of Prisoners, he interposed 
lo prevent it, and returning to Car- 
thage, was put to Death in the 
most cruel Manner imaginable, as 
many Authors tel! us. The first a- 
mong the Romans that obtained a 
Victory by Sea was C. Duilius, in 
the fifth Year of this War. C. Lu- 
tatius gained anotlicr in the 23d 
and last Year ; in which he made 
an End of the War with the Car- 
thaginians, near the Island of -Aga- 
tes. A Peace was concluded upon 
these Terms, that they should 
quit all the islands which lie De- 
twixt Italy and Africa, a])d should 
pay yearly 2200 Talents for 20 
Years together. This happened in 
the Year of the City hi 3, and 241 
before Christ. 

In the Year 519 the. Temple 
of Janus was shul, which very 
rarely happened in Rome; but 
upon the breaking out of new 
Wars w^s presently open again. 
The Ligure*?, the Sardi, and the 
Corsi were subdued. After which 
the Romans had War with the II- 
lyrians, and their Queen Teuta; 
which was dispatched in thrcQ 
Years Time.

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There happened about this Time 
a dreaddii Irruption of the Gauls. 
The Insubces and Boii having first 
sent for some Transalpine Gauls, 
feli upon the Romans, upon the 
Account of the Land in Picene, 
which had been taken from the 
Galli Senones ; and disposed of by 
Fiaminius, Tribune of the Com- 
mons^ by the Agrarian Law, which 
wasmade in the Year of the City 
522. They, were several Times 
worsted, and the Insubres entirely 
subdued, and King Virdumarus 
slain by C* Marcellus the Consul, 
who was the only Person after 
Romulus that consecrated Opima 
Spolia to Jupiter Feretrius, In 
this War Hiero, King of Sicily, 
sent the Romans a vast Quantity 
of Corn, the Price of which he re- 
ceived after the War was ended. 

Alter this followed a second 
War with the Carthaginians, four 
and twenty Years after the End of 
the former; which lasted indeed 
not so long, but was so much 
more terrible for the dreadful 
Slaughter that was made in it (says 
Florus), that if any one compare 
the Losses on each Side, the Peo- 
ple who proved victorious seemed 
more likely to be conquered. The 
Cause of this War was the same 
with that of the former, Ambition 
and the Impatience of the Cartha- 
ginians under their Servitude. 
The first Cause of this Combus- 
tion was Annibal, the Son of Ha- 
milcar, who was General of the 
Carthaginians in the former War, 
and had accepted the Conditions 
of Peace with alieavy Heart. For 
after Affairs were settled in Africa, 
being sent into Spain in the Year

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of the City b\7, be carried Anni- 
bal, that was then nine Years old, 
along with hinif having first bro't 
him to the Altar, and made him 
swear thai he would never be 
Friends with the Romans. Ha- 
iniicar being slain about 9 Years 
aftt;r, Asdrabal his Son-in-law was 
put u|) into his Place. He sent for 
Annibal, and being slain eight 
Years alter, was succeeded by him, 
being in the 27th Year of his 
Age. As soon as he was made 
General, he subdued all bpain 
within the River Iberus. After 
that he fell upon the Town of Sa- 
gunturo with all his Might, and 
took it alter a Siege ol Seven 
Months. All the Saguntini having 
in vain waited for Assistance from 
the Romans, were destroyed, partly 
by the Enemy's Sword, and partly 
by their own Hands. This War 
broke out in Year of the City 536, 
and lasted 17 Years. 

Upon the first coming of Anni- 
bal into Italy, both the Consuls 
were defeated, P. Cornelius at 
Ticinus, and Sempronius at Trc" 
bia. The Ibilowing Year they re- 
ceived a greater Overthrow near 
the Thrasymeae Lake. In the 
mean 1 ime Q. f abius Maximus 
being made Dictator by the Peo- 
ple, recovered in some Measure 
the Roman Affairs. But.the blood- 
iest Stroke was that of Cannae, in 
the Year of tlie City 538, occa- 
sioned by the Rashness of on% of 
the Consuls, Terentius Varro. — 
There were slain in that Battle 
forty thousand Romans. But yet 
their Courage was not cast down 
by this Overthrow ; for they would 
not redeem those that had been

Cannae. In the Year 64^0 the 
Consul Marcelius besieged Syra* 
cuse, which had declared ibr the 
Carthaginians ; which was won« 
derf'uUy defended a long Time by 
the Contrivance of. Archimedes^ 
who was an excellent Astrono- 
zner, but more famous for the In< 
vention of military Engines. It 
was taken at last, with much ado, 
after a Siege ot three years. At 
which Time they tell you, that 
Archimedes being very intent up- 
on his Study, and not minding the 
Hurry and Noise of the Array, 
when they broke into the Town, 
was killed by a Soldier ; that Mar* 
ceilus was much concerned for his 
Death, having given strict Charge 
to hrs Soldiers for the Preservatiun 
of him. 

In the mean Time Laevinus the 
Praetor, stopped Philip King of 
Macedonia, who having made an 
Alliance with Annibal, was ready 
to come into Italy ; and forced 
faim to burn his Fleet, and retreat 
into Macedonia, in the Year of the 
City 542. But in Spain, the two 
Brothers, P. and C. Scipio, who 
had hitherto prevented Asdrubal's 
Passage into Italy to his Brother 
Annibal, and performed a great 
many gallant Things, were, both 
slain, and their Armies destroyed. 
L. Marcus, a Roman Knight, be- 
ing chosen General by the Votes 
of the Soldiers, upheld their tot- 
tering Cause ; by whose Conduct 
in one Night and a Day two 
Camps of the Enemy were taken 
by Assault, and about thirty-seven 
thousand Men slain. The same 
Year Tarentomi except the Cita-

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del, was taken hv Annibal ; and 
Capua besieged by the Romans; 
to draw them from which, Annibai 
marched to Rome. Bui a sudden 
Tempest arising forced him from 
the Walls and the Sight of it. Ca- 
pua was after that surrendered to 
the Romans the Grandei*s of which 
poisoned themselves ; the Senators 
were beheaded, and the City de- 
prived of its Liberty. 

There was a Son of that P. Scipio, 
which we have told you was slain 
in Spain, named likewise P. Scipio, 
who after the Death of hU Father 
and Uncle was sent into Spain, be- 
ing but 24 Years old. There havin? 
performed very great Things, and 
vanquished Asdrubal the Son of 
Giscon, and Mago, drove the Car- 
thaginians out of Spain, in five 
Years after he came there. From 
thence passing over into Africa, be 
made an Alliance with Syphax 
King of the Masylians, and after 
*that with Masanissa King of the 
Masxsttlians. These Things were 
done in the Year 548, and the 
third from the Death of Mar- 
cellus ; who having been success- 
ful in several Battles with An- 
nibal, was at last trepanned by an 
Ambuscade, and slain. In the fol- 
lowing Year, Asdrubal, AnnibaPs 
Brother, was cut off with his Arii^y 
before he could join his Brother, 
by the two Consuls Claudius Nero 
and Livius Salinator. Annibal was 
then in Apulia, opposed by Nero 
the Consul. Livy was encamped 
in Cisalpine Gaul against Asdrubal. 
Nero marched thro' Italy privately 
in six Day's Time, came to the 
Camp of his Colleague with a Part 
oi his Aitay, and having conquered

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the Eniemy, returned to his Camp 
before Annibal perceived that he 
was gone. There are said to have 
been 56,000 of the Eneniy slain in 
the Battle and 5400 taken Prison- 
ers, The Head of Asdrubal was 
thrown before the advanced Guards 
of the Carthaginians by Nero, 

But P. Scipio that he might draw 
Annibal out of Italy, resolved to 
carry the War into Africa. But at 
first that being looked upon as a 
rash Design, he had neither Money 
nor Men from the Government, 
Wherefore having raised none but 
Volunteers, and borrowed Money, 
he first went for Sicily, and from 
thence for Africa, in the Year 550 ; 
-in which Year the Image of the 
Idasan Mother was brought from 
Pessfnnus in Phrygia to Rome, ac^ 
cording to the Advice of the Oracle* 

The General employed against 
him by the Carthaginians was As- 
drubal the Son of Giscon, who had 
contracted his Daughter Soplionts- 
ba to Masanissa. But the Cartha- 
ginians had given her to Syphax, 
(who being in Love witlvthe young 
Lady, laid waste their Country in 
the Absence of her Father and 
Spouse) to take him off frort the 
Roman Alliance At which Usage 
Masanissa being incensed, he gave 
himself up entirely to the Roman 
Interest, and was very serviceable 
to them in reducing the Carthagi- 
nians. 

The Carthaginians, after a great 
many Overthrows, found them- 
selves obliged to recall Annibal out 
of Italy, to the Defence of their 
Countryi where after a fruitless

HISTORY OF ROME. 



Overture of Peace, he was van- 
quished by Scipio> and an End put 
to the War, aRer it had lasted se- 
venteen Years. 

The second Punick War was 
followed by the Macedonian against 
King Philip. What put the Ro- 
mans upon it was the former Inju- 
ries Philip had done them, as like- 
wise the late Vexation Be had given 
their Allies, especially the Athe- 
nians, who being harassed by the 
King, fled to the Romans. At 
lengthTitusQuintius Flaminius put 
an End to the War, four Years af- 
ter it begun, by the Conquest of 
Philip at Cynoscephaiae in Thes- 
saly. 

After this followed the War 
with Antiochus King of Asia, who 
having recovered Syria, and con- 

?uered Scopas, the General of 
toleroaeus Eprphanes, began now 
to be formidable to the Romans, 
against whom Annibal did not a 
iittle inflame him ; who, ibr fear 
of the same Enemy, had fled to 
the King. The Ambassadors of 
the iEtolians too, who were now 
averse to the Roman Alliance, con- 
tributed not a little towards it. 
Antiochus therefore having clap- 
ped up a Peace with Piolemy, to 
whom he gave his Daughter Cle- 
opatra in Marriage, and granted 
Ccelo-Syria and Judea by way of 
Portion, made War upon the Ro- 
mans. Which being begun in the 
Year of the City 562, lasted in all 
three Years. For in the Year .565, 
L. Cornelius Scipio the Consul go« 
ing over into Asia, with his Bro- 
ther P.' Scipio African us, as his 
Lieutenant, did by the Assistance 
chiefly of his Counsel, conquer

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Antiochus. Livy lells us there 
were 50,000 Foot slain in one 
Battle, and 4 000 Horse. A Peace 
was granted Antiochus, upon this 
Condition amongst others, that he 
should recede from all the Coun- 
tries on this Side Mount Taurus. 

After Antiochus was conquered, 
the -^tolians were reduced by Ful- 
vius the Consul; and the same 
Year the Gallo-Graeci were sub- 
dued by the other Consul Cneius 
Manlius. 

In the 149th Olympiad died 
three famous Generals, P. Scipio, 
Annibal, and Philopaemen. Scipio 
was impeached for taking Money 
of Antiochus for the Peace he 
granted him ; after which he re- 
tired to Lilurnum in Campania^ 
and died there in the Year of the 
City 570. Annibal a Year or two 
after (for Historians are not agreed 
upon the Matter) being demanded 
of Prusias King of Bithynia by the 
Roman Ambassadors in order to 
be put to Death, poisoned himself. 
About the same Time Philopaemen, 
General of the Achaoans, vyas taken 
by the Messenians and slain, after 
be had forced the Lacedaemonians 
to a Submission, who had thrown 
off the Achaean Alliance. 

In the mean Time, Philip being 
checked rather than conquered in 
the former War, was very busy in 
making Preparations for another ; 
but before Matters were ripe 
enough for that Purpose hedies,and 
was succeeded by his. Son Perseus, 
who goes on with the Preparations 
of Waragalnst the Romans; which 
was finished in four Years after its 
Beginning, with the Ruin of him 
and the Kingdom of Macedonia

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together, in the Year of the City 
563. The General employed by 
the Romans in that War, was Pau- 
las iCmilius, who in one Battle, 
wherein were »lain 20,000 Men, 
and 11,000 taken Prisoners, put a 
final Period to the Macedonian Emt 
pire in the eleventh Year of King 
Perseus. About the same Time, 
Gentius King of the Illyrians, being 
trepanned into an Alliance by Per- 
seus, was conquered by Anicius the 
Praetor. 

After the Conquest of Antiochus, 
the Macedonians rebelled again, 
but were subdued, and Macedonia 
reduced into the Form of a Pro- 
vince. 

Some Time after, a War broke 
out with the Achaean s, who having 
pulled down the Walls of Lacedae- 
mon, and taken away their ancient 
Laws, had obliged them to unite 
with them ; which the Laced a^- 
monians complained of to the Ro- 
mans, who, sent against the Achae- 
an s Metellus the Praetor, by whom 
they were defeated in two Engage- 
ments at Thermopylae and in Pho- 
cis, and presently after entirely re- 
duced by the Consul L. MUmmius, 
and Corinth, the Metropolis of their 
Nation, burnt. 

The same Year Carthage was 
taken and destroyed. The Occa- 
sion of this War was a Difference 
between Masanissa and the Cartha- 
ginians about their Territories ; 
which Controversy being referred 
to the Romans, they obliged the 
Carthaginians to give up the 
Country in Dispute, and Money 
too, to Masanissa. But the Romans 
had before hand resolved utterly to 
raze Carthage, right or wrong.

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"Cbiefly at the Instigation of Mar- 
cus Cato the Censor^ who^ when- 
ever he gave his Opinion upon any 
Pebate in the Senate^ used finally 
to add, Carthage must be destroy- 
ed. Wherefore in the Year of the 
City 605, Carthage was besieged 
^y the Consuls Manlius and Cen* 
sorinus. They soon after surren- 
dered to the Romans ; but being 
or-dered to demoHsh their City, and 
seat themselves at ten Miles Dis- 
tance from the Sea, they were so 
inflamed with Fury and Despair, 
that they held out even beyond 
t^eir Strength, till in the fourth 
Year, the same in which Corinth 
was destroyed, it was taken by 
P. Cornelius Scipio the Proconsul, 
who was Paulus JLmilias's 5on, 
and had been adopted by the Son 
of Scipio Africanus. About the 
Beginning of the War Masanissa 
King of the Numidians died, in 
the 97th Yearof liis Age, having 
left behind him 44 Sons, and con* 
tinued an Ally of the Ramans near 
^0 Years,

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ABOUT the same Time the 
Lusitanians in Spain beat the Ro- 
mans roost shamefully, under the 
Conduct of Viriathus ; who of a 
Huntsman became a Highwayman, 
and of a Highwayman a General, 
and defeated the Roman Armies 
several Times, But that Over- 
throw was most memorable of all 
others, in which, in the Year 608, 
having routed the Forces of Veti- 
lius the Praetor, he took him Pri- 
soner, and put, him to Death, as

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Appian says. Nor was he the on- 
ly one that was conquered by Va- 
mthus ; but several others undcr- 
wei>t the same Fate. The first 
that was successful against him 
was C. Leelftts the Praetor, m the 
Year 609. After that the Procon- 
flul Quintius Fabius Maximus de- 
feated h»m. In the Year 614« Q. 
Servilius Caspio bassly procured 
him to be assassinated by some of 
^ his own Officers, whom he had 
bribed for that Purpose, to the 
f^reat Dishonour of the Roman Peo- 
ple. 

After this a much more dangerous 
War broke out in Celtiberia. The 
Numantini having received the Se- 
gidenses their Allies, that had escap- 
ed the hands of 4he Romans, being 
commanded by Metellus the Pro- 
consul to deliver «p the Refugees, 
and lay down tlieir Arms, refused 
both. And though they were so 
much inferior to the Romans in 
Number and Strength, they made 
agallant Resistance for some Years. 
The Army of M. Popilius the Pro- 
consul was cut oflT by them, and 
the Year following thirty thousand 
Romans under Hie Consul Manci- 
iius, were routed by four thousand 
of the Numantini ; which Disgrace 
was followed by a roost shameful 
Peace; but the Senate refused to 
ratify it ; wbereibre Mancinus was 
delivered up into their Hands, but 
the Numantini would not re- 
ceive him. At last they were van- 
<]uished in the Field by Scipio, 
who had destroyed Carthage ; and 
being shut up within their own 
Walls, were reduced to that des- 
perate Condition that they al< laid

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and Numantia was levelled with 
the Ground^ in the ninth Year af- 
ter their Revolt from the Romans, 
and from the building of the City 
621. 

Whilst the Romans were still 
at War with the Achaeans and Car- 
thaginians, Macedonia was con- 
quered a third Tjtne ; which An- 
cfri«cus, a Fellow of mean birth,who 
pretended himself to be Philip the 
Son of Perseus, had possessed him- 
self of. He was conquered by Q« 
Ca?cilius M 'ellus, with the slaugh- 
ter of Iwenty-five thousand of his 
Men. Metellus had itom .Mience 
the Surname of Macedonicus. 

Whilst the Romans were -en- 
gaged in the Numantine War, there 
was a Rising of the Slaves in Sicily. 
A Syrian^ by Name Eunus, pre- 
tending a Divine Inspiration, called 
the Slaves to Arms and Liberty^ as 
it were by the Order of the Gods, 
and having raised a vast Army, con- 
sisting of no less than seventy thou- 
sand Men, and vanquished four 
Roman Praetors^ he wa^ at last 
routed by P. Rupilius the Consul, 
i-n the Year of the City 622. 

Attalus, Son of Eumenes King ef 
Phrygia, when his Uncle Attalus 
w^s dead, (who afler Eumenes 
Death had managed the Kingdom 
as his Guardian} reigned flveYearsj 
and dying about the Year of the 
City 621, made the Roman People 
his Heir ; which Aristonicus, a Son 
of Eumenes by one of his Mistresses, 
taking amiss, he seizes upon Asia, 
and cuts off the Army or Crassus 
the Praetor. Afterwards he was 
vanquished by the ConsulPerperna, 
and ail End was put to the War tlie

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Year following, 625, by M^ AquiJius 
the Consul. This was a melancholy 
Year for the Death oF Scipio Afri- 
can us, who was found dead in hh 
Bed, not without 1 he Suspicion of 
being poisoned by his Wife. 

The Year in which Altai us made 
the Roman People his Heir there 
was a terrible Sedition at Rome. 
For Tib. Gracchus, Tribune of the 
Commons, having made the Agra- 
rian Law, that ^ no Body should 
possess above 500 Acres of Land, 
and proposing to have tlie Money 
of King Attalus divided amongst 
the People, and likewise suing ibr 
the TriDuneship agaiiist the Year 
following, the Senators being very 
much disturbed at the Matter, he 
was, by the Procurement of P. 
Corn. Nasica, slain in the Capitol, 
whither he had fled for Refuge* 

After the Death of Tiberius, hk 
Brother Caius pursuing the same 
Design, was taken off by Opimius 
the Consul, and, together with him, 
Fulvius Flaccus that had been Con- 
sul. 

In the Year of the City 629, the 
Romans fir^t made War upon the 
Gauls beyond the Alps. They be- 
gun with the Saiii and Allobroges, 
whom Fulvius Flaccus (the same 
that tour Years after, as i have al- 
ready said, was slain with C. Grac- 
chus) subdued. In the year 6.'i3, 
Fabiiis the Consul made an End of 
the War with the JVllobroges. He 
conquered Bituitus, King of the 
Arverni, in Battle. The King him- 
self coming to Rome to satisfy the 
Senate, was confined at Alba. Then 
Galli Narbonensis was made a

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Province, and a Colony sent to 
Nar bou in the Year 636. 

The Romans were after this' al- 
aiost perpetually at War with the 
Gauls, by whom they were often- 
tinoes soundly beat ; but above ail 
others the Cimbri and Teutones 
were Terrible to them; who 
marching for Italy, and not being 
able to prevail with the Senate fur 
Room to settle in, they routed M. 
Siktnus the Consul. And the Year 
following Scaur us was defeated by 
the Cimbrt, and L. Casstus by the 
Helvetii Tigarini the Year after 
Ihat. But the Overthrow of Q. Csc- 
pio was more memorable than all 
the rest. He had plundered Tho- 
louse in the Country of the Tecto- 
sagae, and had carried off i 00000 
Pounds of Gold, and 15 hundred 
thousand Pounds oF Silver. 7'his 
was done in the Year of the City 
648. But the following, he, .with 
C. Manillas, paid for his Sacrilege^ 
with the utter DestruQtion of the 
Roman Army. 'Tis certain there 
was slain in that Battle of. the Ro- 
mans and their Allies, . fourscore 
thousand, and of Servants that fol- 
lowed the Camp threescore thou?: 
sandw 

At length the Teutones amd the 
Ambrones were almost all destroy- 
ed, two hundred thousand being 
s)ain, and seventy thousand taken 
Prisoners, by C. Marius the Consul 
In the Year 652. And the following 
c Year, the same Marius, in Conjunc- 
tion with C'^tulus defeated the 
Gimbfi that were making thetr 
Way through Norfcum slew 120, 
000/ and took .60,000 Prisoners.

HISTORY OF ROME. 



With 80 many Victories did Ma- 
rius consummate the Glory he had 
got in the War with Jugurtha. 
For in the Year of the City 643, 
a War was undertaken against Ju- 
gurtha, Kingof Numidia, becau^ 
he had deprived his Cousins Hi- 
empsal and Adherbai, tlie Sons of 
Micipsa, and Grandsons of Masa- 
nissa, of their Lives and Kingdom. 
He prevailed against the Romans 
for some Years» more by his Gold 
than his Arms. But was at last 
brought low by Metellus the Con- 
sul, and finally entirely subdued 
by Mar i us, and delivered up by 
Bocchus King of Mauritania; to 
whom he had fled for Refuge ; af- 
ter which he was carried to Rome, 
to grace the Triumph of Marius, 
and put to Death in Prison. 

This happy Progress of the Em- 
pire abroad, was interrupted by 
frequent and shameful Disorders at 
Home, which were occasioned by 
the Tribunes, Saturninus having 
got the Agrarian Law passed, to 
divide among the People the Land 
which Marius had got, by driving 
the Cimbri out oF Gaul, banished 
Metellus Numidicus that opposed 
him ; but at last was slam himself 
by Marius, then Consul the sixth 
Time in the Year 634 ; and the 
Year following Metellus was re- 
called from Banishment. 

After Saturninus, Livius Dfu« 
suSy Tribune of the Commons, but 
favouring the Senate, being desir- 
ous to restore them to their ancient 
Splendour, and to put the Execu- 
tion of the Laws into their Hands, 
which C. Gracchus had divided 
betwixt them and the Knights, he 
passed the same Agrarian Laws,

ing not able to bring about, he 
feD under an universal Odium* and 
was stabbed no body knew how, 
in the Year 663. 

After this the Romans were en« 
gaged in two most difficult and ter- 
rible Wars almost at the same 
Time ; one in Italy, and the other 
without. That was called I he Social 
or Marsic War, because the Marst 
had been the first Beginners of it ; 
for all tiie Latins, and most of the 
People of Italy, being disgusted, 
that they who were Sharers in all 
the Hardships and Dangers of 
War, sliould be excluded from the 
Honours and Dignities of the 
State ; and being baulked in their 
Hopes of obtaii ing the Freedom 
of the City by Drusus, endeavour- 
ed to compass by Force of Arms, 
which they could not get by fair 
Play. They first attempted in the 
Latin Ferise to assassinate both the 
Consuls, Philip and Cxsar; bat 
the Matter being discovered, they 
openly revolted, massacred Q. 
Serviiius the Proconsul, Fronteius, 
and all the Romans at Asculum. 
After this the War was carried on 
with various Success. Cn. .Pom- 
pey Strabo, Father of Pompey the 
Great, distinguished himself upon 
this Occasion. He forced the Ves- 
tini and Peligni to Submission, and 
triumphed upon that Account. 
Likewise L. Sylla Caesar, the Con- 
sul's Lieutenant, did, by his great 
Successes against the Enemy, ob- 
tain the Consulship, in which he 
made an End of the War. 

After this broke out a War be- 
twixt the Romans and Miihiidates,

Poet hie helium infer Rf 
manus ^ Mithridates t 
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who having taken off Ariarelhes, 
King of Cappadocia, his Sister's 
Huj%and, tt>gether with his Son 
of the same Name, had seized up- 
on his Kingdom ; but being /orced 
to forego what he had unjustly 
got, Ariobarzanes was nominated 
King of Cappadocia by the Senale^ 
but forced out of his Dominions by 
Mithridates^ and restored by Sylla. 
After this he was once more driven 
out of Cappadocia, by Mithridates, 
as was likewise Nicomedes out of 
Eithynia. But both recovered their 
Dominions^ again by a Decree of 
th<3 Senate; which Mithridates be- 
ing offended at, he invades Cappa- 
docia and Bithynia, routs the Ro- 
man Armies, and massacred all tl)e 
Italians throughout Asia in one 
Day ; reduced Macedonia, Thrace, 
Greece, and Athens. The Consul 
Syila marching against him, takes 
Athens ; and having defeated his 
Generals, forced him to a Peace up- 
on the Conditions of his quitting 
Asia, Bithynia and Cappadocia.

CHAP. VI. 



MARIOS^ though now broke 
with Age and Years, yet being 
very ambitioqs of being employed 
against Mithridates could not bear 
with Patience the bestowing- that 
Province upon Syila. Wherefore 
he prevailed, by the Means of C. 
Sulpicius the Tribune of the Com- 
mons to have it taken from Sylla, 
and bestowed upon himself. At 
which Syila being enraged, seized 
u{>on iae City, and living slain

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Sulpicius, obliges Marius to fly from 
it. In his Absence, Cinna the Con- 
sul, making a Disturbance, was 
beat out oi the City, and being 
joined by Marius, Carbo, and Ser- 
torius, assaults Rome; and having 
taken it, puis a great many of the 
Romans to the Sword. Marius 
died a natural Death the Year fol- 
lowing. 

Sylla having made Peace with 
Mithridates, returned into Italy, 
and made an End of the Civil War 
in two Years Time, by the De- 
feat of Carbo> Norbanus, young 
Marius, and others; and being 
declared Dictator, took off a gi eat 
many of Marius's Party by a Pro- 
scription. Q. Sertorius retired 
into Farther Spain^ where he held 
cut for some Years very bravely. 

Sylla having in the Year 675 
laid down the Dictatorship, died 
the Year follow mg of the Lous^ 
Disease, in the sixtieth Year of his 
Age. After whose Death, Lepi- 
diis the Consul endeavouring to 
siake void the Acts of Sylla, 
was forced out of the City by his. 
Colleague Catulus. And the Year 
following, advancing up to the 
City with an Army, he was de- 
feated by the same Catulus and 
Cneius Pompey, and fled into' 
Sardinia, where he fell ill and died. 
The same Pompey being sent into 
Spain against Sertorius, performed 
no great Matter; but his being 
treacherously slain by his own men, 
he easily recovered that Province 
in the Year 681. 

In the mean Time the War with 
Mithridates broke out again, while 
Sylla was yet living; and after

Interim Mithridates bet- 
lum^ vivus adfiuc Sylla^ re» 
crudesco ; Impost Sylla mor^ 
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S}Ila's Death, Mithridalej having 
entered into an Alliance with Ser- 
torius, and seized by Force of 
Arnas upon Bilhynia, which Nico- 
medes at his Death in 679 had left 
to the Roaian People, L. Luculius, 
Consul, in 680, went against him ; 
and being very successful both by 
Sea and Land he obliged him to 
fly, first into Pont us, and presently 
after to Tigranes in Armenia. Lu- 
culius conquers Ponius, and defeats 
both the Kings who engaged him, 
with an Army of two hundred 
thousand Foof, and sixty thousand 
Horse, in the Year ot the City 
685. After this, Tigran<H:erta, 
the Capital of Armenia, and Nisi* 
bi>, two very great Cities, were 
taken. But this excellent General 
being forsaken by his own lyien, 
was obliged to quit the Fruit of 
his Toil and Victories to Cn. Pom- 

iiey, in the Year 638 ; who having 
breed Tigranes to surrender him- 
self, obliged him to content him- 
self with Armenia; and whilst he 
pursues after Mithridates, adds, 
the Iberians and Albanians to the 
Roman Empire, in. the Year 689. 
Finally, Mithridates in the Year 
691, being every where beaten, 
thought of flying into France, but 
being discouraged by the Revoh 
of his Son Pharnaces, and the Ar- 
my he slew himself 

Whilst the War with MLthridates 
was warmly carried on, there broke 
out another with the Slaves, in the 
YearoftheCity68L OneSpartacus 
Oenomanu.sandCrixusGladiators, 
having broke a School of Gladiators 
at Capua, belonging to Lentulus, 
and gotten together an Army of 
Pesperadoes, routed the Roman 
Armies several Times, but at last

Pompey likewise subdued the Pi- 
•rates^ who, at the Ins.tigation of^ 
Mithridates, infested the Seas, hav- 
ing an Extraordinary Coaimission 
for that Purpose by the Gabinian 
Law, 

Whilst Pompey is enlarging the 
Roman Empire abroad, iJie Head of 
the Empire was in no small Danger 
from a Conspiracy which Calaiine, 
Lentulus the Praetor, and Cethcgus, 
and other Senators, had entered in- 
to, to murder the Consul Cicero, 
and to burn and plunder the City. 
But their Designs were prevented 
by the Vigilance of the Consul. * 
Cataline being forced out of the 
City repaired to the Army, which 
some ofiiis Accomplices had drawn 
together. Lentulus and the rest of 
the Ring leaders of the Plot, were 
put to Death. This happened in 
the Year 691, and the following 
Year Cataline was defeated by Pe- 
treius Antony tlie Proconsul's 
Lieutenant, and slain in the Fight. 

The whole World being now al- 
most subdued; the Roman Empire 
was arrived to that Grandeur that 
it could hardly extend itself farther. 
No outward Force was sufficient to 
ruin it ; it fell by its own Power, 
which was occasioned by the Am- 
bition of tbe leading Men, and the 
Civil Jars that arose from thence. 

C. Csesar, after the Time of bis 
Praetorship in the City was expired, 
obtained the Province of Lusitania ; . 
and by the great Things he per- 
formed there, deserved well the 
Honour of a Triumph ; but post-

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poned the Hopes of that to the 
Consular Dignity ; for which while 
he made all possible Interest, Pom- 
pey unites with Caesar and Crassus^ 
LucuIluSy and some other of the 
Grandees opposing his Acts/which 
he desired might be ratihed by the 
Senate. Thus Caesar carried the 
Consulship in the Year 69$, in 
which he establii>hed the Acts of 
j^oropey by the Senate, and divided 
the Public . Land in Campania 
amongst the Citizens. He married 
his Daughter Julia to Pompey, and 
took a Wife for himself, Calpurnia, 
the Daughter of Piso. Having by 
these Arts, and a boundless Gene- 
rosity, gained Ihe Favour of all 
Ranks and Degrees of Men, he 
procured the Province of Gauls, 
which he governed for nine Years, , 
during which Time he reduced all , 
Gaul, which is comprehended 
within the Pyrenxan Mountains, 
the Alps, the Rhone,and the Rhine, 
into the Form of a Province, and 
imposed a Yearly Tribute upon it. 
He was the first of all the Romans 
that attacked the Germans beyond 
the Rhine. He likewise visited the 
Britains, where nore before, him 
had ever come. In this Iplerval, in 
the Year 698,^e entered into an 
Association with Pompey and Cras- 
sus; by Virtue of which he was to 
have France continued to him. 
Pompey was to have Spain and 
Crassus Syria, in order to a War 
a^^ainst the Parthians ; to which he 
accordingly went in the Year 699, 
and the third Year after perished 
inost miserably, with the greater 
Part of his Army; after which the 
Parthians made an Irruption into 
Syria, but were bravely repulsed 
by Cassius.

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After iHe Death of Crassus^ Pom- 
"pey being not able to endure an 
£c|ua}> nor Caesar a Superior, the 
Civil War broke oat. Pompey's 
Party endeavouring to take away 
from Csesar both his Province and 
Army> as soon as the Time of bis 
Government shouM expire ; whilst 
Caesar's on the other Hand, were 
for serving Pompey in like Marnier. 
At last in the Year 705, in the Con* 
snlshipofC Claudius Marceilus, 
and- L. Cornelius Lentalus, the 
Senate by a Vote obliged Caesar to 
disband his Army by a certain Day. 
Antonius and Cassius, Tribunes of 
the Commons, interposing their 
Authority in vain» leave the Town, 
and repair to Cssar, who advanc* 
iag his Army towards the City, 
^struck such a Consternation into 
Pompey and the Rest, that le.-n'ing 
the City without naore ado, and 
shortly after Italy, they passed over 
into Greece. Caesar went for 
Spain, where he vanquished Petre- 
ius, and Afranias and farced thetr 
Armies to surrender Prisoner* of 
War. In his Return he took Mar- 
seilles and after that was made 
Dictator, to which Office he was 
chosen four Times, and at last had 
ii given him for Life. 

In the Year 196, Pompey being 
defeated by Caesar in 1^ Fields of 
Pl^rsalia^ went to Egypt, where 
he was slain by the Order of Ptole- 
my, in the 59th Year of his Age. 
Thither Cxs»r likewise came the 
follow i)^ Year, and after a very 
dangerous Rencounter, which lie 
happily accomplished, delivered 
the Kingdom of Egypt to Cleopa*' 
tra and her Brother. In the Year 
following he vanquished Scipio and

Cato laid violent Hands upon him- 
self at Utica. The Year that fol- 
lowed was remarkable for the Cor* 
reclion of the Calendar and the 
Year. The same Year likewise he 
conquered Pompey's Sons ; and the 
Year after was slabbed in the Se- 
riate House, by a Conspiracy of 
Brutus and Cassius, and some 
others, in the 56th Year of hisAge. 
Besides these Convulsions^ with 
which Ihe whole World was shat- 
tered there were some lesser Dis- 
turbances .happened a little before. 
JClodius Pulcher being made Tri- 
bune of the Commons, banished 
Cicero for having condemned the 
Associates of Cataline to Death 
wixhout a Trial ; which Calamity 
he bore too meanly, and by no 
means agreeable to the Dignity of 
his Life past. But he was recalled 
the Year after bv the Procurement 
of Pompey and Len lulus Xhe Con- 
sul, and received with the greatest 
Honour. The same Clodiufi de- 
clared Cyprus to belong to the 
Kom^n People, and Cato being 
sent to take Possession of it, Ptole- 
my, King of the Island having first 
thrown aHhis Money into the Sea, 
prevented his Disgrace by a volun- 
tary Death. The Senate bestow- 
ed the Prastorship upon Cato, at 
his Return, by a Vote of the House, 
without any Election ; which Ho- 
nour he refused, being desirous :to 
obtain it raiher by the free Votes 
of the People. But he was baulk- 
ed of his Hopes, and put by the 
Office he sued for by a Faction of 
Pompey and Crassus, and Vatinius 
preterred before him.

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Bribery and Corruption ruling 
in all Elections, and the Candidates 
making most dismal Confusiouj 
after a long Interregnum, Pompey 
was naade Consul without a Col* 
league, a Thin^ wholly new and 
never heard oi before ; .in which 
Office lie made a severe Inquiry 
into all other Misdemeanours, as 
likewise into the Death of Clodius, 
whom Milo killed the same Year ; 
ibr which he was banished. 

After the Death of Cxsar, Anto- 
ny the Consul so infkjmed the Peo- 
ple by a seditious Harangue, that 
they burnt his Body publickly, and 
threatened to fire and pull down 
the Houses of the Assassins, Oc- 
tavius^ Caesar, the Son of Accia,~ 
Julius's Sister, was his adopted Son 
by Will. He being slighted by 
M. Antony, raised an Army of ve- 
teran Soldiers and opposed his ty- 
rannical Proceedings. Antonius 
extorted from the People by Force 
the Province of Gaul, but his Pas- 
sage thither was opposed by D. 
Brutus at Modena> where he was 
besieged by Antony. 

Iti the Consulship of Hirtius and 
Pansa, and the Year of the City 
711, by the Instigation of Cicero. 
Antony was declared an Enemy, 
and a War undertaken against him, 
and Octavius joined in Commission 
with the Consul9,with the Power 
of Proconsul, being tben about the 
20th Year of his Age. There was 
a dreadful and bloody Battle fought 
near Modena, in which all Caesar's 
Life guards were slain to a Man : 
.but Antony was routed and the 
Siege raised, yet both the Consuls 
were slain.

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In Macedonia Brutus took off 
C. Antooius, M. Antony^ Brother 
who was intriguip;; against him, 
and got t£>getb€r a ibruiidable Ar- 
my. Upon which the Stnate re- 
solved by Degrees to take down 
Octavius> for i'ear of his growing 
too great ; which he being appre- 
hensive of, enters into an Associa^ 
tion witli Antony and Lepidus. 
And they were all three Qonse- 
quenlly made Commissioners for 
settling the Commonwealth ; who 
having divided the whole Empire 
into three Parts, proscribed a great 
many ot ihe Romans, aud amongst 
the rest M, TulJy Cicero; who 
whilst he was endeavouring to 
make his Escape into Gfeec*e, was 
slain by Popiliuj;^ a Captain, whose 
Cause he had pleaded in a capital 
Action. There was dreadful Ha- 
vock made in this Proscription. 
The Epitome of Livy speaks of no 
less than 1 SO 3<^natQrs. The same 
Year gave Beginning to one of the 
finest Cities of France, Lyons. 

The Year following, Octavius 
and' Antony fought a Battle with 
M. Brutus and the principal of the 
Conspirator?, nigh the City Philip- 
pi. The right Wings were victo- 
rious on boih Sides ; and on both 
Sides the Camps were plundered. 
But Cassius who was in ihe Wing 
that was routed, giving up all for 
gone, slew himself. Brutus being 
defeated in another Engagement, 
did likewise put an End to his own 
Life, being then 37 Years of Age, 
and none of Caesar*s Assassins liv- 
ed above three Years after, being 
all taken off by a yiolent Death, as 
Suetonius says.; &6me tOQ slew

After the Victory, Antony went 
for Asia, andOctavius for Italy; 
v^here he was engaged in War with 
L. Antony> the Brother of the Tri- 
umvir, and his Wife Fulvia, a Wo- 
man of amarily Spirit. He forced 
lir from the Town ; after which 

I being' declared an Enemy, he be- 
sieged him in Perusia, and ol^Uged 
him to surrender. In the niean 

' Time the Parthians being invited 
by Labienus, one of Pom pey's Party, 

' made an Irruption into Syria ; 
whom Ventidius after a very signal 
Overthrow, in which the King was 
slain, drove out again and recover-! 
cd. Syria. 

Sex. Pompey, Cn.'s Son, having 
a Fleet at his Command, infested 
the Seas, with whom Caesar made 
a- Peace, which was quickly broke. 
An Engagement fbllowed» wherein 
Fompey was worsted and forced to 
Aee. He was soon after put to 
Death, by the Order of M. Antony, 
under whose Protection he had put 
bimseli About this Time Aaiony^ 
made an attempt upon the Parthi- 
ans, by whom he was most shame- 
fully beaten. 

At iast« Antony. b^ing entirely 
devoted to hii Ck^opatra,. divorced 
Octavia, Caesar's Sister, and decla* 
red War against him in which he 
was at last defeated by Sea, near 
Actium, a Promontory of Epire. 
Gsesar had upwards of 400 Ships, 
and Antony about 200» but so pro- 
digiously large that they looked 
like Castles and Cities marching 
through the Sea. The Fright of 
Cleopatra turned the Fat6 ofa da«

CHAP. VIL 



AFTER the Death of Antony 
and Cleopatra^ Egyp^ ^^^ rediiced 
into the Form ot a Province.> Csv* 
sar, in the Year 72S» tfiuoiphed 
tbree Times, for the Conquest of 
Oalmatia, the Victory at Actium, 
and the Reducing of E^gypt. After 
which he advised with Agrippa^and 
Mecaenas, either seriously or pre- 
tendedly» about the' laying down* of 
his Authority. A^rippa wa9 for it, 
Mecsenas againstMt, whose Advice 
he resolved to follow; but bcought 
a Bill nevertheless into the Senate 
to divest himself of his Power, and. 
by thai Stratagem got it secured:toi 
him by both hienate and Peoplorin 
the Year 726. 

Cornelius Gallos, » Roman 
Knight, Governor of Egypt, being, 
banished for hi« insolence, slew 
himself. Augustuscarriedona War 
against the Cantabriand Aosturs 
for some Years, by his Lietttenant»; 
that is to say, from the Ifear 7Q9 to 
735, in wluch they wero entirely 
reduced by Agrippa; wlio.upon his; 
Return refused a Triumph which 
was offered him. Phraates Kjng. of 
the Parthians aboutUhis Time re^ 
stored the Rbman Standardis tha£i 
had been taken, from. Crass us. 

Two of hts Friends, Mecaenas 
and M. Vipsanius Agrippa, he had 
a.paiticttlar Esteem m- above all

Tiberius having g»t th^e Ttfibutii* 
tiati Power- for five Years, was Sent 
to detlk* tiie AfHar^^of Armenia. 
Seon af^r he retired to Rhodes, 
where for fear ©f faJii«g ander tiie 
Ditipleasafe of his Step^Sons* he* 
eontinoed sev«n ¥eai^ Bat thd 
Occasion of hh Retirement was hiir 
Aversion* for hi* Wife Julia, who 
spent her Time iai all Manner of 
Debauchery > whom Augustus, up- 
on a Di^overy of her F^anks> ba*- 
xiished. 

The Age of this Emperor pro- 
duced several great Geniuses. 
Affiongsf the Greeks Dionysius 
Hajfcarnassensis- ai^d- Nicholas D^- 
inacenu^ were fhmous fbr their Ta^ 
lent in the writing of History } and 
amongst the Latins Cornelius Ne- 
pos>Attiisus'sSon''in'lkw'andS)irlUstv 
wh& died fauv Yiears before i\{^ 
Fight at A^tfum; In thisAge Hfcc- 
wtse liv^ thosc^ ceiebratttd Peetsr>

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Augasttts died at Noia in Cam- 
pania. in the i4lh Year of Cbrist, 
and in the 76th Year of his Age ; 
having held the Empire, by hiroself, 
from the Death of M. Antony, 
three and forty Years, an excellent 
Prince and necessary tor those 
Times. 

He was succeeded by Tiberias, 
a Prince of a savage Disposition, 
and given up to all Manner of 
Debau* hery ; he was the Son of 
Livia by riero. He dissembled 
his Vices at the Beginning of his 
Reign with wonderiul Art, out of 
Fear of Gerraanicus his Brother's 
Son, whom he had adopted at the 
Command oi *his Father*in-law ; 
who had gained a mighty Reputa- 
tion by his Virtues and Exploits in 
War, and 1\'as therefore looked up* 
on with a jealous £^e, as titter fur 
the Empire than himself. He re« 
moved him from Germany, where 
he had wonder ul Success against 
the Enemy, into the East to fight 
againt»t the Paj thians, in the Year 
769, having sent at the same Time 
Cn. Piso into Syria, betwixt whom 
and German icus was a mortal 
grudge. Wherefore GermiCnicus 
died, not without the Suspicion of 
being poisoned by him, for which 
being prosecuted at Rome by 
Agrippina, Germanicus's Lady, he 
prevented his Sentence by a volun« 
tary Death 

Alter that ^lius Sejanus, a Ro- 
man Knight, was raised by Tiberi- 
us, who after a great many wicked 
Pranks, aiming now at no less than 
the Empire itself, was by one Let- 
ter of Tiberius, to the Senate, 
thrown from the Top of all his 
Grandeur, and died by the Hand

About the 13th Ycsar of his 
lleign he retired to Caprea, an Is- 
landon theCoastof Campania^with 
a Design never to come more at the 
Town, where, he privately wallow- 
ed in ail Manner of Debauchery, 
and died in the 23d Year of his 
Keign, to the great Joy of every 
Body, being then in the 78th of his 
Age. 

JESUS C///2/Sr the Son of Gpd, 
was bom of the Virgin Mary in the 
Reign of Augustus, and crucified in 
^hat of Tiberius, being then foar and 
thirty years of Age* 



Cains Caftsar Caligula, %o called 
from a Shoe woril by the 6oI<tiery, 
which when a Boy, he used in the 
Camp^ succeeded Tiberius, being 
the Son of GeFmanious and Agrip- 

Jkina, the Daughter oi Agnppa, and 
uh'a. He was then einered intx^ 
the Hsre and twentieth Year of hia 
Age. Great was the Joy oi^'thei 
People upon bis first Accession lo 
the Throne, and no less were their 
Hopes that he would be like Ger- 
manicus his Father, who is said to 
have been possessed of all the good 
Qualities cif Body and Mind. And 
indeed as the worst of Princes oi* 
tentimes begin well, be gave nut a 
few Tokens oi his Moderation and 
Regard to the Good of the Pubtrc. 
But soon after, as if he had put off 
ail Humanity^ be outstripped the 
most savage Creatures in Cruelty; 
and having niade sad Havock 
amonnt all Ranks and Degrees of 
Meo^oe killediikowiseMacro>Coaif-

Emperor. He committed Incest 
too with his Sisters. Having ex- 
hausted immense Treasures that 
bad been ieft by Tiberius, in a 
Year's Time, he fell to proscribing 
and plundering. Among oth^r to- 
kens of his Cruelty, he was heard 
to say, I wish the Roman People 
had but one Neck. In all his Build- 
ings or Public Works, he effected 
what was looked upon to be im- 
possible. He ordered himself to 
be worshipped as a God through- 
out the World, and Temples to be 
built to him. At last he was slain 
by Cherae Cassius, Colonel of a 
Regiment of hii Guards, and some 
others, that had entered into a Plot 
against him, after he had reigned 3 
Years 1 Months and S Days, as 
Suetonius says, and lived 29. 

Claudius Nero, Caligula':s Uncle, 
Dfusus's Son, reigned after him, 
naturally no ill Man, but a sensless 
ibolifih Fellow. Wherefore he was 
not of himself cruel, but only as he 
was put upon it by other People, 
especially bis Freedmen and Wives, 
into whose Hands he gave up him- 
self and his Afiairs. His first Lady 
was Messalina,whoseLewdnessand 
Debaucheric!; every Body knew but 
himself; till at last venturing to 
marry one Sillius, a Knight, she was 
by her Husband's Order slain, to- 
gether with her Paramour, at the 
Instigation of Narcissus, who with 
Pallas, another of his Freedmen, 
ruled him entirely. 

Another Apg)iroent of his Folly 
Is this, that afler Messalina was put 
to Deathf by. whom he had \us Son

Britanicus^ designed him for his 
Successor. He banished the Jews 
from Rome,and theMathematicians 
out of Italy ; and undertaking an 
Expedition into Britain^he subdued - 
it all in 1 6 Days Time, as Dio says 
in the 3d Year of his Reign. He 
died in the Year of Christ 54, by 
Poison fMit in a Musbroon by Agrip- 
pina. . He reigned 1 3 Years, 8 
Months, 20 Days, and lived 64 
Year*?. 

God beinz angry with *he Ro- 
mans, Domitms Nero mounted the 
Throne after the Death of his Step- 
father, being then 17 Years of Age. 
He at first behaved himself in such 
a Manner, that he might be reckon- 
ed among -the best of Princes ; that 
is, as long as he listened to the Pre- 
cepts^fhis Master Seneca. Alter- 
wards being corrupted with Licen- 
tiousness and Flattery he became 
more like a monster than a Man. 
^ He stopped the Progress of the Par- 
thians who had over-run Armenia, 
by Corbula, a gallant Commander, 
and a Person of Great Virtue and 
Authoritv, whorecovored Armenia 
in the 7th Year of Nero, and oblig- 
ed Tiridates Vologesis, the King of 
the Parthians Brother, to come to 
Rome, and beg his Crown of Nero, 
in the 1 3 th of Nero; in which Year 
he recalled Corbulo and put him to 
Death. He took off Britanicus by 
Poison in the very Beginning of his 
Reign. He likewise ordered his

Upon 
the Pl^covery of a Plot, which Piso 
and some others had laid against 
him, he put to Death the Poet Lu- 
can, and Seneca the Philosopher, 
with several others, in the Year of 
Christ 65, and the same Year he 
kicked his Wife Poppa^a when big 
with Child, to Death. He had tho 
Imprudence too, to appear upon 
the Stage, and act among the Stage 
Players, and Harpers, and Ride 
Chariot Races at the Cjrcensian 
Games ; and to represent for bis 
Diversion the Appearance of Troy 
in Flames, he set Fire to the City, 
and laid it upon the Christians, 
Being by these his Villanies be- 
come universally odious and con- 
temptible he was forsaken by every 
Body.and being sought for m order 
to be punished, he executed the 
Hangman's Office upon I;imself, in 
the 1 4th Year of his Reign and 68th 
of our Lord. 

A little before Nero's Death, C. 
Julius Vindex, who was Proprcetor 
of Gaul, openly rebelled, and per- 
suaded Sergius Galba, Governor of 
Spain, to set up for Emperor, 
which he accordingly did, and put 
Vindex to Death presently after. 
He reigned about 7 Months, being 
very old. He was slain, together 
with Piso, whom he had (idopted, 
after M. SilviusOtho was proclaira-

lo Che mean Time, Vetelllus, 
trusting to the Legions x)f Germa- 
ny, which he comnanded in Qua- 
hty of a oonsukar lieutenaat-Gene- 
raJ, rtook upon him the Name of 
Emperor, and defeated Otho's Ar- 
Biy, in a i^^enooimter near Bebria- 
cum ; who being weary of a Civil 
Wac, killed himself. 

Viteliias feigned after Otho 8 
Mont he, and was suoceeded by 
Vespasian, 'who bad been sent by 
Nero to quell the Jews, He reign- 
ed ten Years with the greatest 
Justice and Clemency. He was a 
great encouragor of X<eaming and 
Earned Men. The. only Thii^ 
that was blamed m him,- was his 
Covetousuess, which he used toex* 
ouse, by alleging the £mptLness of 
the Exchequer. 

The War in Judaea was finished 
in his Time, to which he was ^ent 
foy Nero, as we have already said. 
It was begun by some seditious 
People that were headed by Elea- 
zar, the Son of Ananias the High 
Priest, who- took up Anns against 
the Romans, under the Pffetence 
of Religion. Cestius Gallus Lieu- 
tenant of Syria, laid Si^e to Jeru- 
salem, but Mras beaten off with great 
Slaughter in the I2(h Year of Ne- 
ro. The victorius Jews upontheir 
Return to Jerusalem, amongst other 
Generals, made choiceof Josepbus, 
the Son of \4atlhia$, for one. In 
the Year ot' Christ 67, Vespasian 
carrying his Arms through Galike 
and Judaea, took, besides most of 
their Towns, Josephus their Com*

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-mander, who foretold his Rise. At 
last, he fell upon Terusalem, the 
Aletropolis of the Nation^ which 
was taken b^ his Son Tiltis, in the 
second Year of his Reign. 

This proved the Ruin of the Na- 
tion^ and very Nam*; of the Jews. 
The Calamity was indeed so vio- 
lent, and the Miseries they suflSBred 
so various, that it was visible they 
were punished ibr the horrid Mur- 
der of the only begotten Son of 
God ; lor a dreadful Famine forced 
the besieged to the eating of Man's 
Flesh, and Mothers to eat up their 
own Children : and eleven hun- 
dred thousand People (a Thing 
hardly ever h^ard of before) perish* 
ed in that Siege. The City was 
iinallv raaed to the Ground. Ves- 
pasian in (he Sd Tear of his Reign 
triumphed with his Son Titus, over 
the Jews ; upon which he shut the 
Temple of Janus. He died in his 
ninth Consfliship, whilst he was 

giving audience to some Ambassa- 
ors, havine lived 69 Years, one 
Month, and 7 DayS| and xeigned 
eight Years. 

• Tittts, who succeeded his Father, 
IS deservedly ranked amongst the 
best Emperors, altho' before he 
oaine to the Empire, he was thought 
to be of a cruel Temper, covetous 
and lustful. But upon his Advance- 
ment, he was so much altered for 
the better, that he deserved the 
Title of the Delight of Mankind. 
He was remarkable for his great 
Mildness, and easy Temper, being 
used never to deny any Body any 
Thing : And having once at Supper 
remembered that he had done no

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Body any Kindnes that D3Ly;Friends, 
says he, 7 have lost a Day. ^ In his 
Reign in the Year of Christ 80, 
there was a dreadful Eruption of 
Flames and Ashes out of the Mount 
Vesuvius ; which latter flew as far 
as Africa, Syria, and Egypt, and 
the two Towns of Pompeii, and 
Herculaneum were utterly ruined 
by it. This good Emperor died in 
the Year of Christ 8i, two Years, 
as many Months, and twenty Days 
after he had succeeded his Father, 
and in the one and fortieth Year of 
his Age, not without the Sttspicion 
of being poisoined by his Brother 
Domitian. 

Titiis was very much lamented 
both by the Senate and People : 
And their concern for his Death 
was very much increased by his 
Brother aiid Successor Domitian^ 
the worst Prince of all that came 
before, or followed after him. At 
first he made some Shew of Cle- 
mency and Justice ; but presently 
discovered his Temper, and set up 
for an Imitator of Nero in Cruelty, 
Rapine and Luxury. He ordered 
himself to be called God, and was 
at last taken off by a Plot, in the 
Year of Christ 96, after he had 
reigned 15 Years.

CHAP. VHL 



COCCEIUS Nerva succeeded 
Domitian in the Empire. He reign- 
ed but a Year, four Months, and \\ 
Days ; an excellent Prince, but de- 
spised for his Age. He made void 
all the Acts of Domitian^ and re- 
stored what bad been ravaged ffom

temptus. Domiiianus act» 
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the Fea)>Ve by Violence and InjiM- 
tice ; but he wanted Authority ta 
keep the Soldiers within doe 
Bounds; Wherefore those that 
were concerned io the Death of 
Domitian, from whom he had re* 
ceived the Empire, were killed by 
the Guards, in spite of all be could 
do to prevent it. He nrade Tra- 
jaii« Lieutenant of Germany, his 
adopted Son, with whom he lived 
three Months. 

Trajan took upon him the Go- 
vernment of ti)e Lmpire at Coloen, 
being. then in the 42d Year of his 
Age : and a Man excellently skill- 
ed in the Military Art. He was 
likewise a Person of great Prudence, 
Moderalion, and Meekness of Tem* 
per ; so that he was thought by all 
to deserve the surname of Optimus^ 
He add^d Dacia to the Empire, 
and marching to the East, subdued 
the Armenians, tlie Iberians, the 
Colchians, the Sarmatians, the Os* 
rhoenians^ the Arabians, and the 
Bosphoranians He likewise fell 
upon the Parthians» and took the 
Cities Seleucia, CtestphfVn, and 
Bikbylon, with several others. But 
upon his taking a Voyage in the 
Red Sea» almost all those Nations 
rose in Rebellion ; but he quickly 
reduced thera, either in Person, or 
by his Lieutenants. . There was in 
his Time a great Earthquake, which 
ruined the City of Antioch ; it hap* 
pened in the Year of Christ 1 15, 
in the Consulship oi Messala and 
Pedo, the latter of which was bu- 
ried in the Ruins of the Place, and 
Trajan was drawn through a Win« 
dow, and bad much ado to escape. 
The Jews of Cyrene took up Armsji 
aad exercised all Manner of Cru*

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«1ty upon the Romans and Greeks 
throughout ail Eg^pt and Cyprus, 
whom Trajan suppfessed with in-* 
finite Slaughter, by his Lieutenant 
Martins Turbo. Whikl he was 
preparing to marth against the Par- 
thians, who were in Arms, having 
forced from amongst them the King 
that had been given theip by the 
Koman Emperor^ this excellent 
Prince fell ill, and died at Selinus 
in Cilicia. He reigned 19 Ifears^ 
6 Months, and 15 Days. 

iElius Adrianus, Trajan's Cou- 
sin and Countryman, obtained the 
Empire after him, by the Favour of 
Flotina, Trzyan's Lady, a Man of a 
great deal oi Variety in his Temper 
and Genius, equally cut oat for Vir- 
tue and Vice. He went through all 
the. Provinces of the Empire/ that 
no Body ever travelled over so 
much oi the World as he .did. Af- 
ter .the Death of Trajan, he quitted 
Armenia, Syria, and Mesopotamia 
to the Partluans» and intended like- 
. wise to leave Dacia, had he not 
I been afraid of ruining the many 
I Thousands of Romans that were 
I there. 

I He rebuilt Jerusalem> which he 

I called JEAisL Capitolina, and settled 
a Colony there ; and in the same 
j Place where the Temple had stood, 
I bu lit another in Honour ol J upiter. 
' Which Thing so provoked the 
Jews, that, taking up Arjns, they 
carried on the War with more Fu- 
ry than ever, under the Conduct of 
£arcocheba$; against. whom,among- 
other skilful Generals that he em- 
ployed, Adrian sent for Julius Sev- 
eriis out of Britain,, by whom the 
Jews -were by Degrees suppressed 
and utterly destroyed 5 there being 
T2

War» besides an inmmerable Mai* 
titude that were oonsaned by Fa- 
mine, Pestilence, and Fire ; so that 
Palestine was well nigh made a 
Wilderness. After that Time the 
Jews were forbid, under Pain of 
Death, to come to ^rusalem, unless 
one D^y in a Year to lament their 
Misery. 

At last Adrian growing old and 
infirm, having no Children ot his 
own, adopted Arrios Antoninus, 
who was alter wards surnamed Pius, 
upon^ Condition (hat he should 
adopt Annius Yeros, Son of Alias 
Verus^and M. AuFelius Antoninus. 
After ifhich he died at Baix, in the 
Year of Christ 1 38, having lived 62 
Years, and feigned 21 iuid 11 
Months, 

Antoninus Pins being adopted by 
Adrian, governed the Roman £m- 
pire with so much Virtue and Good* 
ness tliot he out-did all Example. 
For he managed theCommon wealth- 
with the Afiection of a Father, 
more like than that of a Prince, and 
kept the World in Peace during bis 
whole Reign, for which Reason he 
was compared to Noma. Foreign 
and Remote Princes and Nations 
feared him to that Degree, that they 
referred the Decision of their Con* 
troversies to him. He forbad any 
Scrutiny to be made after those that 
had entered into a Plot agamst hi» 
Xife. He died in the 70lh Year of 
bis Age, and 24th of his Reign. 

After him reigned M. Antonius 
Verus, Pius's &n-in-law; for he 
had marrii^d his Daughter Valeria 
Jaustina. He had from his Youth

Studiesoi Wisdom ; which he made 
appear in his Life and Conduct^ and 
not only in Words and Profession. 
In the Beginning of hiii Rei^n h^ 
inade L. i£lius Veru« his Partner 
pf the Empire, to wboi3» he married 
his Daughter Locilla. They reign* 
^ togeQier 1 1 Years being of very 
different Inclinations. For Verus 
Vvas ol a listless, luxurious, morose 
Temper^ but was kept within some 
Bounds by the Respect he had for 
his Brother; by whom he waa sent, 
against the PartbianSi. and carried 
pn th« War' suceessfutly against 
them for four Years, by his Lteute^ 
nants; Wherefore they both trir 
nmphed over the Partbians. Af- 
terwards they undertook an £xpe^ 
dition against the Marcomanni, but 
upon their March Verus was seized 
with an Apoplexy, between Con- 
cordia and Altinum, and died. M. 
Aurelius canied on the War fer 
three Years against the Marcoman- 
ni, to whom the Quadi, Vandals, 
Sarmatians^ and Suevi joined Ihem* 
selves. His Army in want of Wa- 
ter, was relieved by a Legion of 
Christians that was in it, who by 
their Prayers procured Rain from 
Heaven, as Eusebius tells us. The 
Exchequer being quite exhausted 
by the great Expence of the War, 
that he might not burden the Peo- 
ple with Teixes, he produced all the 
imperial Furriture^ and solditi and 
after the Victory restored the Pric^ 
fo those Chapmen that were willing 
to part with what they had bought* 
Avidius Cassius^ upon false Advice 
that he was dead# seized the Gc^ 
vernmentj and was three Mcmtb^ af-

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ter slain. M. Aurelius died at Vi- 
enna^ after a Reign of [9 Years^ 
and eleven Months. 



He was succeeded by bis wicked. 
Son Aurelias Com mod us Antoni- 
nus, who reseflsbled Nero for Cru- 
elty, Lust, Avarice, and such Arts 
as are scandalous in an Emperor. 
Having settled bis Affairs with the 
Germans, he triumphed at Rome. 
He put to Death his Sister Lncilla, 
who with several others had con- 
spired againsi his Life. He used to 
6ght amongst the Gladiators in the 
Public Games. He was at last, af- 
ter an iotamous Life, taken off by 
the Contrivance of a Mistress, and 
the Captain General of his Life- 
guard, whom he had determined to 
put to Dtiath. He reigned 12 
Years, 9 Months, and 14 Days. 

. After Commodus was taken off 
in the Year of Christ 193, P. Hcl- 
vius Pertinax was declared Empe- 
ror, by the same that had dispatch- 
ed Commodus, who endeavouring 
to reduce the Commonwealth into 
better Order, and to curb the Li- 
centiousness of the Soldiery was 
within 80 Days after his coming to 
the Empire, murdered by his own 
Guards. The Empire after this was 
by the Soldiers exposed to Sale, and 
Didius Julianus, coming up to their 
Terms, was accepted of and pro- 
claimed Emperor accordingly. But 
being not able to make up the pro- 
mised Donative he was forsaken by 
them, and slain by the Order of Sep 
* timus Severus,.after he had reigned 
2 Months aitd 5 Days. 

This Sevcrus.a Native of Africa, 
was at that Time Lieutenant of

Hie Severus oriundus A*

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Pannonia, and took upon hioa tbe 
Government under the Pretence of 
revenging Pertinax's Death. He 
first of all disbanded the Guards for 
that abominable Murder. Then he 
fell upon Pescenhius Nig^r, Lieu* 
tenant of S^ria,and Clodius Albinus 
of Britain^ bis Competitors for the 
Empire. Niger was conquered, 
and Antiocb, into which he threw 
himself^ was taken ; after which 
fleeing towards the River Euphra- 
tes be was taken and slain. After 
the taking off of Niger, Sfeverus 
toek fiyzantium, which had declar- 
ed lor him, after a Seige of tbre« 
Years. 

Matters being brought to a 
peaceable Settlement in the £ast» 
he turns hh Arms Westward 
against Clodius Albinus, and en- 
gaged him at Lyons in France; 
where many being slain on both 
^ides, and amongst others Albinus, 
he was Jell sole Possessor of the 
Empire. The City was plundered 
and burnt, Albinus's Head sent to 
Rome, and dreadful Havock made 
among those whe bad been his Fa- 
vourers and Friends. 

After this he marched Eastward 
again, and conquered the Parthians, 
the Adiabenians, and Arabians ; 
whilst Ptotianus in the mean Time 

foverned all at Rome, whof« 
)aogbter Flotilla was contracted 
to Antoninus, Severus's Son, and 
the Nuptials celebrated in the 
tenth Year of Severus's Reign* But 
not long after Plotianus being en- 
gaged in a Plot against the Empe- 
ror, was slain by his Son-in-law, and 
a great many that had been in bi» 
Interest^ killed after him.

He died at York, aAer he bad reign- 
ed 1 7 Yeats, 3 Months^ and 3 Da) s. 

Antoninus Caracal la and Geta, 
the two Sons oi Severus, were afier 
him advanced to the Empire, in the 
Year of Christ 211. But the Dif* 
ference of their Humour and Man* 
ners were such, that they were 
perpetually at Variance. Geta was 
of a mild and civil Temper, the 
other cruel and boisterous, who ih 
the 2d Year of his Reign, slew his 
Brother in his Mother's Bosom. 
After him Abundance of his Friends 
and Favourers were put to Death, 
amongst which the famous Lawyejr 
Papinian, because he would not 
justify his Parricide. After this he 
marcned into the East. At Alexan* 
dria he made a sad Massacre of the 
Inhabitants, for having some Time 
before made some Jests upon hin>. 
He invaded af^er that. Artabanus 
King of the Parthians, and laid 
Waste his Dominfons. He was taken 
off by the Contrivance* of Opilius 
Macrinus, after he had reigned six 
Years and two Months. 

Macrinus enjoyed the Empire 
but a short while, for he and his 
Son too were slain by the Soldiers, 
within a Year and two Months af- 
ter he came to it, and was suc- 
ceeded by Antoninus Heliogibalus, 
supposed, but falsely, to be the 
Son of Caracal la. He was the 
vilest Wretch that ever lived, given 
up to ail Iifianner of Debauchery*

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Wherefore after a Reign of three 
Years and nine Months, he was 
slain by the Soldiery, with his Mo- 
ther SemiamLra, or Julia. 

After this M. Autelius Alexan- 
der mounted the Throne having 
been created Caesar, the Year be- 
fore, an extraordinary Prince, and 
well instructed in all the Arts of 
Peace and War. He carried a 
strict Hand over the Judges, and 
was very severe upon all those that 
by Favour or Bribery transgressed 
the Bounds of Justice. He ba- 
nished from his Person all Flatter- 
ers, BufK)ons, and sucii as are a 
Scandal to the Court. He forbid 
the Sale of Offices, saying. That 
what was bought would be sold 
again. He likewise allowed the 
Deputies of the Provinces all their 
Furniture out of the jExchequer, 
that they might not be burthen- 
some to the People. He was suc- 
cessful against the Persians, but at 
last slain in a Sedition of his Army. 

In the fifth Year of his Reign, 
Artaxerxes the Persian, having 
defeated the Parthians, in three 
Battles, and slain their King Ar- 
tabanus, did raise anew the Empire 
of the Persians in the East. He 
made an Excursion too into the 
Roman Territories, but was de- 
feated by Alexander. After which 
l>e undertook an Expedition against 
the Germans, in which he was 
slain by Maximinus, together with 
his Mother, after a Reign of thir- 
teen Years. 

Maximinus, after the Murder of 
Alexander) was made Emperor, 
who put a happy End to the Ger-

He in the meftn Time 
nade a dreacU'ul Havock at Reoie, 
l^y his Governor there, and killed 
Abundance of the Nobility. Dur- 
ing this^ the two Gordians« Fa- 
ther and Son, did at Carthage 
ipake Pretensions to Ibe Empire. 
The Romans being headed by the 
Senate, declare against Maximinns, 
and Persons were dispatched away 
to secure the Prodnces tor the Se* 
nate. At Rome twenty Comaus- 
aioners are nominated tor the Ma- 
nagement of the Public Afiatrs. 
The Gordians in Africa being taken 
off, after a Year and some iew 
Days, by Capeitan, Maximinus't» 
General, Baibinus ond Maximus 
Pupienus, two of the twenty Com- 
miiisbners, were advanced to the 
Empire by the Senate, in the 
Year of Christ 237 ; in which 
Max! minus, as he was besi^ing 
Aquileia, was slain by the Soldiers, 
with his Son that was but a £oy, 
after a Reign of two Years and 10 
Months. 

fiatbinus and Pupienus, with 
Gordian a Boy and the Grand- 
child, as Capitolinus, but Son; as 
Eutropius says, of that Gordian 
which we have already told you 
perished in Africa with his Son, 
reigned together for a Year. But 
alter wards being desirous to get 
rid tjf Gordian, wh<i was more in 
favour than themselves, they were 
slain by the Soldiers, in the Year 
of Christ 2'Jh ; from which Time 
Gordtan enjoyed the Empire by 
himself, a Boy oi an extraordinary 
Genius, and turned to all Manner 
of Virtue; which was improved 
by the Prudence of Misitheus, a 
\cry learned and eloquent Man,

Gordian himself was a little Time 
after slain in a Tumult, which the 
same Philip raised by the Help of 
tome Soldiers he had corrupted, 
after he had reigned six Years ; in 
whose Place the Parricide sue- 
coeded. 

In the fourth Year of this Phi- 
lip's Reign, the secular Games 
were celebrated at Rome, in the 
thousandth Year of the City. He 
was at last slain at Vewna, by the 
Soldier?, as he entered upon the 
sixth Year of his Reign. 

Decius, born in lower Panno- 
nia, a Man of great Courage and 
Experience in War, succeeded 
him. He perished ^n a Morass in 
a BattJe against the Barbarians. 
This Defeat was occasioned by the 
Treachery oiGallus, who secretly 
-caballed with the Enemy, after he 
had reigned 30 Months* 

Thus Gallus being made Empe- 
ror by the Choice of the Soldiery, 
and having taken his Son to hira 
as his Partner Jn the Government, 
was slain together with him by the 
Soldiers, two Years and 4 Months 
after, at Iteramna, as he was 
marching against iEmilian, who 
was raising a Rebellion in Mcesia. 

JEmilmn reigned not long, be- 
ing slain in three Months Time 
after his Advancement, and was

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Moceeded by Valerian, with hb 
Son GallienuSf who reigned toge* 
t)ier six Years; during which 
Time the Roman Empire was mi- 
serably rent by the B&rbarians* 
Several Tyranlti started up in se* 
▼eral places, who are reckoned to 
be 30 in Number by TrebetUus 
Pollio, Whereibre Valerian march- 
ing against the Scythians who had 
taken Chalcedon, burnt Nice, and 
the Temple of the £phcsian Diana, 
and from thence advancing against 
Sapores, that was very troublesome 
4o the Eastern Borders, he was 
taken Prisoner by him, and Ireatcxl 
.like a vile Slave; for when he 
mounted his Horse, he s€;t his Foot 
upon ills Neck, who bowed himseif 
ft>r that Purpose. At last he or- 
dered him to be flead and safted. 
This Victory over the Romans hap* 
pened in the Year of Christ 260. 
After which Odenatus, a Senator 
of the Palmyreniansy whom Zeno- 
l)ia had married, bravely repulsed 
Xhe Persians, that still harassed the 
borders. 

In the mean Time Gallienos, 
given up to nothing but Luxury 
and Debauchery, suffered the £m« 
pire to be torn in Pieces by the 
mrbarians and Tyrants, Odenatus, 
.after the taking o£ Nisibls and 
Carrse^ and Recovery of Mesopo- 
tamia, upon routing the King of 
the Persians^ having sent the great 
Lords of the Persians to him in 
Chains he was not ashamed to 
.triumph as if he had conquered 
them himself. Odenatus was mur- 
dered by his Cousin, together with 
his Son Herod, whose Wifo 2^no- 
. bia beii^ a Woman of a manly 
..Spirit, undertook the Government.

Claadiiis succeeded him, a fru- 
gal and moderate Prince, and very 
serviceable to the Public, who hav- 
ing taken off the T>ranl Aureolu«, 
was very succes&lul against the 
Goths, of whom he slewr 32,000 
and sunk 200 of the Ships. Tlie 
rest of the Barbarians were con- 
sumed at Haemimontium by Fa- 
mine and Pestilence; and soon 
after Claudius died of the same 
PUgue, after a Reign of one Year 
afid 9 Months. 

His Brother Quintilius^ usurping 
the/ErapJre,. was slain by the Spi- 
di'ers ten Days after, who had now 
made Choice of AuceUaiii,a Persoa 
of mean Births but reckoned 
amongst the most glocious. Princes, 
oiily a litilf^too cruel. He, subdued: 
the Alema:)ni and Marcoraanni; 
from whom the Romans had before 
received a signal Overthrow. Af- 
ter this Victory ,^ he came to Rome-, 
and pUit several of the Senators to- 
Death, and enlarged the Walls of 
the Ciiy. Then mardiing Ea«it- 
ward, he conquered Zenobia, whom 
with the Tyrant Tetrichus he led 
ia Triumph. Aurelius Victor tells 
us he wasi the first of the Roman 
Emperors that wore a Diadem on 
his Head, or used Jewels and Cloth 
of Gold. He was taken off by' the 
contrivance of Mnestheusa.Notary 
of the Secretaries at Caenophurium 
betwixt Byzantium and Heraclea, 
After his Death there was an In- 
terregnum ofabout 7 Months ocL-

At length Taeitus was chosen 
by the Senate, a Person of excel- 
lent Morals, and very fit for the 
Governmenti who was<les(^nded 
from, Tacitus the Historian ; but 
he died of* a Fever 200 Days after 
at Tarsus. His Brother Florianus 
succeeded bim. But Probus being 
set up by a Majority of the Army, 
Florianus bled himself to Death, 
60 Days after the Death of his 
Brotlier, in the Year of Christ a? 6. 



^ This Probus wag bom in Panno- 
nta Sirmicusis, a very fine Man ; 
for he was both an excellent Sol- 
dier, and of unspotted Morals. As 
soon as he was made Emperor he 
punished all those that had a Hand 
in the Death of Aurelian. After 
that he marched for France, and 
recovered several Towns out of the 
Hands of the Barbarians, and slew 
almost 70,000 of them. After the 
reducing of Gaul, he recovered li- 
ly ricum, and subdued the People 
called the Getae : Then going into 
the East, he fell upon the Persians ; 
and having defeated them, and 
taken several Towns, he was slain 
in his Return to Italy by the Sol- 
diers at Sirmium, who hated him 
for his great Severity. This hap- 
pened in the 7th Year of his Reign 
and the 282d of Christ. 

. Probus was succeeded by M. 
Aurelius Carus, born at Narbo in 
France* who immediately made his

In hie locus snfficio M, 
Aurelius Carus Narbo or^ 
tusin Gallia, qui stall fn Ca- 
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Sons Cariniis and Numerianus, 
Caesars ; and having sent Carinas 
to take care of France, he marched 
into the East against the Persians, 
with Numerian; where, after he 
had reduced Mesopotamia, and 
marched as far as Ctesiphon, he was 
struck dead with Thunder,' having 
reigned about a Year. Numerian 
being much concerned for his Fa- 
ther's Death, contracted a Weak- 
ness in his Eyes with Weeping, and 
and was slain by the Contrivance 
of his Father in-Law Aper. 

Caiinus was nothing like his Fa- 
ther and Brother, being guilty of all 
Manner of Wickedness ; wherefore 
he was equally odious to both High 
and Low. He was betrayed by his 
own Army at Margum in Mossia, 
and slain by the Soldiers of Diocfe- 
sian. 

Who as soon as Numerian was 
dead, accepted of (he Scarlet offer- 
ed him by the Army,.being born of 
mean Parents in Dalmatia (lor he is 
said to have been the Slave of Anu- 
Jinus the Senator ;), but a gallant 
Soldier.. He took his Oalh. in an 
Assembly of the Soldiers, that, he 
had no hand in the Death ot Nu- 
inerian,.and- upon that slew Aper 
with his own Hand ; and so fulfilled 
the Prophecy of him, that he should 
be Emperor when he had killed a 
Boarw^ithhisown Hand; for which 
Reason as often as he met with a 
Boar he used to kill him. After he 
had killed Aper, he said he had 
found the fatalBoar. He suppressed 
the Boors that made an Insurrection 
in Gaul, and called themselves Ba- 
caudse, by Maximianus Herculius, 
whom he sent thither for that Pur- 
pose in the Year 285, in which this

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Herculius was first made Cxsar, the 
Yeai followtng lie was made Augus- 
tus. About the same Time Carau- 
sius having seized upon Britain, and 
Achilleus in Egypt pretended to 
the Empire, and in the East, Nar* 
ses King of the Persians being rea- 
dy to fall upon the Romans, and 
Afirica being wasted by the Quin- 
quegentians ; the better to deal with 
all thestt Wars at once, he created 
Constantius Chlorus, and Galerius 
Maximian,Cxsars. This latter was 
born in Dacia not far from Sardica, 
and was sarnaroed Armentarius be- 
cause he had been an Herdsman. 
Diociesian gave his Daughter Va- 
leria to Armentarius, and Maximj- 
anus Herculius, disposed of his 
Step-Daughter, Theodora, to Con- 
stantius. After this Diociesian 
went for Eg^pt, Herculius into A- 
frica, Armentarius into the East, 
and Constantius in to Britain. Alex- 
andria was taken by Diociesian, af- 
ter a Siege of eight Months, in the 
twelfth Year of his Reign; Carau- 
sias was slain by his Friend A lectus 
eight Years after his Revolt. At 
the same Time the Quinqueg^n- 
tians were re';'uc'd by Maximianus 
Herculius; and Galerius. Armen- 
farius, defeated by Narses, being 
haughtily received by Diociesian, 
did the Year following, 297, re- 
venge this Disgrace, by routing the 
Persian Army, and taking the 
"Wives, Sisters, and Children of 
Narses, Prisoners, upon which Di- 
ociesian' received him honourably 
10 Mesopotamia* 



At last, after a splendid Triumph, 
Oiockfiian and Herculius laid

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down iheir Aulhorily : The former 
did it out of Clroicc, and retired to 
Salonae ; the othei was prevailed 
upon more by the Authority of his 
Colleague, than that he had any 
Inclination for it. This feil out in 
the 20th of Dioclesian, and 304.th 
Year of Christ. Upon which Con- 
sfantius Chlorus, and Galerius 
Maximianus Armentarius, were 
proclaimed Emperors ; Severus and 
Galerihs iMaximianus the Nephew 
of Armentarius by a Sister, were 
declared Cxsars. Constantius di- 
vided the Roman Empire with 
Maxim ian,keeping to himself Gaul, 
Italy, and Africa ; but the two last 
he afterwards quitted to his Col- 
league, who had besides lilyricum, 
Asia, and the East. Of this he 
made Maximinus Governor, and 
placed Severus in Italy.

CHAP. IX. 



• CONSTANTIUS Chlorus hav- 
ing enjoyed his Dignity one Year, 
or two, as most will have it, died 
at York. He was of a mild and • 
civil Disposition ; he would suffer 
no Enquii'y to be made after the 
Christians^ and preferred such of 
his Servants as he knew to be of" 
that Profession,, befojre the rest. 

Constantius, his Son, began his. 
Reign in the Year of Christ 306, 
being 32 or 33 Years of Age, born 
of Helen of Bithynia, which most 
Authors say was Constantius's Con- 
cubine; but^ome will have her to 
have been his lawful Wife# bat of 
mean fiirth.

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At Rome, Maxenlias, Hercu- 
lida'si Son, was proclaimed £m))eror 
by the rrxturian Baiul ; who at 
first, to gain the People, seemed to 
liivour tne Christians; but present- 
ly alter wallowed in all Manner of 
\Vicl(ednessand Cruelly. Galeriua 
Maximianus sent Severus against 
him» who being Ibrsaken by his 
Men, (led to Ravenna; Galerius 
upon bis marching for Rome with 
hU Army, was hLewise for«akeii by 
his Men, and went into IllyricHro, 
where he made Licinius Caesar. 
Upon which Herculius being now 
in Hopes of recovering the Euipire, 
which he had quilted against his 
Will, returns from Lucania to 
Home, and advised Dioclesian, liv- 
ing at Carnus in Pannonia, by his 
Letters to him, to do the like,A hich 
he refused. He trepanned Severus 
by Perjury, and slew him. Theii 
laying a Plot for his Son, be was 
forced from Rome, and fled for 
Conslantine in Gaul, to whom he 
gave his Daughter Fausta in Mar* 
z lage. But some Time after, hav- 
ing entered into a wicked Design 
against his Son-in Law Conslantine 
(which was discovered by his- 
Daughter,) be fled to Marseilles, 
and there suffered the Punishment 
of his' Treachery. About this Time 
Galerius Maximinus died of a flJlhy 
Disease, whom his Son-in-Law 
Maxentius earolled amongst the 
Gods. 

In the Year 312, Constantine 
inarched against Maxentius, and 
■was encouraged to it by the Prodigy 
of a Cross he saw in the Heavens. 
Having passed the Alps and defeat- 
ed his Generals near Verona, he 
routed Maxentius himself not far

Af&irs being settled in the City, 
Constantine marched into Germa- 
iiy> at Milan married his Sister 
Coiistantia to Licinius, who had 
now been made Emperor. The 
same Year Galerius Maximinus a 
cruel Enemy of the Christians, un- 
dertaking a War against both the 
Emperors, was beat by Licinius in 
lilyricura, and fled into Asia, where 
Ive died a horrible Death at Tarsus 
in Cilicia. Nor did the Agreement 
betwixt the two Princes last long, 
Iheir first Rencounter was at Ciba- 
lis, a Town in Pannonia ; after 
Which they had another Battle in 
the Plains of Mardia ; in both which 
the Licinians were entirely defeat«> 
ed. At last a Peace was made> and 
the Empire divided again. 

In the Year 32r4, Licinius taking 
up Arms against Constantine, upon 
a Pretence that he went beyond his 
Bounds, and had broke into his 
Dominions, received a great Over- 
throw near Hadrianople. From 
thence flying into- Byzantium, he 
was again defeated by Sea; and 
being routed in another Battle near 
Chaicedon, he w&s taken Prisoner 
by Constantine, from whom he pro* 
cured his Life by the Interposition 
of his Sister, and was banished to 
Thessalonica, where endeavouring 
to make a new Insurrection he was 
put to Death 

After this, Cri<:pas Ca?sar, hi« 
Son by a former Wife JViinervina, 
aYouthol'an extraordinary Genius, 
was put to Death upon Suj;picion of

threw it up towards Heaven, wilh 
these words ; Thou hati qonqutred 
nte, O UaliUean I Meaning Christ, 
whose Religion be had abjured. . 

After the Death of Julian, Jovi- 
an, a Native of Pannonia> was pro- 
claimed Emperor by the Soldiers. 
He ordered the Temples of the 
Idols to be shut up, and their Sacri- 
fices to be abolished. He made an 
inglorious Peace with Sapores, 
King of the Persians, for 30 Years, 
hy which he yielded up Nisibis 
and the greatest Part of Mesopota- 
mia to him. He died in his Return 
to Constantinople, in the Confines 
«f Galalia and Bithynia. 

In the Year of Christ 364, Va^ 
lentian was chosen Emperor at 
Nice, and not long after gave the 
Title of Augustus lo his Brother 
Valens; and leaving him, in the 
East, caine into the West himself. 
He had a great many good Quali- 
ties, but was particularly famous 
for his Love of Justice. He made 
War against the Alemanni, Saxons, 
Quadi, and other Nations. He 
died of an Apoplexy in Pannonia, 
in the 53th Year of his Age, and 
the 1 2th Year oi his Reign. 

His Brother Valens suppressed 
Procopius, a Relation of Julian^ 
who had assumed the Scarlet at 
Constantinople. After which he 
had a War with the Goths ; but 
upon the Suit of their King Athan- 
aricus, granted them a Peace in the 
Year 369. Ten Years after this, 
Athanaricus with Fritigernes were 
driven out of their Country by the 
Huns, and were kindly received by 
Valens, aod settled with their

to. He reigned 14> Years and 4 
Months. 



The Emperor Valentinlan.had 
two Sons^ Gratian and Vatentinian. 
The former he declared Augustus 
in Gaulx in the Year 567 ; and his 
other Son was immediately after 
the Death of his Father advanced 
to the same Dignity by the Soldiers, 
in the Ye^r 375, and the 10th Year 
of his Age. Gratian had an Aver- 
sion to public Business. After the 
|)eath of Valens, tJie tioths over* 
running Thra^ce and other Provin"« 
ces of the Roman Empire, being 
not able to bear the Burden alone, 
he sent for Theodosius out of Spain^^ 
and made him his Partner, who was 
then in the 33d Year of his lige. 



Theodosius liaving conquered 
the Barbarians, restored the Public 
Peace. At last the whole Nation 
of the Goths, with their King, de^ 
iivered themselves up to tife Ro« 
mansj to whom the Emperor assign- 
ed Lands. After those Things^ 
Maxim us seized the Gqvernjiient 
1(1 Britain, in the Year SS2 | and 
having fixed his Intperial Seat at 
Tryers, basely killed Gratian ^t Ly- 
ons, after he had been ibrsaken iy 
his Army ; but Theodosius reyetigr 
^4 his Death, and Kkewise re-e^^ 
tablished Valentinian the yoi^pgeir, 
who had been obliged t6 quit J^My*

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Tbis happened in the Year 388» in 
which he overthrow and killed 
Maximus near Aquileia. Theodo- 
•iut had all tlie Accomplishmentt 
becoming a Christian Emperor, se- 
cond to none of the foregoing or 
following Princes* a consummate 
General, never undertook any 
Wars but such as were necessary, 
of singular Clemency and Humani- 
ty, yet a little inclined to Passion. 



. In the Year 391, Eugenios, 
supported by the Power of Arbo- 
gastes Comes, sets up for %nperor, 
and in the following Year, Valen- 
iinian was slain a^ viennain Gaul, 
by the same Arbpgastes. Two 
Years afler, £ugenius was routed, 
taken Prisoner, and put to Death 
by Theodosius. Arbogattes was 
his own Executioner. .The Year 
foUowtng 395, this excellent Em« 
peror died at Mi]an# afler a Reign 
of 16 Years. 

Theodosius lefl two Sons, Afca- 
dius and Honorius ; to the former 
he gave the East, to the latter the 
West. Arcadius, immediately -afler 
his Father's Death, married Eu- 
doxia, xvhich Match was brought 
about by Eutropius, for fear of his 
taking to Wife Jluffinus's Daughter. 
This Ruffinus in the East and Stili- 
cho in the West, were at that Time 
two Men of the gceatest Eminence 
and Power in the Empire. Stilicho, 
after the Death of Theodosius, lay- 
ing Claim to the Management of 
both the Eastern and Western Em- 

SiTe$, and marching Eastward, 
luffinus endeavoured to hinder 
him, by posting his Troops in all 
the Passes into Greece, and send*

At the last 
Ruiiinas was slain by the Soldiers,^ 
the same Year in which Theodo- 
sius died. After his Death Eutro- 
pius became very great wkh Arca- 
aius ; but wai at last disgraced and 
sJain>. in the very Year in which he 
was Consul. In the Year 403, di- 
ed ArcadiuS) a Prince of a peace- 
able but indolent Temper^ and too 
much governed by his Wife. He 
left the Guardianship of hif^ Son, 
by Will, to Jezdiegirdes Kin»: of 
the Persians, who faithfully e;ce- 
cuted that Trust, and committed 
the Care of his Pupil to Antioclius^ 
a. very learned Man, and tlircat- 
ened to make War upon any that 
should oflfer to disturb him. 



In the West the frequent Inva- 
sion of the Barbarians were very 
nigh fatal to the Roman State. Ra- 
dagisus King of the Goths, with 
four, or as others say, two hundred 
thousand Men, invaded Italy; 
which were very happily cut off by 
Stllicbo, the General himself being 
taken and slain. After him Atari- 
cus a King of the Goths, having 
wasted Greece,, and continued a 
long Time in Epire, at the Insti- 
gation of Stilicho, who was desir- 
ous to take Illyricum from Area- 
dius, in order to annex it to the 
Dominions of Honorius, afterwards 
penetrated into Italy. To get rid 
of him, Honorius gave him Spain 
and Gaul to live in, because he 
was not in Condition to keep those 
Provinces. As Alaricus was march- 
ing thither, Saul, a Pagan General,

whom Slilicbo had placed «l the 
Head of an Amy, faUing upon the 
Barbarians, was defeated by them. 
This Success did so elevate Ai»* 
ricuSf that quilting bis former De- 
**gn« be over-run Ilaly> and took 
Rome ; but before he did it» Stilt- 
cbo was put to Death, by the Or* 
der of Hooorius. For after the 
Death of Theodosiu<i, designing to 
get the Eaipire to lumself, and to 
make bis Son Eucberius who was 
a Pagan and an Enemy to the 
Christians, Emperor. The better 
to accomplish his Design, he re- 
solved to throve all Things into 
Con fusion. Wherefore he sent for 
the Barbarians to ravage the £ra« 
pire, and let the Alaus, the Van* 
dais, Che Suevans, and Burgundi* 
ans, loose upon France and Spain. 
His Relation to the Emperor en- 
couraged him In it ; for ue had Se- 
rena, the Daughter of Theodo- 
sius's Brother, in Marriage, and 
iiad disposed of the two Daughters 
lie had by her, first Mary, s^ af- 
ter her Death, Thermantia, in 
Marriage to Honorius. But these 
Inlii^ues being discovered by O- 
]ympms» in the Year of Christ 40l(, 
he was slain by the Hands of Ha- 
raclius. Tl;e Year following £u- 
cherius was put to Death, with his 
Mother Serena. After Slilicbo was 
taken off, Alaricus was desirous to 
come to an Accommodation with 
Honorius, but was foolishly reject- 
ed. Wherefore with a Body of 
Goths and Huns, in Conjunction 
\viih fiis Wife's Brother Athaulfus, 
lie laid Siege to Rome, and carried 
it in the Year 410. The Plunder 
of it he give to his Soldiers ; but 
gave Orders that all such as fied to

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Churches, especially those of Pe- 
ler and Paal^ should have Quarter 
given them. Then he went to Rhe- 
gittin, in order to pass ovel into 
Sicily and Africa, but died there. 
He was succeeded by Athaulfus, • 
who plundered Rome again, car- 
ried off Placidia the Emperor's 
Sister, and married her». 

During this Storm in Italy, the 
same Calamity fell upon Gau4 and 
Spain. The Alans, Vandals and 
Suevans, laid waste Gaul, passed 
the Pyracnean Mountains, and 
made themselves Masters of Spain, 
in the Year 409. The Vandals and 
Suevans seize upon Galxcia ; the 
Aiftns Lusitania and the Province 
of Carthage ; the Silingans, which 
was another Branch of the Vandals, 
BoeXica.. 



After the Breaking in of the 
Goths in 410, divers Pretenders to 
the Empire started up in several 
Places. First Attalus was made- 
T^mperor by the Senate,, at the 
Command of Akricus. He proudly 
rejected Hoi>orious, that ofTefed by- ' 
his Ambassadors to receive him as 
bis Partner in the Empire, but was 
obliged by Alaricus to return to a 
private Condition,. and was- after 
put up and down again several 
.Times. ^ At last renewing his Pre- 
tensions in Gaul, but being, not 
supported by the Goths, he was 
taken Prisoner, and put itvto the 
Hands ot Honorius, who spared his 
Life, but cut off one of his Hands. 

Marcus Gratianus, and Constah* 
tine in Britain, usurped the Su- 
preme Power, and were. taken off.

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Then Jovin and Sehastianf two 
Brother <, pretended to the Empire; 
bat were ' taken and tlain by 
Athaulfas, King of the Goths, 
lieraciianas was set ap in Africa* 
and venturing, over into Italy 
against Honor ins, was routed by 
Marinus at Utriculum; and return- 
ing into Africa, was slatn at Car« 
thage. 

In the Year 415 Athaulfus was 
slain by a Golh and succeeded by 
SigericttSf wlio was taken off Steven 
Days after, and succeeded by Vual* 
lia, who made Peace with the Ro« 
mans, and restored Piacidia to Ho- 
iiorias ; afler which he made a War 
against the Alans, Vandals, Sue- 
vans, ai'.d other Nations, who had 
settled in Spain. Honorius marri- 
ed Piacidia against her Will to 
Constantius Comes, who confirmed 
the Peace with Vualiia, sent for 
him back into Gaul, and gave him 
that Part of Aquitain which lies 
betwixt Tbolouse and the Sea, to 
dwell in. Upon this Tholouse be- 
came the Capital of the Gothick or 
Vesegothick Kingdom in Gaul. 
This happened in the Year 41^. 
in the Year following, Honorius, 
against his Will, made Constantius 
bis Partner in the Empire, who di- 
ed in seven Months after, as did 
Honorius himself in tiie Year 423. 

He was succeeded by Valenti- 
ni«i bis Sister's Son. In his Reign 
the Vandals whom fionifaee had 
hitherto repulsed from the Shores 
of Africa, entered it from Spain 
under the command of Geisericus. 
For Boniface being impeached by 
^tius of High Treason, and Sigis-

ing himself not a match for the Ro- 
mans, fled to the Vandals for As- 
sistance, with whom he had con- 
tracted an Affinity before. Where- 
fore in the Year 427, Geisericus 
with~80/XK> Vandals and Alans 
passed over into Africa, and made 
himself Master of it. In the mean 
Time Boniface being reconciled to 
Placidia,and not being able to per- 
suade the Barbarians to go Home 
again, endeavoui'ed to oblige them 
to it, by Force of Arms, and was 
routed. He went to Rome npAn 
it, and died there not long after. 

JEtlui in Gaul played his Part 
pretty well for the Romans against 
the Franks, Goths, Bargundians, 
Huns, and other Barbarians. The 
Huns, iSltius had sent for to hi<t 
Assistance against the Golhs. In 
the Year 434« Honoria, Valenti- 
»tan's Sister, being banished the 
Court for Lewdness with her Stew- 
ard, and sent toTheodosius Empe- 
ror of the East, engaged Attila 
King of the Huns, to make War 
upon the West. Litoriusa Roman 
General, having the Command of 
them, whilst he endeavoured to 
outstrip the Glory of i£tius, and 
was sQ foolish a» to regard the 
Answers of Soothsayers and Dae* 
mon^, rashly engaged Theodo- 
ricus King of the Goths> who by 
the most abject Submission declined 
the War, and alter a great Over- 
throw, was taken and slain in the 
Year 439i in which Carthage was 
ssrprized by the Vandak. At last 
10 the Year 442, Valentinian re- 
isewed the Peace with Geisericus,

them* 

III the Year 450, Attila nmrched 
into Gaul, which at thai Time the 
VisegoUi«, Franks, Burgundians, 
Alans, and other Barbarians, were 
in Pofsession ot. Part of the Ro- 
mans made a Shift to keep under 
tlie Command of JEi'ms, who alone 
at that Time kept the Western 
Empire from falling to utter Ruin. 
Attila laid Siege to Aurelia, bat 
iCtius coming upon him, obliged 
him to raise the Siege, and pursued 
him iii4.o Gallia Belgica, ajid over- 
threw him, in a great Brittle that 
was Ibnght in the Plains of Catalau* 
nia. Tht^re were slain, on both 
Sides at least 170,000 and amongst 
them Theodoricus King of the 
Goths. *Tis certain the Huns 
might have been utterly destroyed 
if i£tius had not been afraid, that 
in case ihc Huns should be entirely 
cut off, the Goths would be insup- 
portable in Gaul. 

Attila having unexpectedly es* 
caped, poured his Troops into Italy, 
where he laid Siege to Aquileia, 
and levelled it with the Ground. 
After that he laid waste Milan, 
Ticinum, and other Towns; and 
marching for Rome, was so wrought 
upon by an Embassy from Leo^ 
which met him at the River Min* 
cius, that he went into his. own 
Countrv ; afterwards returning in- 
to Gaul against the Alans, who had 
posted themslves beyond the Loire, 
he was again defeated by Thoris- 
mundus, as he had been in the 
Plains of Catalaunia; and in the 
Year 454, afler a Debauch with 
Wjne, diedoi a Vomiting. of Blood«

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The;^ say the City of Venice 
ewes Its Origin to that Inroad of 
the Barbarians, most of the Italians, 
especially those of Patavium> flee- 
ing from the Fire and Ruins of 
their Cities to some Rocks and de« 
sart Islands in the Sea for Refuge* 

Valentinian, upon the Death of 
his Mother Placidia, let loose the 
Reins of Licenliousness, and abus- 
ed his Authority, for the Satisfac* 
tion jof bis Lust and Cruelty. He 
debauched the Wife of Maximus 
th^ Senator, put to Death ^tius, 
after Maximus had by his crafty 
Contrivances rendered him sus* 
(lected, in the Year 454 » ^^ the 
Year following by the Contrivance 
of the same Maximus, he was stab* 
bed by ^tius's Life Guards in the 
Field of Mars, being 36 Years of 
Ago, and in the 3 1st of his Reign. 
£udoxia, Valeniintan's Lady to re- 
venge the Death of her Husband, 
sent for Gensencus out of Africa, 
into Italy. Maximus, upon his ar- 
rival, endeavoured to save himself 
by Flight, but was torn in Pieces 
by his Own Men, and thrown into 
the Tiber, afiei a Reign of hardly 
two Months* Gensericus, ailer he 
had taken the City, was so moUified 
b> an Address ot Pope Leo's, tliat 
he did not set Fire to it, or put any 
to the Sword , but made Plunder of 
ail the Wealth of the Place both sa- 
cred and profane for 14 Days to- 
gether, and carried off Eudoxia, 
with her two Daughters, Eudocia 
and Placidiainto Africa; the f()rnier 
of which he married to his Son 
Hunericus. 

In the mean Time, Avitus, Gal- 
lus being proclaimed Emperor by 
the Gallic Army at Tholouse, made

Interim Avitus Gallus, ab 
exercitus Galiicanus, Tolosa 
retiunciaius imperaior pax 
cum Gothus/trmo i qidhor* 
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Peace with ihe Goths; at whose 
Persuatioo, Tbeodoric entered 
Spain, conquered the Suevans and 
killed their Ring Rechiarias in the 
Year 456. 

After him Majorianus took, the 
. Government upon him at Ravenna ; 
a Prince of a great Soul, who being 
de^irouA to recover African was go* 
ing to Gensericus^ under the Title 
ol'an Ambassador ; but being seiz 
ed by Ricimer at Dertona, and ob- 
Vigea to resign^ was put to Death 
in the Year 4^3 J, after a Reign of 4 
Years and 4 Months. 

Ricimer set up Severus for £m- 
peror» according to an Agreement 
betwixt them, and poisoned him io/ 
the fourth Year of his Reign. 

After this there was an Interreg- 
num of a Year and some Months* 
till Anthemius was sent into the 
West by Leo Emperor of the East, 
between whom and Ricimer it had 
been agreed he shouki be declared 
Emperor, and his Daughter should 
marry Ricimer. Thus the Barba* 
rian being made Anthemius's Son- 
in-Law, with his wonted perfidi- 
ousness, first raised a Civil War 
against him, and then put him to 
Death at Rome,aner he had reign- 
ed (ive Years and some Months. 

Oiybrius was soon after put up 
in the Room of Anthemius by Ri- 
cimer, who died 40 Days after Aii- 
tiiemius's Death ; nor wa< he long 
survived by Oiybrius, for he died 
the same Year about 7 Months af* 
ter his Promotion. 

He was followed by Glycerius, 
who took the Government upon 
him at Ravenna, in the Year 47 3, 
and reig^ned a Ye^ir and four Months.

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He was succeeded by Jalius Ne< 
pos, who was taken off in abaut five 
Years after his Advancement. 

MomyliuSf who was likewise 
called Augttslulus, was set up by 
his Father Orestes, being the last 
of all the Emperors in the West ; 
for Odouacer King of the Tiircil- 
inganSf with the Scyrans and Her* 
ulansyseized Italy ; and after he had 
^lain Orestes and his Brother Paal, 
banished Augustulus into Campa- 
nia. Thus ended the Empire of 
ahe West, in the Year of Christ 
476.
